Scene of wiat IT write was laid in the great 
Empire of Mulkovy, which, iz the Memo- 
ry of man hath laboured under an Impo- 
fture no leſs ſtrange in its birth, than admi- 
rable in its productions 5 and if we conſt- 
der the various viciſſutudes of the Adors 
in it, not only ſurpalſing what former A- 
ges have delivered of this kind, but hardly 
to be parallel 4 by Poſterity, unleſs it had 
already happened. For the better under- 
ſtanding of this Hiſtory, T have thougst ſit 
to premiſe ſomewhat, but briefly, concern- 
ing it; upon no other deſygne than that of 
gratifying ſuch as are leſs werjed in the 
Manuers and Government of that Coun- 
try... 

The vaſt Continent of Ruta extends 
fromthe Frozen Ocean to the Caſpian Scaz 
being alſo berdered upen by the Sweaics, 
te Poles, and the Fartars.

by the Inhabitants, and by us Mulk 
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German, or 1200: Engliſh Miles. Thi 
great Territory is divided into many large 
Provinces, which give alſo names to, or re- 
ceive then from their principal Cities; the 
Chief whereof is that of qr” 4 called 

O, from 
whence alſo the whole Region is called 
Mulkovy. The Country is ſandy and plain, 
but welnigh impaſſable,by reaſon of the mul- 
titude of Lakes and Rivers,ſave in the Win- 
ter,which is long and inſufferably cold ; but 
moFt of their Commerce is driven then,upox 
their Sleds and Ice. The Summer is in its 
turn as violently hot, and ſeems the more 
intenſe by reaſon of its ſhort ſtay 3 ſufficing 
howſocver to ripen their Herbage, and Corn, 
and Fruits, eſpecially ſuch as ſurvived the 
rigor of the cold. It abounds in Flax and 


' Hemp , and an immenſe quantity of Ho- 


ay: the Woods, which are many and great, 
being filled with ſwarms of Bees, as alſs 
of Birds and of wild Beaſts ; the precious 
Furs of the later being in ſuch hich eſteem 
in the world. The Inhavitants ( we will 
except thoſe of the firſt Rank ) are barba- 
rows, yet cunning, 127 faithful, immeaſura- 
bly debauched, Iuxurioxs, cruel; and yet ſo 
ſervile, that they glory in it. The Nobility 
think. it an honour to be eſteemed the moſt 
abjed 
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abjetf of Slaves to their Princes 5, but they 
a8ain inſult and tyrannize over their Vaſ- 
ſals, thongh all acknowledge the Deſpotick 
power of their Duke; who is ſo abſolute, 
that he 2s Sovereign of the lives and fortunes 
of every individual 5 being fettered by no 
Law but that of his will, whichejs as exten- 


 froe as his pleaſure. Tn a word, there is no 


Government in the world where the Prerg- 


gative of the Prince and the Servitude of 


#2c People are greater. For all this, He ad- 
writs of a precarious Council, many of then 
of the Clergy, the better to impoſe upon the 
zenorant and ſuperſtitious Commonalty , 
who think nothing Sacred that they have 
not conſented to, nor nothing hard that has 
tzeir approbation. Their chief Strength 
conſiſts in their Cavalry, all Gentlemens 
Sons : for none are eſteemed Noble, who do 
not ſerve in the War. When all theſe meet, 
they are accounted 800005 and that is as 
aft as the Great Duke pleaſeth : theſe have 
Land and Stipends allotted for their ſub- 
ſtance. The Foot al Fire-men, are 12000 
in ordinary pay 5 mnorare there any SEran- 
gers irployed, but upon extraordinary 0c- 
catoins. Whereas our chief care is to pro- 
wide Vieuals for our Armies, their Prince 
takes none at all for his 5 every Souldier 

being 
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being his own Purveyor, and content with 4 
little, ſcarce uſing any thing but Bisket and 
Meal.If they were as brave as they are ſtrong, 
ard underſtood War as well as hardſhip,what 
conld reſ;j# their numbers and power 2 But 
they are heavy, and ſo addifed to ſervi- 
lity, that they ſcarce deſire, ſeldom acquire 
any great matters. Tet they have one other 
excellent quality, eſpecially in Garriſon, 
tenacious even to obſtinacie, as appears, to- 
gether with most of their other Virtues and 
Vices,in the ſequel of this Narrative. This, 
as r08t other Countries,was at jir$F govern- 
ed by many and ſeveral petty Princes and 
Lords, until mot truckling to the felicity 
of a few, theſe again did by Alliances and 
Congueſts devolve upon one. John the Sor 


of Baftlius was the firif that aſſumed the ' 


Title of Prince of all Ruſtia, having not 
only reduced all others to his obedience,but 
ſhaken off the Tartars yoke, ſrom whon his 
Predeceſſors received their Scepters and 
Power. His $01 Baſilius equally happy, ad- 
. ded the fair Provinces of Smolensko and 
Pleſcow to his Dominions, with the Honor 
of Knez, King and Emperor,to his Titles. 
_ John ſucceeded him, who adding Induſtry 


*, and Diſcipline to the Arts of his Forefa- 


© #hers, conquered the Kingdoms of Cazan 
. | AN 
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and Aſtracan, and extended his Empire to 
the Confines of Perſia. But he was noleſs 
cruel than brave, which did much aſperſe 
#he glory of ſo many ViFories. But this 
Prince being his Father, whoſe Story we 
write, we will refer the reSF of him, and the 
Reader, to the ſubſequert Relation.

(CEN Long and uninterrupted (e- 
2 nes of Succeſhon had de-. 
volved the Dominion of 
the vaſt Empire of 14ſco- 
2 upon the perſon of Johz 
| Baſilizs, who however pre- 
Aerrable for his Cruelty to the moſt mon- 
Affrous of Tyrants ,; did yet excel the Glo-

ry of all his Predeceſlors in the Luſire of 
his Actions, and Greatneſs of his At- 


chievements. For having added the ſe-- 


vere Rules of Mylitary Diſciphne to his 
Induſtry and Valour , he extended the 
Bounds of his Dominions as far as Perſ/a, 
«nd Conquered the Kingdoms of Caſar 
and Aftracaz , in vain attempted by his 
Father before him. 

This Great Prince having lived ſix and 
fifty Years, and Reigned nine and thirty 
of them , was forced to quit this World, 
to ſearch for that Repole in another 
which the violence of his mind had deni- 
ed him 1n the midſt of his Victories and 
Triumphs. Azaſtaſta his firſt Lady had 
born him two Sons 5 John his Eldeſt, 
whom he ſlew with his own hands,upon no 
other provocation than that of his violeat 
Temper ; and Theodorns, Heir of his Em- 
pire, not his Greatneſs ; though the Fa- 
ther labouring under the pangs of Death, 
was not wanting to recommend with 
much paſſion to his ſurviving Nobles the 
Coaduct of that Son, in whom he propo- 
ſed to himſelf the perpetuating of . his 
Glorics and Conqueſts. He yet left be- 


hind him another Son of a ſecond Bed, -# 


the unhappy Dexctrins , born in the EX= 
extremity

tremity of his Fathers Age , and brought 
 upby his Mother till his ſuppoſed Deceale, 
in the Caſtle of UVelecz. 

The Great Dutcheſs, a Lady of a Maſcu- 
line Preſence and Carriage , was Siſter to 
Boris Gedanow, Maſter of the Horſe; 
who (by the joynt Advantages of his Re- 
lation an Quality, added to the dexte- 
rity of his Addreſs and Contrivances; to 
.all which Conſpired the Inhirmneſs of The- 
odorus his Conſtitution , and the eaſineſs 
of his Nature) had gained an entire poſ- 
-ſeflton of the Government. This Glori- 

ous Favorite having, by his Siſters Influ- 
'ence and his own Skill, gathered into his 
{Manage the greateſt Concerns of the State, 
-had thereby the opportunity of obliging 
-or removing the chief Oticers of the Em- 
Sprre at pleaſure. And whether having ta- 
Ated the ſweetneſs of Dominion , ordina- 
irily quitted with much reluctancy ; or 
that he had from the Death of his old Ma- 
iter laid his deſigns of placing the Crown 
-ampon his own head, 1s ſcarce queſtionable. 
yHowever it was, the way ſeemed already 
-#noothed by the indiſpoſition of the 
iDuke , and the acquired favour of the 
«Nobility, who, preferments paſſing through 
+Þbis hands, gave them a neceflary depen- 
y ut B 2 dence

dence upon him; none being advanced to 
any place of Honor or Trult , but as they 
were preſented by this Prince-miniſter. 
Add to this , that Theodoras was Child- 
leſs, though Married in his Fathers life- 
time, who by reaſon of his Wives Bar- 
renneſs had oft commanded him to put 
her away 3 (a Practice conſiſtent with the 


Power of thoſe Princes: ) but he confult- ' 


ing more. his Afection than his Intereſt, 
had all that time delayed it : and now 
what the Dutcheſs by her Influence had 
before exerciſed for the raiſing of her Bro- 
ther to the Great Dukes Favour, 1s by 
his tnfinuations upon the AﬀeCtions and 
Paſlions of the Prince returned to her 
with advantage, who for his ſake conti- 
nued her, as he had formerly for hers re- 
ceived him. He had indeed. attained to a 
very great perfection inthe Art of Govern- 
ment, which with the powerful Charms 
of Flattery and a well-diſſembled paſſion 
for his Maſters Intereſt, as it rendered 


| Boris abſolute 1n his greatneſs , fo 1t ren- 


dered the Empire ſecure in the Fidelity 
and Watchfulneſs of fo excellent a Mini- 


. ſter, that laying aſtde the preſent Care of \, 
his Dominions, he was: conſequently as % 
littlethoughttul of a Succeffor ; but indul- #

ging himſelf in his private. Pleaſures and 
Retirements, he became inſen(ibly deveit- 
ed of the Majeſty of one of the Greateſt 
Princes of the Chriſtian World. The 
main obſtacle to the growing Ambition of 
Boris,was the Lite of Demetrius Brother to 
the great Duke, and Fleir apparent to the 
Crovin. His deſtruction was therefore 
judged necetlary to precede, in whom the 
Blood-Royal determined 5 there would 
want only the death of the Great Duke,to 
make way for the Election of a new Em- 
peror, And the Conſtitution of that Go- 
vernment then conſidered , Borzs might 


*. reaſonably propoſe to himſelf the ſuffrages 
hy cf the Nobles and People,who were actu- 


ated by his Counſels, and imployed or 
diſcontinued in order to his Tatereſts and 
Deligns. - Bloo:ly Tyrants never want 
Bloody Inſtrume ents ( witneſs that molt 
horrid of Murthers perpetrated in our 
own Land upon the beſt of Princes) net- 
ther 1s any Relation proof againſt the 
Charms of Ambition anc Avazice i a 
degenerate mind. Boris by the aid of vaſt 
Preſents , an 1 promiles of greater, had 
gainzd four of Dem22trivs his Se ryants to 
marthecr their Lord. The horridneſs of ſo 
{ad an Aflafiinitionr made thein for fom 2 

B 3 time 
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time ſuſpend its execution, till hurried on 


by a conſideration that they were too far.. 


advanced to retreat with ſafety, by threats 
of the Tyrant , and by the hopes of be- 
coming ſuddenlyGreat, they reſolved upon 
the cruel performance of what they had ſo 
wretchedly undertaken. All the diffi- 
culty now 1s, how 1t ſhould be compaſled ; 
and ſeverai ways being propoſed , they at 
length conclude, as followeth. An ob- 
ſcare gloomy Night is made choyce of, as 
moſt proper and ſutable to ſo black a 
deed ; and the Town being ſet on fire in 
many places at once, theſe miſcreants fill 
all with Tumult, and the terror of the 
Burning. This done, they fling themſelves 
like men amazed into the Princes. Bed- 
chamber, and awaking him with a ſud- 
den Fright , alarm his already-diſturbed 
Spirits with the approaching danger. De- 
metrins [tarts up at the noiſe, and running 
to the window to ſce the Flames , is ſet 
upon by thoſe he truſted moſt, and pier- 

ed in ſeveral places of his Body with 
lonz poyloned knives prepared for this 
inhumane Butchery. While the unhappy 
Child lay wallowing in his Blood, and 
ſtragling with his Fate, theſe Villians, by 
the advantage of the Night, and the con- 
fuſion

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faſton they had raiſed , and upon Horſes 
laid for them, poſted to Boris with the 
news of the execution of his Command, 
and toreceive their promiſed Salary. The 

Tyrant upon the firſt advertiſement Ia- 
bouring under the Impreſiions of his Joy, 
received theſe Bloody Miniſters of his 
will with no ordinary tranſport 3 till the 
heat of that Paſſion being ſpent , and re- 
Hecting upon what he had done : 5 aSit-18 
the Nature of Guilt and Treafon never to 
think 1t ſelf ſecure; he thought likewiſe 
his Practices might come to light : but be- 
ing reſolved theſe miſcreants ſhould not 
diſcover them , he by the temptation of 
exceſiive rewards hired otherExecutioners 
to deſtroy and make away thele four . firſt 
Murtherers, And that he might not be 
enzaged upon new con WTIVANCES , he de- 
fizns the fame Method for their Rune, 

which they had {quared out for the death 
of the Prince': in order whereto, as U- 
£/20S was Sacriaced to his deſtruction, io 
AMurko was put into flames for taewrs, The 
Town 1s fired in many piaces at once, 
{ſome hundreds of Hoales buried 11 their 
own Aſhes, while theſe hated Traytors 
Were (though! by nnjuit means) puniſhed 
with a juſt retaliation for their execrable!

But to return to Ug/ecz. As ſoon as the 
Fire wasquenched, and that the Citizens 
began to be Compoſed from their difor- 
der, a Rumor being ſpread that their 
Prince was Murthered, they violently 
break into the Caſtle and finding what 
they feared to be true indeed, their di- 
ſtraction being now heightened to Fury 
and Outrage, they ſlaughtered all his Ser- 
vants without diſtinttion or enquiry : ſup- 
poling the careleſneſs and neglect of the 
Innocent,no leſs culpable than the perniti- 
ous induſtry of the Guilty , they thought 
happily to purge themſelves from the ſtain 
of the Faf, by their zeal in revenging 
1t. But in vain; for Borzs, to clear him- 
ſelf if any durft ſuſpect. him , and to fig- 
nalize his pretended Paſiion to his Prince, 
made uſe 'of this Irregular vengeance of 
rhe Citizens as an Argument of their Guilt; 
and laying the Murther at their door , be- 
cauſe they had lain all thoſe from whom 
nquiſition might have been made concer- 
ning 1t without examining them at all , he 

cauſed them to be proceeded againl(t as 
Criminals. ' Many of the chicf amongſt 
them were tortured , hanged, drowned, 
Baniſhed, and expoſed as examples of pub- 


Eque Juſtice 3 while he (the better to dit- 


guiſe

| ouiſe his cruelty ) under the ſence of ſo 
= 1rreparable a loſs, veſts himſelf and the 
whole Court in mourning; And having 
diſpatched Duke Baſelizs Znisky with ma- 
ny prime Senators and Perſons of Eminen- 
cy, with Orders to Celebrate his Obſe- 
quies with all the Funebrial Pomp and 
Honour imaginable, he commanded that 
{ the very place of his Neath (as guilty in 
failing to prote& him ) might not ſurvive 
to be a witneſs to ſo great a loſs, but (as 
Infamous) be immediately razed, and le- 
velled with the ground. | 
Demetrius being thus removed, Theodo- 
r4s did not long ſurvive him 3 and 'tis 
more than conjectural, that his end was 
haſtened by the impatience of Borzs, and 
the violence of a ſecret poyſon. Howe- 
ver it was, the Duke ſenſible of his 
weaknels, and the approach. of his de- 
parture, bequeathed the Government gf 
the Empire to the conduct of the Lady 
- Irena is Wiſe, ſiſter to Borzs:the Patriarch 
was appointed her Afliſtant-, and both of 
them by the dying Prince recommended 
. tothe Valoig and Fidelity of the Great 
ones of his Kingdom, 
Theodorus being dead,and the Solemni- 
: tics of his Funerals performed with all be- 
5 coming 
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coming Ceremonies and Circumſtances, 
his Dutcheſs did readily aſcend the 
Throne: but afterwards having ſome time 
toyled under the weight of fo Great an 
Empire, whether out of unwillingneſs to 
ſuſtain ſo. Great a Burthen, -or, 'as 1s more 
probable, to ſecure the facceflion in her 
own Houſe by transferring it upon her 
Brother , ſhe declares her reſolutions to 
quit ſo unequal a Charge : And accord- 
ingly yeilds up the Enfigns of her Au- 
thority into the hands of the Nobles, gi- 
ving out, that for the Repoſe of her Soul 
ſhe would Sequelter her ſelf from the Tur- 
moyls of this World into the Retire- 
ment of a private Life. This news being 
ſpread amongſt the people, did infinitely 
perplex them: for though they might 
have ſome reluctancy againſt the Govern- 
ment of a Woman, or that the ſervility 
of their Nature might at other times ren- 
der them patient of any Yoke; yet they 
wiſely con{1dered it more fafe to ſubmit to 
oae, than many Tyrants. Borzs 1n the 
mean time laid his trayns at diſtance , 
chuſing rather to have the GGovernment 
devolve upon him by neceffary Conſe- 
quence, than rudely to break in upon it ; 
cheriſhes(by his ſecret Agents and Emitla- 
: ries ) 
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ries) the mutinous Temper of the People, 
' who without an head were become uneafie 


to themſelves as well as others. This ſubtile 
States-man had in the interim withdrawn 
himſelf from all publique bufineſs, to the 
retirements of a  Countrey-houſe. All 
things in this State had a tendency towards 
confuſion 3 ſome not daring, others not 
willing tolay hold upon the Government: 
and indeed, all the prime Miniſters being 
raiſed by his Favour, not ſecure in the 
Counſels of each other, were emulous who 
ſhould firft conduct him to the Throne. 
In order whereto, they attend him with 
their Submiſſions and Addreſſes that he 
will take upon him the proteCtion of a di- 
ſtrated State. The people tranſported 
by the apprehenſions of their Ruine, ſe- 
conded the Nobility with their Importu- 
nities. The Clergy, whole ſafety confiſt- 
cd 1n the Peace of the Empire, brought in 
their Supplications. The Nuns quit- 
ted. their Cloyiters, and inſtead of pray- 
ing for their exquiſite Artiſt , offer up 
their Prayers to him as their Tutelary Saint 
or Angel. The very Children, as if ſway- 
ed by a Supernatural Impuliion, befieged 


- him with Tears and Crics: And what he 
2 denicd to all theſe Sollicitations either a- 


part

part or united, ſuppoſing them to have a 
reſpe&t to him only, not to themſelves ; he 
grants, as he declared, to the neceflity of 
his -Country 3 which being without a 
Head, and noman willing to undertake 
the care, he muſt offer violence to his own 
nature, rather than expoſe ſo glorious an 
Empire as a prey to every Invader. Who 
could all this while, under ſo dark a Vell, 
ſuſpect him guilty of Poyſoning his Sove- 
reign, and the Murther of his Prince, to 
make way for his Crown, preſented to 
him ſeveral times in vain by all the Orders 
of the Empire ? But permitting himſelf at 
length to be overcome, he proteſted that 
he had given that to their importunity 
and the love of his Country, which he 
ſhould for ever have. denied to his own 
Honor and Greatneſs, and the Advance- 
ment of his Houſe to fo Illuſtrious a 
Rank. He canfeſled himſe!f . too weak 
for ſo great a Burthenz but Courting the 
Aid of his Petitioners to his Aſſiſtance, he 
promiſed his utmoſt Endeavours to anſwer 
the obligingneſs of fo Unanimous and Ho- 
norable an Election, wherewith they were 
pleaſed to fignalize him above his Fel- 
lows: And f{tace they had marked him 
out for their Empzrour, he would na lon- 

| er 
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ger Queſtion their Judgment, but cheat- 

fully receive the Honour of that Truſt ; 

which he would die rather than berray or 
relinquith, but 1nto their hands who com- 
mitted it to him. He aſſured them, that 

where he could not equal his Predeceffors 
i Glory and Merit, he would ſurpaſs them 
in Temperance, Evenneſs of Government, 

and the Impartial diitribution of Juſtice to 
his People 3 as deriving his Greatneſs from 
their choice, and dedicating it wholly to 
their Service and Intereſt. 

Boris being thus come to the Crown, 
ſhewed no leſs wiſdom and conduct in 
conſerving his Dignity,than he had exerci- 
ſed in the acquiring of it : heſecured the 
Army and men of War to him by Gifts; the 
Nobles, by Preferments, Favours and 
ſutable Graces; and the Commonalty, by 
a diminution of their Taxes , increaſe of 
© their Priviledges, proteftion and encou- 
ragement of Trade, andin all things by 
a gentle hand upon the Reins of Go- 
vernment z whereby he was become 'the 
Darling of his people, and the Honour of 
that Crown they had given him. He had 
an eyeto the ſtate of his Affairs abroad; in 
order whereto, he was careful to renew 
the Treaties with the Swede, Pole, the 
Perſian,

Perfpan, and neighbouring Tartar; and 
being ſecure beyond humane apprehen- 
{ions to the contrary at home and abroad, 
he is from the Contrivances and Delignes 
of a private Monk in a Cloylſter hurried 
into thoſe diſcords and perplexitics which 
no forein Enemy with all his Powers 
could have reduced him to. 

This Monks right name ( if we believe 
the contrary party) was Hrisko Ofropeia, 
born a Gentleman, but of a decayed Fa- 
mily,in the Dukedome of Fareſlaw. The 
debaucheries of his younger years were 
extraordinary, which neceſſitated his Pa- 
rents to diſpoſe of him into the Cloylter 
of Trinouka, where he might have room 
to breath out the extravagancies of his 
youth by this more rigid converſation. 
This retiredneſs did not at all quadrate 
with the licentiouſneſs of Hrisko's nature, 
who being of a Spirit over-aftive for the” 
Contemplative life he was condemned to, 
had therewith a very advantageous meen 
and preſence ; which an old ſubtile Frier of 
that Covent taking notice of,one who had 
a ſecret Antipathy to the perſon of the 
Great Duke, though neveridiſobliged by 
him(ifat all known tohim)'he contractsa 
particular friendſhip with this young Pro- 
bationer 5 
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; 15 
'Yationer; and fall inſtructing him 1n the 
' Hiſtory of the Avſſzan Chromcle, and 
with the preſent form of Government, he 
alſo ac aints him with all the circumſtan- 
ces of i /ate Changes in the State,and by 
what Arts and Aflafitnations Borzs had 
polle{i-d himſelf of the Empire. The Frier 
having rhus qualified his Pupil, tempts 
hirz 4way from his Cloyſter and Coun- 
try, aad ſecretly conveys him 1nto the 
D.ikedom of K7ow ; where, with ſome dif- 
ficulty, he places him in the ſervice of 
Duke Adam Wiſnioweskz 5 furniſhing 
him with apt Rules for the diſcovery of 
himſeif when a ſeaſonable opportunity 
ſhould be offered. Hrixko being thus dil= 
poſed of, the Frier leaves him,and returns 
into Axjſza 5 giving 1t out every where, 
that Demetrizs the right Heir of Moſcovy 
was yetalive : that his Murther had been 
. deſigned by that bloody Tyrant Borzs,but 
that his Mother, the Great Dutcheſs 
Dowager, having gained private Intelli- 
-gence of the Plot, and in that Juncture 
of Afﬀairs judgingno place ſecure againſt 
_ the power i, malice of the Favorite, 
thought it more ſafe to avoid the ſtorm, 
than vainly to reſiſt it : 1n order where- 
ito, ſhe cauſed Demetrizs ito be conveyed 
| | away

away under the condud& of only one Ser- 


vant privy to his Eſtate 3 and the better : 
to diſguiſe his flight, had provided ano- . 
ther Child of the ſame Age(a Prieſts Son 
at Velecz,) of ſhapes and features not un- | 
like the Prince, whom the Murtherers 
killed im his ſtead. He affirmed further, 
That the Corps was ſuddenly Coftined 
by the wary and honeft Lord Chamber- 
lain, a Germay, privy to this pious frand, 
in order to his Interment; whereby the 
eſcape of the Prince was managed with 
leſs difficulty ; who was at preſent in 
Duke Wiſnioweskzs Court in great Ho- 
nour, and acknowledged and treated as 
Emperour of 24«ſcovy : That his: prepa- 
rations.were in a good forwardnels for the 
recovery of his Rights; and affures the 
Coſſacks, that if they would eſpoule his 
Quarrel, they ſhould ſhare in his Con- 
queſts,and their Pay (for it is a Military 


Nation) be much bettered. Whilſt the 


Frier by whiſpers of this kind was accom- 
modating the peoples inclination tohis own 
Deſignes, Demetrixs,(for ſo we ſhall here- 
after call him)remains in the Dukes Court, 
im the Quality of his Chamberlain ; but _ 
not forgetting the Rules his Tutor had 
teft with him, he employs all his ſpare 

. time 
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time in the. exerciſe of thoſe Qualities | 
and Graces which render Great Perfons 
more conſiderable ; as, riding the great 
Horſe, Tilting, Fencing, and whatevet 
elſe might bear proportion with that 
Greatnels he reſolved to pretend to. His 
Converſation amongſt his Fellows was 


| reſerved,and yet obliging ; towards his Mr. 


full of Reſpect and Submiſſion, not with- 
out the mixture of an Air which ſpoke 
his Services more the cftect of Gratitude 
than Duty: | "+ 

Thus did this apt Scholar demeari 
himſelf in the Court of Wiſniowesk? , 
watching all opportunities to put in pra- 
dice the Documents of his Tutor; which 
by an accident of ſome ſeverity, were ſea- 


. ſonably offered, and laid hold of by him: 


For the Duke being one day in a Bath; his 
Chamberlain had omitted ſome' neceſfaty 
circumſtance about his Perſon, wherewith 


his Choler being raiſed, he ſtrikes him upon 


-; the Face, calling him the Son of a Whore. 
. Demetrixs not at all ſurprized with this 


uſage, ( as if forgetting the Quality of a 
Servant ) ſeerhed infinitely perplexed at 
ſo unkind a Treatment from a perſon his 
equal atleaſt, if not his inferiour 3 and the

whom he had vouchſafed to ſerve , tranſ- 
porting him to a diſcovery of himſelf be- 
yond a retreat : His Eyes filled with Tears, 
he breaks forth into theſe words : My 
Lord, were my Quality as well known un- 
to you as my Perſon and Service, your 
Grace would have ſpared your 1] Lan- 
guage, and your Blows, both which I e- 
qually ſcorn and grieve at 3 being that 
where promiſed my ſelf a Sanctuary, and 
Ayds for my Reſtauration, I am diſcoura- 
ged by this rugged Treatment from ex- 
pecting either, And as recollecting himſeif 
for having ſaid ſo much, he ſtopt ſudden- 
Iy. The Duke being ſtrangely ſurprized 
by his Servants diſcourſe, and behaviour 
12 this difcourſe, haſtily aſked him , What 


mean theſe ambiguous Speeches? Who _ 


art thou ? Of what Country, and Name ? 
and upon what deſignes art thou here ? 
His hatte by theſe multiplied Queſtions to 
know all , without permitting De metrizs 
toſpeak, and anſwer them ſeverally, gave 
him room to cleer up; and compoling 
his Countenance into a more Grave po- 
irure, not without a becoming ſadneſs and 
modelty, anſwered, That his Country 
was Muskeovys tis Father Johr Baſelins 
the deceaſed Emperour;hisName Dezeetri-

# ; arid his Buſineſs there, for Prote&ion 
and Aid againſt Borz, the moſt bloody 
of Tyrants, who had laid defigaes to 
murther him, but that by the care of his 
Mother, and the fidelity of a Servant, he 
was conveyed away 3 another Child of his 
Age, and not unlike him, betng laid mn his 
place, whom the Aflaſſinates killed, ſup- 
poiing it to be: him, That fince that e- 
{cape, he had been concealed in a Covent 
of Monks, till a juſt ambition of getting 
his owa, had tettipred him into the world 
totry what was to be done. And to con- 
firm all this, putting his hand into his Bo= 


| fome;draws out a rich Croſs of Gold beſet 


with Diamonds, which he ſaid was the only 
Teſtimoay of Royalty his Mother had left 


with him upon his eſcape. Then caſting; 
'_ himſelf at the Dukes feet, he breaks forth 
.Into thele Exprefiions: Now Sir, that [ 
. have diſcovered to you a Secret of that 
;nature which noRack could have extorted 
. from me, you are become Mafter of my 
Þlife and fortunes : neither have I thus expo- 
Jed my ſelf to your knowledge without 
Aeſigne, it being equal tome to die, as to 
wither and languiſh ur this ſervile condi- 
tion; But if you will make good that 
confidence which firſt ſwayed me to put 


C > my 
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ſelf under your ProteGion ; refuſe me 
'not thoſe favours which I have promiſed 
my ſelf from your Juſtice and Vertne. 
Let not- the wickedneſs and evil conle- 
- quence ofthe example receive countenance 
from ſo juſt a Prince, but give your ſelf 
the Honour of aſliſting me to cleanſe my 
Throne from the uſurpation of a Tyrant, 
by ſo much the more Ignominions, by 
how much he ftands obliged to me, as my 
Subject and Vaſlal. And for your recom- 
pence, beſides the having performed 1o 
good an Act, which brings with 1t its own 
rewards, I (hall think no acknowledgment 
too dear for you. The Duke aſtoniſhed 
at this diſcourſe, and at the ſame time fe- 
flecting upon former paſſages in the be- 
haviour of his Servant, which comparing 
with the ſeeming probability of hts narra- 
tive, and his meen in delivering of 1t,be- 
ſides the Rumour ſpread abroad that De- , 
metrins was yet alive, wasat a loſs how to 
behave himſelf; but being divided in his 
reſolntion, he made a kind of excuſe to his 
Servant, that not knowing his Quality, 
he ought to pardon any miſcarriage to- 
wards him; and 'requeſting him to ſtay 
where he was, till he ſhould ſend to him. 
He left him very anxious what would be 
deter- :

determined concerning him. The Duke . 
full of amazement and 1rreſolution, haſtes 
to his Ladies Chamber , to whom he re- 
peated the whole {tory of his encounter 
with his Servant Hrixko. The Dutcheſs, 
according to the nature oft Women, much 
pleaſed with the novelty, judged the mat- 
ter very probable, becauſe not altogether 
1mpoſlible : and then comparing all cir- 
cumſtances together, ſhe raiſcs her likely- 
hood to a certainty, that it could not o- 
therwiſe be ; that ſhe had ever obſerved in 
his very Face,the marks of Greatneſs ; that 
he had ever afpired to noble Qualities 3 
that no Impoſtor could have dared under 
ſo young years to own fo hazardous a dit- 
covery ; and that therefore it muſt be De- 
metrizs, and no other, who had caſt him- 
ſelf into their arms for Protection, which 
by all Laws, Divine and Humane, they 
were obliged to aftord him. Thus having 
determined the matter, care was had for 
his reception, 1n a way proportionable to 
the Greataeſs of his Quality; and the 
whole Court inmediatcly diſpoſed into a 
State fit to have received the Great Dake 
and Empcrour of 17#54o0vz, that evening. 
A train of Servants of all ſorts, with horſes 


for the Saddle and Coach ſuitably accou- 
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tred, were forthwith ordered, and an Ap- 
partment in the moſt honourable part of 
the houle was made ready with all imag1- 
nable State becoming ſo ' Great a Prince. 
This being done, the Duke having loaden 
twelve Servants with preſents of the Rich- 
eft things in his poſſeſſion, and moſt ſuita- 
ble forthe occaſion, himſelf in Perſon uſhers 
them with much Submiſſion and Ceremony 
to his late Servant Hrz ko, conducts him to 
his Appartment, humbly beſeeching his 
Highneſs to receive thoſe trifles as a teſti- 
mony of his ſervice,and devotion to his in- 
tereſt; declaring his reſolution to contri- 
bute all his Powers for the ſetling him up- 
on the Throne of his Fathers. 

Demetrius being by this time reaſſured, 
receives the Dukes Complement with a 
becoming Reſervedneſs and Civility , re- 
peating to him his Engagements; and that 
when it ſhould pleaſe God to reſtore himto 
his Dominions, he would give more effe- 
&ual Teſtimanies of his re{olutions never 
to forget ſo ſealonable & obliging Favours, 

This extraordinary change jn W7ſz70- 
weski's Court, managed with fo great Ce- 
remonies in the view of the whole world, 
failed not to juſtifie thoſe Whiſpers ſcatter- 
ed abroad by the Old Friers 12duſtry, and 


gave

g1ve a confirmation of thoſe Rumours dit- 
perſed wm the adjacent Kingdoms and 
Countries : and what before could make 
no impreſſion upon the faith of the Coſ- 
ſacks, 18 now become an Article of it ; 
That Demetrixs, Son to John Baſilizs, and 
right Heir to the Empire of 14#5ko, was a- 
live, and in fatety. But no man appre- 
hended the report with more Terrour than 
Bor#s; guilt and fear rendering even 1mpoſ- 
Itbilities conceivable, though he knew 
not how to reconcile the preſent reports 
with thoſe had been made unto him by 
his Aſlaſltinates, andwere confirmed by the 
Solemnities of the Princes Funeral : but 
being of a preſent Courage and Judge- 
ment, laid by his wonders, to make room 
for his Induſtry and Conduct; and wiſely 
foreſceing what great diſorders the Novel- 
ty might produce, 1f not ſ{eatonably pre- 
vented , He immediately poſts away his 
diſpatches with Preſents to 1/iſnioweskz 3 
beſides an Offer of a perpetual League, 
and ſeveral Caſtles and Towns upon the 
Borders, convenient for him, with a vaſt 
ſum of ready Money, upon condition he 
would dead or alive ſend him that Tray- 
tor and Impoſtor who preſumed to abule. 
the world by aſſuming the name and per- 
C 4 {on 
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ſon of Demetrizs; warily mixing his 
Courtſhip with ſome threats , That /- 
zioweskji he hoped was too wile to be 
made a property to gratifhe the Malice of 
any that ſhould dare to interrupt his re- 
pole. Wiſnrioweskz was lo far from being 
_ Iwayed by the Meſſages and Temptations 
of Borzs, that he became wholly confirmed 
1n what he made ſome doubt of before 3 
and concluding that this ſeeming Hrisko 
was the true Demetrixs, he reſolves to e- 
ſponſe his Cauſe and Intereſt. In order 
whereto, Boris having ſtrong Forces upon 
the Borders, the Duke: with Demetrixs 
took Coach immediately, and with ſome 
Horſe that he had in a readineſs, retires to 
iſnioweski, aſtrong Town of his farther 
in the Country: being come thither, he 
puts the Great Dukes Letters into De- 
metrizs bis hands; who having peruſed 


ther, after ſome little pauſe , caſt himſelt 


at the Dukes fect, and with interrupted 
words ſaid to him, Sir, I am in Gods hands 
aad in yours the Fortunes and Perſon of 
Demetrius arc at your diſpoſe : but my 
Trutt is in the Honour of your promiles, 
and that the temptations of this Uſurper 
ſhall have no influence upon your Integr1- 
ty. Wiſnioweskz raiſed him up with _ 

us 
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| Humanity and Reſpect, bids him be ſure 
"he would not depart from that faith he 


had already paſſed ta him, for all the Do-. 
minions in the world ; that he had there- 
fore brought him to that place, further 
out of his Enemies reach , where he wiſh- 
ed him to remain with his Attendants, 
while himſelf went back to a nearer di- 
{tance from Borzs, in order to a better dil- 
covery of his deſignes. 

Boris being impatient of iſnioweskz's 
delays, ſends yet again to him, before the 
return of his former Agent, with larger 
offers ; but ſuſpecting the Duke was not 
to be wrought upon, he gave ſecret in{tru- 
tions, that by ſome Art or other Demze- 
trizs ſhould be privately Murthered or 
Poyloned. The Duke by means of a ſe- 
cret correſpondent in the Court of Borzs, 
having notice of this deligne , & judging 
Demetrius (carce ſafe at ſo near a diſtance, 


 xecommends him to the Palatine of $9x- 


domiria, by whom he was received with 
all imaginable Demonttrations of an en- 


* tire Reſpe&t and Honour , as due to a 


Perſon of ſo Illuftrions Quality. Being 
thus by the mediation of his ſupporter 


| Liſpoſed into a. place of better ſecurity, 
he had more room to reflef upon the 


. Docu- 
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Documents of his Tutour: And being 
quick of apprehenſion, cloſe in his nature, 
and apt to promiſe himſelf a glorious TiTue 
co theſe fair beginnings 3 he nourifhcs 
his fancy with high Retleftions, whereby 
his thoughts being ſublimated, his very 
nature was changed into that of Princes. 
Greatneſs had ſeemed to take poſlefiion 
of his Soul 3 and what by a converſation 
with perſons of the firſt Rank, and di(- 
courſes of Kingdoms and Empires, the 
part he Afted was become natural to him. 
His faculties were pregnant, and his cou- 
rage not unbecoming the Perſon aflumed 
by him. He had an underſtanding above 
his Age, and a preſence ſo agreeable, that 
he ſeldome or never loſt ground where he 
had room to ACt his own part. He was 
not inſen(tble of the preſent State of his 
affairs ; that he was fallen into the hands 
of ſtrangers, who having taken fire at 
the novelty of his Fortune, would be apt 
to cool again at the leaſt hard weather 
that ſhould fall upon it. *Tis true, he had 
received very honourable promiles of pro- 
tection from Wiſnioweskz, but he wilely

deliver him up , he foreſaw it would be 
His fate to be the ſacrifice of the Dukes 

eace. He therefore caſts about haw to 
Kb a more ſolid Foundation for his great- 
neſs, and at all turns calling to mind the 
Rules of his Tutor the Monk, he con- 
trives how to involve the Intereſt of fuch 
who had or ſhould own him, with his own. 
He was now in a Country that profeſſed 
the Roman faith 3 he conſidered that his 
Aids muſt be procured from thoſe of the 
fame Belief; and obſerving the zeal of the 
Jeſuites 1 the propagating of that Do- 
Etrine, and that*they had an influence up- 
on the Counfels of moſt Chriſtian Princes, 
he fixed upon them, as the firſt Corner- 
frone to his new Fabrick. They, who 
were not without their deſignes neither, 
had eaſe acceſs into his preſence; and ta- 
king all opportunities to feel his Pulſe, 
they werenot wanting to let fall their ob- 
ſervations upon the fortune of him and 
Ins Family, aslabouring under the Judge- 
ments of God, and the Wrath of Chriſt, 
in refuſing Obedience to his Vicar the 
Pope 3 not failing to urge the ſaitableneſs 
of the puniſhment, which rendered the 
Hand of God the more vifible : that that

Church had owned a Heterodox Patriarch, 
renouncing the Supremacy of the Infalli- 
ble Chair, ſhould have the Throne of his 
Fathers poſſeſſed by an Ufſurper. Our 
Demetrizs ſeeming to be ſtaggered by 
theſe and the like arguments, did with 
equal art ſuffer himſelf to be convinced, 
but Gradually, and upon the Impulſes of 
Conſcience , leſt he might be thought 
to have a more faint Zeal to the truth of 
Religion, than to the recovery of his Em- 
pire. He therefore makes his doubts and 
ſcruples upon the accompt of that, and re- 
celves their ſolutions with ſo ſeeming an 
Innocence and Simplicity, that they pro- 
miſed to themſelves a Conquelt of his heart 
as well as of his head. He failed not to 
hint the reaſons of State which would 
oblige him to profeſs the Religion of his 


Fathers; and that to own any other, were ., 


to make a general War upon the Conſcti- 


ences of his whole people, who upon de. 


claration of himſelf to be given over to the

Ribſeum, and the Palatine returned into 
Poland to raile new Forces, having left 
8000 of his men upon the place, with all 
his Cannon and Baggage. The tidings 
. of this Victory was carried to Borzs the 
Great Duke, by Boſxzanno the Governour 
of Nowegrod, whom Boris received as his 
better Angel 3 and ( the General having 
rendered him with an advantagious chara- 
fer) cauſed him to be preſented with a 
great Baſon of pure Gold, filled with 
Ducats of the ſame Mettal, and all the

themſelves; and the great Province of Se- 
»eria made one entire preſent of all ts 


* ſtrengthsat once. Others alſo haſting 1n 


to be firſt, or with the firſt acknowledge 
the Conquerour, who recetved their Ad- 
dreſſes with great moderation upon fo 
unexpected a Succeſs. His great care was 
the relieving of Kroxz, belteged by the

And being by this acceſſion of Force ren- 
dred abſolute Maſter of the Field, he ad- 
vanced by eafie marches toward Musko 
the Scat of the Empire ; and being come 
as far as Tyla, he made ſome ſtay there, as 
well to refrefh his Army, as to conſider 
how to carry on the reſt of his Affairs :

he therefore invited them, according to 
that pious example of the Army, to re- 

turn to their obedience; and as a manite- 
ſtation of it, to root out from the face of 
the earth that hated Progeny of Borzs, 

who had murthered his elder Brother , and 
had laid Trains for his life, but that he was 
7 2 rcl= 
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reſcued from them by deliverances not 
much ſhort of miracle. That for his part 
he hada heart to forgive all their former 
failings and rebellions, and as a true Fa- 
ther of his Country, to extend his Cle- 
mencie to ſuch as ſhould manitefttheir pe- 
nitence.: But if after this advice, and the 
example cf their fellow-Subjects, they 
ſhould yet perſiſt in their rebellious attings, 
they muſt expect he conſequence in the 
ruine of them and their City.

to the plot laid by Boris, was murtkered, 
and interr'd, as the right Demetrins, with 
the Funeral of. Princes. To this he added, 
that he was the rcal Demetrius who lay 
with his Army at Tula, The people hear- 
ing this from ſo great and eminent a per- 
ſon, and conſidering how the bulk of the 
Nobility had declared for Demetrius, who 
was ready with a potent Army to advance 
towards them, moſt of the Provinces ha- 
ving already tendred him their Submiſt- 
ons, judged it high time for them alſo to 
make their Addretles 3 and whilſt they 
were in conſultation of the affair,” ſome 
Courtiers having had notice of the Tu- 
mult, were come with ſome of the Guards 
ro diſperſe them, and ſeize upon Demetrius 
his 
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His Agents 3 which the people not only 
oppoſed, but proceeding from one degree 
of heat to another, breathed nothing but 
Demetrius his pretenſions, aſſerting him to 
be the rightful Prince 3 and that they 
would not any longer be ſo far wanting to 
themſelves and the Empire, as to refuſe 
their obedience where by the Laws of 
God and the Land it was due: and then 
crying, Long live Demetrius, Great Duke 
and Emperour of Ruihia 3 come, ſay they, 
let us go and deftroy that Viperows brood of 
the Gedanowes from the face of the earth. 
This ſaid, they ran toward the Court like 
mad-men, and as a Snow-ball ſo encreafſed 
by rowling , that by the time they were 
come thither, their numbers were multi- 
plied to many thouſands, ſending their 
Clamours before them , which filled the 
Court with terrour and confuſion : All 
witlain and about it were ſacrificed to 
their rage and fury, and no life eſcaped 
them but that of the Great Duke, the Em- 

preſs-Regent and her Daughter, who) were 

rather referved tor the judgment of Dexre- 

trizs, and wherewith to purchaſe their 
own peace and pardon , than upon the 
accompt of tenderneſs towards that Fami- 
ly. She-was a Lady of high ſpirit aad 
F 4 courage, 
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courage, and conſidering that ſhe and her 
Children were reprived only to add to the 
Triumphs of Demetrizs, relolved to put 
them and her ſ{e]F out of the malice of his 
power : in order whereto, ſhe prepared a 
ſtrong Poyſon,and diſpoſed them to pledge 
her 1n that Fatal mixture. Her Tears 
did ealily deceive their Innocence 3 and 
yet theirs had almoſt overcome her Con- 
ſtancie : Core, ſays ſhe, the dear pledges 
of your Fathers love; and then taking 
them in her arms, Come, continued ſhe, 
my jey and grief, it may be the Tyrant ha- 
ving rendered us uncayable of diſturbing 
his repoſe, will be content with our ſpoils, 
and ſpare our lives. Here ſhe pauſcd 
but ſuddenly recoileCting her felf, No, zo, 
ſaid ſhe, Treaſon 7s never ſecure ſo long as 
there are any left to reproach its Author.s Let 
ws therefore net linger out a miſeravle life by 
2 more miſerable delay, till the Tyrant have 
ſtudicd to deſtroy us more Exquiſitely, and 
more Tenominiouſly « and with this ſnatch- 
ing the Cup, ſhe haſtily ſwallowed the 
greateit part of it, forcing her Children 
to take oft the reſt 3 and then claſping 
them in her arms, the Poyſon did 1n a 
ſhort time ſpread its vigour over their 
tender Eadies, all of them . expiring as by 
Joyat 
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joynt conſent all together in their mutual 
embraces. Such as favour Demetrizs, at- 
firm that the Princeſs was preſerved by 
his command, by the ſpeedy applying of 
Antidotes to ſubdue the malignity of the 
Poyſon. His Enemies alſo ſay the ſame; 
adding, he preſerved her but 1n order to 
ſatisfhe his luſt, The people being 
inflamed with the heat of their own fury, 
after they had pillaged the whole Court, 
ran like mad men into the City, ſeized 
upon all the Borifan Party and Family, 
putting many of them to death at that in- 
ſtant, and the reſt they hurried into a Fort 
adjoyning to the City, where having 
{tript them ſtark naked, they turned them 
in promiſcuoully, men, women and chil- 
# dren together, without either Cloaths, 
2 Food,or Covert; and ſome of them, by the 
Z coldneſs of the Air, and for want of Nou- 
z riſhment, periſhed; they ſtrangle the reſt, 
$ or put them to ſome ather violent death,fo 
that there was not one of the Family left 
E alive; their rage herein executing upon 
# the Houſe of Boris an exemplary judge- 
ment of God, proportionable to the Cru- 
| elty wherewith he had treated that of his 
| Maſter; God in his juſtice puniſhing his 
| Civelty to them with a due E_—_

of the hke upon his Poſterity. We have 
112 this a lively Deſcription of the peoples 
temper; unconſtant in their reſolution, 
violent in their love,and equally fo in their 
hate: They in this juncture caſt off all 
their gratitude to the memory of Borzs, 
their proſperity under his calm and wiſe 


Government, his impartial diſtribution of * 


Juitice, the many publike Buildings by him 
erected for the ſplendor and uſe of their 
City. They had no remembrance left 
of his great induſtry and charges in pro- 
viding Food for them in that more than 


Samaritan Famine, which happened in 
his Reign, in the years 16071, 1602, 1603. # 
or finally, no reflection upon the advanta- 
geous peace and repoſe which he had pro- | 
cured for them with their Neighbour- | 
Princes. But though they might be ſuſpe- Þ 
&ed to bury the memory of thoſe things Þ 
in the Grave of Borzs, yet the wonder was ?

Bells rung tor joy, and all the Strcets, 
Windows, tops of Houſes, and all other 
eminent places {warmed with multitudes 
of people, who as he patled along, fc! 
upon their faces, and then railing them- |

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ſelves np, cried a5 0ne man, Lorg live the 
Great Puke of Ruſſia 3 Thou art the right 
Sun and vright Morning-Star that now 
ſhires in Mulkovy., To which he replied, 
God give you my Subjefas Health and proj- 
perity, ſtand up and pray fer me. As he 
paſled along, he was ſhewed the Palace of 
Borzs ; but he turned another way,as loath- 
ing to behold that place where had been 
hatched all the Villanies againſt him and 
the Blood-Royal of Axſſza; and declaring 
it his pleaſure to have it defaced, the wil- 
ling people were not long 1n the execution 
of his Commands , laying thoſe goodly 
Fabricks in a moment level with the 
ground. Demetriys being entered the 
Palace-Royal, diſmi{led the Princes and 
Lords, who trooped together into the Mar- 
ket-place,where Bogdan Bielski madethem 
an Exhortation to acknowledge the good- 
neſs of God for their Great Duke, obli- 
ging them to be true and faithful to him:

Evanowich Ulatcan, Theſe þ 
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Theſe and ſome other publike affairs 
being diſpatched , Derzetrizs judged it 
very conducible to his eſtabliſhment, to 
have the Solemnities of his Coronatiori 
ſpeedily performed ; the Celebration of 
which were therefore appointed to ſuc- 
ceed upon the Kalends of Septertber : for 
tis then that the Ruſſians do, as the Jews 
of old did, begin their year. But Deme- 
trizs impatient of delay in that material 
Circumſtance, would have it done upon 
the 29th of July, after his enterance into 
Marko , upon which day he was by the 
Patriarch crowned with the Imperial Di- 
adem of thoſe Kingdorffs ; after which he 
cauſed the Corps of Boris to be taken up 
out of that Sepulchre wherein he had been 
interred(being that belonging to the Royal 
Family) and buried without Solemnity, in 
a private Church-yard without the Tow. 
Before the Coronation, 'twas judged ad- 
viſable that the ſuppoſed Mother of Dexe- 
trizs, who had for many years been ſhut up 
ina Monaſtery by Boris, ſhould be ſent for 
to Court, as a reputation to the Solemnity 3 
which by Demetrius his art was improved.

that as ſhe had given him lite, fo would 
he pay it her back in his Obedience 3 that 
the Crown of Riſſza was hers, and ſhould 
be only born by him, the better to exe- 
cute her Orders. And with theſe and 
ſome other obliging entertainments of this 
kind, ſhe was cenducted to the Palace ; 
Demctrizs following the Coach on foot, 
barc-headed, till the Empreſs ſtopping, 
declared that unleſs he would get up on 
horke-back, ſhe would accompany him on 
foot. Bcing come to the Palace, ſhe 
was conducted into the uſual habitation of 
ſuch who were Widdows of the Royal 
Family z where being alighted , ſhe em- 
braced Demetrizs with great paſſion, ac- 
knowledging him before all the Lords and 
Courtiers preſent, to be her Son, begot 
by Duke John Baſulizs; evidencing the 
ſame by many particular marks and tokens, 
Which gave great credit to the Impoſtor 


(if 
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Cif it were one.) His ſtature and pro- 
portion had a reſemblance to that of the 
true Demetrirs ; his hair was black and 
hard like his, with a mark upon his noſe 
and the right hand as the Prince alto had : 
And thoughMe Lady might well remem- 
ber the features of her own Demetrivs, 
whom ſhe had loſt but ſeven years before, 
and that this in reality was not he; yet 
ſhe wiſely diſſembled the matter , it being 
grown too far for her to contradict : and 
belides that, ſhe lay under a double -obli- 
gation to him, having not only enjoyed 
her liberty, but the ſatisfaction of an entire 
Revenge by his means upon Boris and his 
Family. However it was, ſhe treated 
him with all the demoaſtrations of a 
warm and ſincere Aﬀection, while he ho- 
noured and reverenced her with a more 
than filial Duty ; ſo great a tenderneſs ap- 
pearing 1n their carc{les,that their Tears of 
Joy were attended with a deluge fram the 
eyes of the Lords and all others upon the 
place. And to be thus owned by the 
Empreſs in the face of the whole World, 
gavea greater confirmariqa to the reality 
of his Birth, than all his other Teſtima- 
nies together z there being now no room 
left to queſtion his Extraction, confirmed 
G 3 by 
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by the open declaration of her that bare 


him. -Tis to this day a controverted 
point in Arſſzz , whether he was an Im- 
poſtor or not. Common fame ſince his 
misfortune, ſeems to render him (uch ; and 
Petreigs in his Chronicle af Muckooy, 
hath a Jury of Arguments to confirm it. 

But his Teſtimony is not to be beligyed, 

but with caurion 3 he being employed in 
that Country (at ſuch times as he made his 
Collections) by Charles the V I II,King of 
Sweden, upon the accompt of the con- 
trary Party. The Poles, by their learned 
Hiſtorian Preſerixs, as alſo by the Teſti- 
mony of their own example, aſſerted the 
contrary with much fervor z he by his 
Writings, they by their vigorous Aids, 

by the countenance of which; as by ſteps; 

he aſcended upto the Throne 'of the Em- 
pire ; and to juſtifie his Title yet the 
more, there were many eminent Perſons 
engaged perſonaily in his Quarrel, more 
out of greatneſs of mind, than any per- 
ticular Jatereſt; which they would not 
have done, if they had believed him an 
Impoſltor. And x himſelf, when he was 
at any time ready to engage, was uſed 
with crected hands and eyes to Pray in 
the hearing of his Souldiers , in theſe

ceived from them ; declaring, that next 
under God, he derived all his Enjoyments 
from their Succours; and confeſſed, that 
had he not been vigorouſly owned- by 
them, he muſt have wandered about the 
world, the pity of his Friends, and the 
{ſcorn of his Enemies ; whilſt an Uſurper 
polleſled the Throne due. to his Birth, and 
in which by their kindneſs he was feated 
in perfe& peace. And as a Teſtimony of 
his further Gratitude, he had ſent his Em- 
baſſadors to eſtabliſh a perfe& Friendſhip 
and League Offenſive and Defenſive be- 
twixt the Crowns, which was to ex- 
tend to all the Enemies of either Nation, 
eſpecially the common Enemy the Turk, 
who by the advantage of miſunderſtand- 
ings amongſt Chriſtian Princes, got ground 
upon Exrope.

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ble inſtead of Fruit ; which in ſo Illuſtri= 
ous an Aſſembly ſpoke the Magnificence 
of the Ruſs, and ſatisfaction of the Bride, 
to be courted at fo valuable a Rate. 
About the end of Jaz. 1607, the Bride, 
accompanied with the Embaſſadors of et- 
ther Nation, the Palatine her Father, and 
Duke Conſtantine Wiſnioweski, and many 
other Perſons of Quality, and a ſplendid 
Train, having taken her leave of the King 


and Court of Poland, ſet forwards towards 

Mwsko; andon the 26th of April entred 7 
the Imperial City ; being met by the way 
by Peter Boſmanno, attended by a great 'F 


number of the Nobility, who conducted 


her into, and through the City , which |! 


was fitted and accommodated according 


to the Mode of the place upon ſuch occa- # 
ſions; the Citizens being diſpoſed in their 
Formalities, to make a paſſage for her; # 


and the ſtreets ecchoing her Welcome 
with the confuſed noiſes of the People, 
Trumpets, Cymbals, and other ſorts of 
Muſick. Being arrived at the Palace, ſhe 
was received by Dewetrizs with all the i- 


maginable demonſtrations of Joy and At- L 


tection. She alſo was not wanting in a 
.very obliging reception of the Great La- 


dies that were preſented to her : and af- |: 
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ter a ſhort ſtay at Court, ſhe, after the 
manner of that Country, was conducted 
back to tne Monaſtery where the Empreſs 
Dowager was, and whete ſhe was accom- 
modated with an Appartment till the ce- 
lebration of the Nuptials; Four days af- 
ter, ſhe was removed trom thence to ano- 
ther Appartment, prepared for her in 
Court, and Royally furniſhed, in order to 
her Marriage, which was the day follow- 


. ing after Evening-prayer performed by 


the Patriarch. The Scepter, the Apple, 
and the Sword, werc born before the Em- 
perour ( the Great Duke of 1745 hovy al- 
ſuming that Title ) and the Crown where- 
with*the Empreis was to be adorned, 
was carried before her upon a Cuſhion oft 
Crimſon-Velvet, the Walls of the Church 
being hung with the ſame Livery, borde- 
red with a deep Fringe of Gold. The 
Church-ceremony ended, they were both 
of them, with their Crowns upon their 
Heads, conducted back to the Palace ( all 
the Cannon, Bells, and Mufick in the 
Town thundring, ringing, and playing 
without intermiſſion ) where the ſucceed- 
ing night was waited in Feaſting, Dan- 
cing, Balls, Maſks, and other Revels pro- 
per for the Divertiſements of Kings and 
H 2 Great 
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Great Perſonages. The Solemnity was 
continued the next ard othcr following 
davs, with all thoſe Delights and 7ica- 
ſures which the Wit of Ruſſe could in- 
venv, no exce\'s bcing ſpar”a which might 
improve the State 2:2 viagnificence of the 
Nuprals;till rhe : 3th, the fatal Eve of the 
enſuing Tragedy. 

We have already given you ſome ac- 
count of this Empcrours diſadvantages in 
the peoples eſtecm, and by what ways 
he loſt ground amongſt them ; his manner 
of living bearing nov proportion with the 
ſtation wherein he was placed. He was 
much to ſeek in the Art of Government ; 
neither had he diſcretion to make Tight 
application of the Advice of his Coun- 
c1l, or indeed to be much amongſt them ; 
his whole time being ſpent 1n the Society 
of Players, and fuch other Mimicks, 
whereby his Nature being vitiated, he 
grew profuſe of the Treaſures of the 
Crown 5 Which were ſo firangely wa- 
_ amongſt his Rabble, that to etu- 

crate their ſum , muſt "needs raiſe the 
Reade admiration. They ſpeak of 
many Myriads of Gold and Silver, and 
twelve Buſhels of Pearl, and other Jew- 
cs 5 and tohave this prodigious ſtock of 
Riches 
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Riches havocked* away in a few months, 
rendered him the hate and ſcorn of the 
Nobles;z which was heightned by his 1n- 
troducing of forcin Habits and Cuſtoms a- 
mongftt them 3 a people tenacious, even tg 
Superſtition, of the old Manners and Ce- 
remonies derived to them from their Fa- 
thers. All this being put together, did ſo 
enflame them, that what they firſt deirgn- 
ed out ofa levity in their nature, was now 
purſued upon the ſcore of Juſtice, as be- 
ing called to it by Divine Impulſton, to 
chaltiſe this Muſhrome of a Prince, whoſe 
growth being prepoiterqus, his end was 
likewiſe ſo. 

Ba'lins Z1iski, to the reſt of his Ar- 
guments to conſpire the ruine of this 
Prince, had now an addition of Revenge 
toadd to the heap, for that publike 
reproach laid upon him, not to be can- 
celled by new favours. He conflider- 
ed, that the next tranſgreſiion would be 
ſeverely puniſhed upon him, and that he 
only held his life at the will of a Tyraat, 
in whoſe power 1t was every moment to 
renew the old Judgment againit him. He 
was not wanting to inflame the Lords and 
people with a zeal, as he termed it, to the 
Intereſt of their Countrey ; who had ta- 
H 3 kun 
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ken fire to that height, - that they uſed to 
diſcourſe publickly concerning him : As 


for his Birth, it was baſe, being nothing of 


the Perſon or Manners of Jo. Baſtliws ap- 
peared in him; and as for his Religion, it 
was Heretical, being he {corned coming 
to the Churches ; and if at any time he ap- 
peared thcre, he manifei{ted neither reſpect 
nor Devotion; & by his Outlandiſh Modes, 
rendred his Preſence-a reproach to the 
Place, He omitted bowing to St. Nicho- 
lzs and other Saints which were had in Ve- 
neration by that people ; and in his Dict 
would ordinarily eat Calves-fleth, which 
was heid an abomination amonglt them. 
A bold fellow taking the liberty to dil- 
courſe at this rate ia the hearing of ſome 
of the Guards, was ſeized upon, and 


brought before the Great Duke, who $3 
commanded him to the Rack 5 but ſome 37 


of the Council interpoling, affirmed that 
the fellow was drunk, and that it was be- 
Jow his Majeſty to retle&t upon ſuch a 


worm 5 adding, that there was no cauſc 4 


for thole fears in a potent Empire, where 
he was abie to raiſe Millions for the dc- 
fence of his Sacred Perſ9n ; ſo that he was 
fatally {wayed to neglect the buſineſs : and 
being drowned in tecurity, and led away 
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by the flatteries of a fort of Buffoons, who 
fed his pleaſures with freſh Inventions, he 
left the Atairs of State to their own for- 
tune, accounting himſelf ſecure inthe pre - 
tection of his new Guards of Foreiners, 
which were 300 men, Erglifſh, French, and 
Scotch, and divided into three Squadrons, 
commanded by Officers of their re{peftive 
Nations. They were armed with Swords 
and Halberds,and cloathed for their every- 
days Habit in Scarlet, and for Feſtivals in 
Crimſon-Sattin. Theſe Guards were 
brought in the place of thoſe Foreiners 
whom he had diſmiſled before ; but the 
Gangrene was run too far to be cured by 
ſo feeble an Application. 

The Conſpirators, as we have already 
obſerved, had purpoſely ſfulpended the Ex- 
ecution of their Deligne, till the arrival 
of the Bride, eſpecially the return of the 
Jewels ; with another Contideration of 
no leſs Conſequence, as to time, which 
was judged molt ſea{onable at the Solem- 
nity of the Nuptials, when Demetrizs and 
his Court would be drowned in plea- 
ſures. | 

Baſilizs Zuis ki, allied by the Mother to 
the Blood-Royal of 14454ow, had two Bro- 
thers, Johr and Zogdan, who were very 
H 4 jervice- 
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ſerviceable to his Deligne in the raiſing of 
ſome thouſands of men in their ſeveral 
Territories, and eſpecially in their convey- 
ing of them into the City unobſerved. 
The Marriage of Dezzetrizs conſpired with 
them in that part of it, as agreeable to the 
manner of the Eaſtern Nations 3 for the 
Nobility upon ſuch publike Solemnities 
do travel with a great Train of Friends 
and Attendants, There was upon the 
I6th of 245 a more Royal Feaſt appoint- 
ed than any had been held before, as if 
upon a particular reſpect and Honour to 
the Poliſp Nation ; to which the Embaila- 
cors of that Country being invited, they 
iniread of promiſing to come, returned 
hel Anfwer by way of expoſtulation, 
that unleſs the ſame place were given them 
at the Great Dukes Table, as his Embaſla- 
dors enjoycd at Cracovia, they begg'd his 
Pardon for not obeying him 3 chuling ra- 
ther to deny them(clves the Honour of his 
Invitaticn, than to recetye 1t to the preju- 
dice of tacir King an: Commonvealth, 
ihis Puno bring argued in Council, 
was oppaled by the Riſſizu Lords by all 
che Arzuments they could deviſe ; but the

by his Tears. And to add yet to his mi- | 
ſery, they covered him with an old ragged 7 
Coat, and ſo expoſed him to publike view, j 
not without the ſcora of mocks and 7 
taunts, which none can have fo great a? 
ſenſe of, as he that had been poſleſſed of fo '3 
eminent a Grandeur. And to leave no-'? 
thing unatternpted tnat might imbitter his 3 
Soul ( beſides their juſtling him, pointing '* 
their fingers at his eyes, plucking him by 
the Noſe, and fuch rude freedoms ) they 
alk him if he were Demetrizs or Gris 
ko ; and what Devil had tempted him to 
profane the Blood-Royal of Auſſz2 by b Þ 
baſe a mixture; He expreſling a greater 
fenſe of this than all his other ſufferings, 
anſwered, Tor al of flou know that I ani Great 
Duke of Muſkovy, Crowned in the face of 
the whole world, and received, as I am, Sol} 
zo John Baſilius; which if you make «|* 
my Dreſtion of, go tothe Cloyſter, and 
the Empreſs my Mother, to whoſe Teſtimony 
T refer you, and ſhall abide by it. They all 
feemed ſtartled at this poſitive affirmation;Þ 
and that being the main Point of the Quar-Þþ 
rel, they would after all their brutiſh vio- 
lences ſeem to do him right in. that p. 
Ord 
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order whereto , they all defired Baflius 
Zuis ki to attend the Empreſs for her De- 
claration 3 which he did accordingly : And 
if we will credit common report in this 
matter, it 1s rendred, that the Empreſs did 
renounce him now, as poſitively as ſhe 
had owned him before 3 affirming , that 
her Demetrizs was murthered by the cru- 
clty of Beris 5 but that ſeeing how this 
Impoſtor had poſlefled himſelt of the Em-. 
pire, ſhe judged it ſafer to own him for 


4 hers ( being ſhe could not by denying 


him divert the people ) as a means to

Bed Regal by thy Tmpoſiure 5 and with 
that ſhot him to the heart, whereupon he 
fell dead upon the place; and the people, 
whoſe love and hate are always in ex- 
tremes, ſeeing him Jaid along, wounded 
kis carkafs with their Sivords and Pikes, 
as if they could never kill kim eriough ; 

and to ſhew their malice did not end with 


his life, they dragged him out of the Hall 


by the heels tothe place where the Body 
of Boſmranno lay ; the Rabble following 
after with Outcries and Exclamations, as 


if he had yet ſen left him. And thus Þ 


was the ſplendor of theſe Nuptials dark- 


ned by the Tragick end of the wunfortu- Mt 


nate Demetrins, who was only ſuffered to 
taſte the joys of a Crown and a fair Bride, 
and then ſnatched from them :; as if the 
whole had been a Dream, which por 
the wakening vaniſhed away. 

The Barbarity of the enraged Multi- 
tude reſted not here ; it extended to 
his inanimate Corps : for having laid his 
Body naked, they poſt a cord through i it, 

which being faſtened to his private parts, 
they tied it to Boſzarro's foot 3 and drag- 
ging both the Bodies through the Streets 
into the Market-place , they lay expoſed 
there 
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there for thit whole hh which was 
done to ſatisfie the world, that the Great 


{ Duke being killed, it concern'd the peo- 
 plein order to thieix own ſafety to conlt- 
2 derof another choice. TI. all not trou- 
q ble the Readers cars with the further in- 
2 dignitics offercd to the dead Carkaſs, be-

"The contagion of this Tragedy extend- 


Yed it ſelf to the Poles quartered up and 
: down the City, who with the like 1inhu- 


anity were pillaged and murthered by 


Wthe multitude, There was a mixture of 
malice and cutining in their cruelty; for in 


hoſe parts of the City where the death 


of their gieat Duke was not yet known, 
The Ry(ſzans came with a formal Command 


o the Poles, that it was the Dukes plea- 


Wure they ſhould attend him unarmed, be- 
yng he would have nothing of force or 
terror 1n the celebration of his Nupti- 
Els; and the poor Poles giving credit to 
this deceit, expoſed themicives tamely to 
the laughter which was committed up- 
pn them. Many warned by the cruelty 
Exerciſed upon their Friends , diſputed 


heir lives, and fell not unrevenged. Some 


petended their Quarters; amonglt the reſt;

one Yitenskz, ayoung Poliſh Gentletnan 
of great Quality, made good his with a 
great ſlaughter of the Rabble, till not be- 
ing able to force him, they cauſed Cannon 
to be drawn before the houſe. Upon that | 
he hung out a white Flag in token of ſur- 
render; and then cauiing his Servants to Þ 
caſt out handfuls of Gold and Silver a- | 
monglt the Rabble, he engaged them all Þ 
in the ſcramble; and then being well ſe- 
conded by his Friends and Servants, he fal- 
led upon them, forcing his paſſage through | 
the lives of many a Rxſſzar, and making | 
way with his Sword, bore all before him:till F 
being ſpent with toil, and the carnage he | 
had made, he was ready to be overwhelm- } 
ed by their numbers, when ſome Ry{ſzer | 
Lords coming ſeafonably to the place, in- Þ 
terpoſed their power, and reſcued him out 
of the hands of the people. Duke Conſtar-Þ 
tine Wiſnioweskz and the Palatine being in 
their ſeveral Palaces, which were large it 
and ſtrong, received many of their Coun- | 
try-men which fled from the peoples Þ 
rage into them, and defended themſelves 
maugre the force that was prepared a- 
gainſt them 3 killing a great numbet ot 
that giddy multitude who attempted 
them, The houſes of Embaſſadors were

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in the height of this fury conſidered as Sa- 
cred, they only of all Forciners eſcaped 
untouched, Many Merchants upon account 
of their Traffick with Poland were pillaged 
and murthered ; and at this time they,eſpe- 
cially the Stranger-Merchants and Jewel- 
lers, were more numerous, arid had more 
Riches about the@m than ordinary , in 
order to the great confluence of people 
at 4/#5ko, to celebrate the great Dukes 
Nuptials. | 

This Maſſacre (as no violent thing 1s 
perpetual _) ended with the day; in which 
there fell twelve hundred of the Poles,and 
four hundred of the Anſſzarms, The dark- 


# neſs of the night was accompanied with 
| horror and filerice; as if guilty of the more 
| diſmal preceding day. The next Morning 
| the Boy4ridans being recolle&ted, went to 


Council, where the firlt thing propoſed, 
was, the Ele&ion of a New Prince, as the 
only Expedient to prevent future Com-, 
motions.  Zxiskz obſerving the temper of 
the Nobility,and that many had an eye up- 
on him ; the better to diſboſe them in his 
favour, and to remove ſuch Objeftions as 
might be urged againſt him, is ſaid to have

Allins Zniski being thus choſen Em-+ 
perour, his Coronation was haſten 
ed,to prevent any change in the Aﬀettions 
of the People 3 which being performed 
with the uſual Ceremonies of State, he 
took upon him ghe Adminiſtration of the 
Government , placing Guards upon the 
Lodgings of the Palatine and Duke i/- 
#7oweski, as well to obſerve their motion, 
as to preſerve them from injury. He alfo 
cauſed the Lady Merina to be delivered 
to her Father with what was hers, ex- 
cept the Jewels of the Crown preſented 
to her by Demetrins, which were reſtored 
again into the Treaſury, And to put 
ſome Countenance upon the late Tumults, 
he publiſhed a Declaration againſt the iJain 
Demetrius, rendring him guilty of Impo- 
ſture, Witchcrait, Hereſie, and Tyranny. 
The People, as tis their nature, fond of 
what is new, and of their own Creation, 
received all that came from him as Ora- 
clesz and perceiving he took delight to 
vilifie and traduce Dexztrizs nn his Wri- 
tings, they to Complement his humour, 
digged up his poor Carkaſs out of an ob- 
ſcure Grave, which had bcen given it, 2f= 
ter three days lying above ground ; _ 
| after

after a repetition of barbarities upon him, 
they burn the body, and ſcatter the aſhes 
in the Air. 

And now the Great Duke caſts about 
how toeſtabliſh his Interc{t abroad ; in 
order whereto, he renewed thoſe Correſ-. 
pondencies which had been held betwixt 
that Crown and forein Nations, by wri- 
ting his Letters to ſeveral Princes of Chri- 
ſtendom, wherein he gave a Narrative of 
the troubles of 2/#54ovy, and his own ad- 
vancement to the Throne. A Copy of 
his Letter to our King James, 1s extant in 
our Country-man Purchas his Pzlgri- 
»1age, to Which I refer the Reader ; it 
being too long to inſert in this place. 
Which tliough itbe in a rude Copy of 
Language, yet ſpeaks that Nation to be 
men that underſtand the compaſs of their 
buſineſs, though uot much of Rheto-

And thus ended the riioſt unhappy De- 
metrins, an unparalleld Example of both 
the extremes of Fortune, and the Incon- 
ſtancie of Popular Favour 3 for being by 
them brought from a Convent to a Crown, 
he was by them alfo precipitated from fo 
ſplendid a height, into a calamitous aby(s 
of miſery.

bles. Neither was this Rumor without 


appearance,there having been ſeveral Stalls Þ: 


in the ſaid Stables found empty of their 
Horſes, which he afterwards affirmed he had 
made uſe of in his flight. Such who 
wiſhed him well, believed this noiſe, be- 
cauſe they delired it; and others who did 
abhor the flagitious Cruelty.of what was 
acted, or preferr'd turmoils before quiet, 
did not contradict it.

But to res 
late things in order : During the Confu- 
ſions and Tumults at 21u5ko, George Scha- 
copskz,Lord-Keeper of the Great Seal, and 
taithful to Demetrizs, (eeing the irreſiſtible 
Torreat that was broke in upon. them,con- 
trived for his own eſcape out of x5ko, 
and taking two Poles with him in Raſſzare 
Habit, got away unobſerved. The delign- 
ed place for his Retreat was Putiwol! a Ci- 
ty that had ſtood vigorous for Demetrius 
in the Infancie of his Acquiſitions. Be- 
ing got about Zo Mile on his way, upon 
his leaving the Inn where he had refreſh- 
ed himſelf, inſtead of aſking the Hoſteſs 
what was to pay, gave her a handful of 
Gold; with which ſhe being equally tran(-

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ported with amazement and joy, deſired 
to know the Author of that Profulion, 
Schacopskz anſwered, As for my felt,I am a 
Prince and Lord in 41-540; but my place 
1s to attend upon the Great Duke, 
whom the Rebels think they have mur- 
thered, but you have had the Hoitour to 
harbour him this day under your Roof, 
Having ſaid this on purpoſe to. raiſe a 
Rumor of his being yet alive, they im-

flaughtered the. Inhabitants without re- 


{gard of quality ; laying their malice ſo 


2dcep, as to attempt the Murther of the 
JEmperour 5 but that he had been preſer- 
ved by the Providence of God, who had 
[always aneſpecial regard onhisS: acred Per- 
ſon:By whoſe Impulſe, havingtaken ſome of 
| his beſt Horſes out of his own Stable , He, 
with a ſmall, but faithful Company under 
Ehis condut, had withdrawn himſelf betimes 
Lout of the Tumult : That he was retired to 
{his Allies in Polazd;tor Aid againſt his Re- 
{bellious Subje&ts; having left him toattend 
Jithe Afﬀairs of the Empire in his abſence, 
[vith at expreſs direction to apply himſelf

Honour it would be to that City,to be the | 


only place in that vaſt Empire to which 


their Prince durſt commit his Perſon and | 
Intereſt : That he would not fail to ſtamp}: 


1:50n them particular marks of his Fa- 
vours and Reſentments for their ſeaſonable 


Loyalty ; and that 1t would be their Eter-| 
nal Clory to bring in their Great Duke, | 
and to place him upon his juſt Throne ;| 


cleanſing the ſame from the pollutions of 


Conſpiracies and Uſurpations. His Ora-' 
tory had that effect, as to inflame them up-þ: 
on the place with Reſolutions to declaref 
for Demetrizs as their Leige-Lord and So-F 
vereign; that their Lives and whatever el{| 
was dear to them ſhould be at his devo-F 


tion, and that in the mean time, till he ho- 
noured them with his preſence , they 
would ſubmit to his Commiſſioner the Lord 
Keeper ; who having gained this great Ci- 
ty, failed not to follicite the Netghbour- 


Country. He diſpatched Poſts into Tar-| 
Fary, ' 
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tary, inviting all that had the courage in 
behalf of an injured Prince, to repair to 
Putiwol. The Coſſ/acks flock in ; and in four 
weeks he had perſwaded fourteen Caſtles 
in thoſe parts, to follow the Example of 
Putiwol ; taking. a new Oath of Alle- 
geance from them in the name of Demetri- 
#5 againſt all his oppoſcrs, and particularly 
againſt the bloody Ulurper Zrzskz. 
Zuis ki alarmed with the Rumour of a 
new Demetrizs, and that a conſiderable 
party had declared for him, under the 
Command of 7/tho-4, a great Lord, made 
all the ſpeed poſlible in his Levies, to check 
that growing evil; and encountring that 
Demetrian General, was totally defeated : 
Who preſſing upon him, as Maſter of the 
field,blocked him up in the Imperial City, 
and fate down with his Army at the di- 
ſtance of about a Mile from it. Whilſt 
Tſihoma lay incamped there, there came 
up to him an Army of twelve thouſand 
Coſſacks under the Command of John Po- 
Iutnich, a Souldier of Name, who was 
come out of Poland,and produced a Com- 
miſtion from Demetrizs to Command in 
Chief as General z which 7#homa, atter 
ſome diſputing, was conſtrained to yiels 
to, but apprehended the affront with ſo. 
K 2 Treat 
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great diſdain, thar he re{oived not to brook 
1t,or after having chaſed Zz5kz out of the 
the feld.to truckle under the Command of 
Polutnuich, who was about to ravith from 
him the Pa'ms due to his Victory, Hurried 
on by theſe Seatiments of ſcorn, he riſz.ed 
the blaſting of his Honour, by an extraor- 

_ dinary tenderneſs of it 5 and having de- 
bauched 9o0o of the Army, he went over 
to Znis ki with them; who gave him a re- 
ception ſatable to the lea'onableneſs of the 
kindn:is; and much more, when T/thome Þ 

ad aflured him that no Demetrivs had Þ 

appeared 1n Pxtiwol ; and that rhe whole | 

trouble of his Aﬀais was formed by the 

coatrivance of the ſubtle Schacopskz, who 

to render himſelf conliderable, had poſ- 

{led the people with a ſuggeſtion of De- 

zr1erizs his being alive. This Relation 

from 1/#ho-4 was immediately communi- 

cated to the people; who, however, were 

not without their fears; and therefore ſent 

out to Polutnich, demanding of him to 

ſ{c2 their Locd Demetrizs, and they would 

caſt themſelves at his fect for pardon: and 

tnmcdiatcly Politnich returned anſwer, | 

tat 1n trurh Demctrizzs was IN Poland, | 

tiat he had there ſeen and ſpoke with him, |} 

aac received from his own hand the Com- | | 
miſtion 
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miflion by which he then acted as General. 
Some of the Lords ſent again, to a(ſlure 
him that the Great Duke Demetrizs had 
been kill'd in 1#5ko, in the face of the 
whole people ; that if any one aſſumed 
that Name, he was an [mpoltor : : Per(wa- 
ding him ſarther to quit that counterfeit 
Prince, and joyn himſelf to the Party of 
the rightful Emperour, who would gra- 
tific his Loyalty with Preferments and 
Honours futable to the Merits of his Scer- 
vice, 1n preventing the effuſion of Chri- 
{tian Blood, & the harraſling of the Coun- 
try, the ouilt whereof would lie heavy 
at his door, if he ſhould not hearken to 
their wholſome invitation. But he re- 
jecting thoſe offers with indignation, re- 
plied, he tid taken an Oath of Loyalty 
to Demetrixs, which he would preſerve 
inviolable , and not li! ke the perituionus 
Ijthoma, betray the truſt repoſed in him : 


| He added, that he neither defired nor ca- 


red for Zuish: ''s favour, only required of 
the Citizens, that if they would not haye 
that Chriſtian blood which they {Oo much 


pitied, ſpilt, they ſhould forthwith re- 


turn to their Duty and Obedience They 
owed their lawful Pri: ice, deliver the U- 
ſirper Zriski ito his han s, aad lay 
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down their Arms : in doing ſo, he would 
grant them an AC ot Indemnity and Oblt- 
vion in the Great Dukes Name,and promi- 
ſed they ſhould be reſtored to that rank 8& 
place which the Loyal City did formerly 
obtain 1a the Great Dukes favour. On the 
other ſide, they were to expect nothing 
but the indignation of an incenſed Lord, 
and of an enraged Souldiery. This Polut- 
mich was a Mwhoviter born, but had -been 
brought up amongſt the Tartars and Coſ- 
ſacks, and being taken priſoner by the 
Turks, had ſerved as a Gally-tlave againſt 
the Chriijttans, till amongſt others, he hap- 
pend to be releaſed by the Yenetians ; and 
paſling through Pol2nd towards his own 
Country, he met at Sandowmiria with this 
new Dezetrizs; to whom being preſent- 
cd, he received conditions from him, and 
engaged himſclt in his Service, as General 
of his Army ; upon which account he lay 
now encamped before Mx5ko. But the 
Citizens perceiving that no Demetrixs did 
yet appear, took heartz and making, an 
Unanimous conjunction with Zu#skzs 
Troops, made a furious Sally upon Polut- 
ich; Who not able to ſuſtain the aſlault 
of an hundred thouſand men, was forced to 
quit his ground, and ſave himſelf by a dit- 
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orderly retreat, in Calyuga. Zniski tran(- 
ported with the Snccels, returned Trium- 
phant into M549; and having modelled 
his Army for a march, advanced towards 
Caluga, and fat down before it ; but was 
forced by the Valour and Conduct of the 
Lord Keeper to raiſe his Siege. However, 
having recruited his Troops, he marched 
again to find out the Enemy ; and both 
Armies being met, were upon the point to 
encounter, when Schacopsk7z being terrified 
with the unex(ſ{pected defection of 4000 
of his men, not daring to hazard the reſt 
in ſogreat a conſternation, was conſtrain- 
ed to quit the Field, retreating to Thyla , 
whither he was hotly purſued by Z1is hz, 
and the place cloſely befteged, in fuch 
ſort, that not having had time to put in 
Provilions,they were ſoon reduced to the 
cating of Horſes, Dogs,Cats,Rats,and ſuch 
other things as were abhorring to nature. 
This quickly raiſed the Citizens into a 
mutinous poſture againlt Schacopskz and 
Polautnich, as bzing betrayed by them, up- 
on an imaginary ſuppoſition, to adhere to 
a fictitions perſon that had not a being 
elle that Demetrizs, if he had been alive, 
would not have failed in ſuch a juncture 
of his Afﬀairs, to have aſſerted his Intereſi 
RK 4 Ut 
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in Perſon. Polutnich proteſted to them, 
that he had ſeen and diſcourſed with a 
young man in Poland of about 28 years of 
Age, who called himſelf Demetrizs, and 
was there acknowledged for ſuch 5 but 
whether he werereally ſo or no, he could 
not poſitively athrm, having never ſeen 
him before. But if the people would have 
a little patience, and ſtand by him, he 
would ſend out ſuch a truſty Meſſenger as 
they ſhould make choice of, one that knew 
the Prince, to inform them of the truth, 
and to ſee what hopes of relief was to be 
expected from him. This being reſolved 
upon, an Emitlary was ſent out, 'by the fa- 
vour of the night, and the careleſneſs of 
the Beſiegers ; the Citizens reſolving with 
patience to expect his return. In the mean 
time no Dexetrixs did appear 3 that perſon 
whom Schacopski had defi igned to aſſume 
his Name and Fortunes, being a Poliſh 
Gentleman, who thought it more fate to 
depend upon a plentiful eſtate of his own, 
than to change his private condition for 
the hopes and hazard of the Empire of 
Macken, Fe by 
An Empire can never Eſcheat for want 
of an Heir: a new Dexetrizs ſhews him- 
ſelf upon the Stage, coming out of Po- 
land, the-forge of all the contrivances and 
troubles 
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troubles of 2/#5kovy. He was conducted 
to Putiwol by Micharetski a great Poliſh 
Lord; and acknowledged there, and re- 


| ceived with all imaginary honour,as their 
| Prince and Sovereign, After a ſhort (tay 
| there, he marched with what force he 
could make to Staradub , where he met 
| the Meſſenger from Thy/a ; who be- 
ing brought into his preſence, was ſtart- 
| led at the fight of a perſon only very like 
| Demetrizs, but in reality not he. Deme- 
trizs obſerving his difiatisfaction, judged 
| it more adviſable to carry the news of his 
| relief in the head of his Army, than put 
himſelf into the hands of one who might 
| raiſe in the City a prejudice againſt his 
| Perſon and Interefſrs. This precaution was 


not unreaſonable, though it proved fruit- 
leſs; the Garriſon of Thula being reduced 


| to thoſe ſtraights, eſpecially for want of 


water, ( and ſuppoſing by the Meſſengers 
long ſtay that he was fallen into the Ene- 
mics hands) they came to Ferms for a 
Surrender 3 which being honourable as 
to the condition of Souldiers, Zazski (wore 
to obſcrve, but failed 1n the performance ; 
for he cauſed Peter Fedromits, an eminent 
perlon, to be hanged, and Pelutrich to be 
caſt into a loathlome priſon, where he 

Was 
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was miſerably famiſhed to death. 

Thula being reduced in this manner, 
the Demetrian Coſſacks quitted their own Þ 
Party as deſperate, to follow that of the 
Conqueror ; and were with ſome other 
Troops ſent by Zx3kz to proſecute the 
Siege of Caluga, the Enemies principal Re- 
ceptable. The Quarters were ſcarce mark- 
ed out before the Town, when there hap- þ 
pened a delperate Mutiny amongſt the 
Souldiers, propagated by the Coſſacks, as 
was {uppoſed,upon the news of Demetrin Þ 
his recovery and approach. This gave fo 
great a terror to the reſt of the Army, that Þ 
being poſleſſed with a pannick fear, they 
ran out of the Camp in the night in { Þ 
great diſorder, that they left their Baggage Þ 
behind them, and made towards 15h Þ 
with all their might. The Cofſacks ſee- 
1ng themſelves left to their own diſpoſal, 
called upon the Garriſon to receive them 
into the Town, aſſuring them of their 
friend(hip, and the flight of the Ryſzxns. 
The Garriton wondring their deliverance 
ſhould be to near and fo unex{pected, could 
not upon the ſudden ( being agitated 
with the paſſions of hope and fear ) rc- 
ſolve what to do; until being aſcertained 
by their Spies and Parties they had ſent 
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out, of the truth of it, they opened their 


| Gates and arms to receive their Delive- 


| rers, and joyntly with them plundered the

Camp,bringing into the Town in Triumph 
all the Proviſions and Cannon of the 


| ſame. The Coſ/acks themſelves would not 
enter into the City, but haſtening to meet 


| Demetrizs, joyned themſelves to his Ar-

| both ſides. | 


Demetrius being thus ,revived , many 


* Musckovites, and very many Lithuanians 
| and Poles came flocking in to him, ſor:

| and being now rendered conlider:i>|\e by 
| the acceſſion of the revolted C-/72-4 7, he 
| marched 1n queſt of the Enemy, whom tc:

| men, and took Mathew Miſmowshi thei: 


General Priſoner ; with w ſucceſs havins 
gain'd aſtrong reputation,the Towns of Se- 
veria gladly returned tothe obedience of 
their old Lord, aad furniihed him abun- 
dantly with all necetlarics tor the War. 
But the Supplies from Po/21d were the 
main appay of his Army. Duke Romar 
Roſensks being engaged in the Quarrel, 
ſent great Forces under the Command 


of 
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ef Walaresk?, a Creature of his,out of that 
Country ; and a while after, Duke Adan 


iſniowerki, Tiſchievicz, Charlinski, Mi- $1 


elskz, men of Eminence ; and at length 
Roſinskz 1n perſon came up with the reſt 
of the Army ; and ar the ſame time there F 
arrived at the Rendezvouz a Recruit of Þ 
8000 Zoporenſtan and Dumenſian Cofſacks; i 
ſo that the Army being now great,and u- 
nited into one body , Roſrrsk7 by the ſuf 
frage of all the Peers and great Officers 
was declared General. Baſliws Zuishi ob- 
ſerving the great growth and progreſs of 
his Rival, cauſed new Levies to be made, 
with which having formed an Army of 
I 7000c, though malt raw men, he placed 
his Brother Demetrizs Zuzski 1n the head 
of them, with Orders to find out and fight 
the Enemy. And now behold both Ar- 
mies in fight of each other, encamped 
near the Town of Bolchow /! The firſt day 
was ſpeat in Skirmiſhes, Picqueering, and 
other hoitile Braverics. The next Morn- 
ing both Armies impatient of looking upon 
eachother, were drawn out in Battalia with 
all the advantages that the ground would 
admit, or able O.hcers could contrive ; the 
Generals care{ting, exhorting, and encot 
raging their Souldters to do well with al 
their

their Rhetorick; Zxzskz fierce in the con- 
fidence of his numbers and conduc, told 


[his men, that now was the time to chaſtiſe 
the hereditary Enemy of their Country, 
[the Pole, whole malice had been at work 
to create them thoſe miſchiefs under which 
their Kingdoms had laboured for divers 
years : That this was the ſecond mock- _ 
| Demetrizs, framed and et up in Poland 

tobe impoſed upon them : That it would 
{be a reproach to the Glory of their Em- 
Epire,to receive Laws from Strangers, who 


by all Arts contpired their ruine : That this 
| Dexretrizzs whom they had now in the head 
lof their Army, was one Maſter Johr, a 
School-Maſter of Pocala, a Town in AKuſ- 
a Alba, as the other was one Grisko no- 
torioully known in 24w kovy; and his vio- 
lent death ſuffered in the face of the whole 
world in 24#4ko univerſally acknowledg- 
ed, till the wicked Pole, maligning their 
Greatneſs, had raiſed another Impoſtor, 
under whoſe countenance they propoſed 
to themſelves the inſlaving of their Coun- 
try, and the rooting out of their Religion: 
That there was no deliverance from all 
theſe,and thouſands more of miſeries im- 
pending over them, but in their Courage : 
That they muſt reſolve to win or dic, and 
to 
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toloſe the day at no other rate than the 
loſs of their lives : That they muſt never 


ſurvive their own happineſs and the Glory | 
of their Country 3 and that for his part, þ 
he would in that days fight give them the Þþ 
Example of a true lover of it. Demetriz: 
on the other {1de,eſpecially Roſizr5kz, were 
not wanting to inflame the courage of 
their Souldiers by all the Arguments of 
Pewer to ſway them ; as deſire of Empire, 
Revenge, and Spoils : That the Conquelt 
of Ryſſia depended upon the Points of Þ 
their Swords, and that they had but that Þ 
days labour to goin and poſleſs that vaſt Þ 


Empire. In ſhort, both Armies joyn,with 
equal hopes and equal courage : The Fight 
proved but ſhort though obſtinate, and 
the ſucceſs doubtful, till the Demretrians ha- 
ving before-hand placed their Chariots 
and Carriages, attended with their Ser- 
vants, with Drums, Trumpets, and Co- 
lours at a diſtance out of ſight (an uſual 
Poliſh Stratageme ) cauſed them in the 
heat of the Battle to appear in view with 
cries and ſhoutings;which was fo dreadful 
an object to the Zi kians, that they be- 
gan to ſhrink, not daring to truſt in their 
Courage againſt that freſh Reſerve that 
advanced towards them : which the as 
Horl 
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Horſe obſerving, ſeconded their fears with 
a violent Charge, wherewith they put the 
whole Army to an entire Rout, leaving 


| behind them all their Cannon and Bag- 


—— 
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| gage upon the place. 5000 of the Mxs- 
| kovites ſaved themſelves in Bolchow, who 
after being four days beleaguered, render- 
| ed themſelves and the Town to the mercy 
| of the Conqueror, and were for their en- 
| couragement diſpoſed and liſted amongſt 
| his Troops. The fame of this Victory o- 


pened him a paſſage into all the Cities and 


| Forts 1n that Quarter, only 24oſaiſe gave 
| him the trouble of drawing before it, and 
| then ſurrendered. And now Demetrizs 


being abſolute Maſter of the Field, march- 
ed by great Journeys towards 14#5ko, the 
Impenal City 3 confident, upon the ſtock 
of his laſt ſignal Victory, that the Citizens 
upon his approach would quit Zxiskz, and 
receive him into their Town : and que- 
ſtionleſs the 1{ſue had juſtified his compu- 
tation, but for the new perfidy of thoſe 
5000 men, who upon the rendition of Bol- 
chow had liſted themſelves under his Com- 
mand ; for theſe left him again, and 
marched into 44#ko, aſſuring the Towns- 
men, that the Po/zſh Army was neither ſo 
numerous nor ſo formidable as Fame had 

| rendered 
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rendered them : which comfortable Tntel- 
ligence and Aid giving new life to the 
heartleſs Citizens, they reſolve to adhere 
to the Fortunes of Zzxzskz ; and taking ad- 
vantage by the delays of Demetrizs, who 
inſtead of improving his Victory as he 
ought, ſuffered his men to ramble up and 
down the Country , they conſented to 
new Levies for the recruit of their Army, 
wherewith they blocked up the way be- 
tween them and Severia « for the Poles 
were moved Northward.ſo that no further 
Supplies out of the adhering Provinces 
could well joyn with them; and many who 
were 1gnorant-of this obſtacle, were daily 
intercepted; But the Poles , at length 


grown ſenſible of their Error, drew back Þþ 


their Army to the South-ſide of the Town, 
and having forced thoſe Troops which 
interrupted their Paſſage , encamped at 
Tz with their whole ſtrength, being en- 
vironed and ſecured by the two Rivers 
Moska & Tuſſin. From whence by their fre- 
quent & vigorous Excuriions,they obliged 
the Mz5kovites to keep withinitheir Walls. 
The Citizens ſeeing themſelves thus ſhut 
up,and that they could not drive away the 
Enemy by force, betake themſelves to other 
ſhifts ; they apply themfelves to the 7olifo 
Embaſladors

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Embaſſadors and the Palatine of Sando ;- 
ri4, and propoſe 'a Treaty of Peace to 


| them; and in the mean time 'mention a 
| Ceiſation of Arms, as the only means to 
| compaſs it, Their Defigne was not fo 
| thuch a Reconciliation, as that the Poles, 
| otherwiſe naturally careleſs and licentious, 
| ſhould waſte their force and heat in alan- 
| guiſhing Truce,and that the deſigned Suc- 
| cours for their relief might be ready againſt 
| the deſigned time; But the Emibaſſadors 
| a1d the Palatine; who had been detained 
| Priſoners ever ſince the Maſlicre, deſirous 
| of Peace and their liberty, ſend Pete# Zba- 
'ro#4hi to the Camp; to perſ[wade their 
| Countrymen to return into Poland, and 
| not diſturb that Peace which they were 
| then treating, with further hoſtilities 3 but 
Lin vain : for the Poles refuſed all commerce 


or mention of Peace, unleſs Dexetrizs, 
from whom they expeC&ted the reward of 
their labours, were firſt reſtored to his 
Throne, and the Uſurper delivered into 
their hands. Aoftr5kz was in the 1nterm

Alexander Zlajowski brought him an ad- 
dition of 1500 Rorſe, Sapiha as many, 
and ſeveral others other great Troops ; in 
ſo much that the 22v5kovites (their own 
Forces being waſted, and ſuch {warms of 
Foreiners pouring in upon them) defpaired 


| of being able to repel them : they there- 


fore betake themſelves to new Counſcls, 
and coming to terms with the Embaſſadors 
of Poland and the | pong {t1]] in their cu- 
ſtody, they gave them their liberty, upon 
their undertaking to oblige their King to 
remand the Army of his Subjects w® lay 


then at their doors : whereupon they,toge- 


ther with the unfortunate 4riza in their 
company,were permitted to depart. Deme- 
trizs having intelligence of this,and not 1g- 
norant how advantageous 1t would be to 
his Cauſe to have theſe Perſons with him 3 
he ſent Zharowskz with 2000 Horſe to 1n- 
tercept their pa{lage 5 w he did without 
diffculty,bringing them to the Camp, where 
they were preſented to Dexetrizs. But his 
Party was much out of countenance to ob- 


rve that ſtrangeneſs of Marina's carriage 


L 2 towards 
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towards him, with that of her Father and 
the Embaſſadors, all of them affirming that 
this Demrtrizs differed very much from the 
{lai Creat Duke. But this paſſage was huſht 
un 1th all poilible care and caution, and 
ſhe ſent to another Quarter of the Camp, 
nonorice being taken that Demetrizs had 
yet ſeen her 3 but this could not be fo 
carried as to eſcape every, obſervation : 
but what was moſt ſenſible was, that Kz7a- 
ſas Maiſalskz, the routed Generals Kinſman, 
then a priſoner in the Camp, made his e- 
ſcape 3 and getting into the Town, | 
told the Muckovites the whole Story of 
Marina's arrival an& doubts : which Þ 
wrought ſo powerfully upon the waver- | 
ing people, that they made new Vows of 
Allegeance and Fidelity to Zxis4z ;, feem- 
ing reſolved to ſuffer any hardſhip rather 
than this ſecond Impoſture, or to be 1mpo- 
ſed upon at the will of their Enemies. And 
therefore to teſtife the fallacious dealing 
of their Adverſaries to the whole world, 
and to ſatishe all others as well as them- 
ſelves, they did by the inſtigation of Zuis- 
kj , depute ſome perſons of Honour m 
principal eſteem amongſt them, to repair to 
UVelecz, with Orders to difinter the body 
of the true Demetrixs,which had lain there

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r5 years, and to convey it to 11z5ko, to be 
depolited 1n the Sepulchre of his Fathers, 


| The Body was ſcarce above ground, when 
| it was cunningly infiguated into the peo- 
| ple, that the touch of it did work mira- 
| culous effects, which had been experimen- 
| ted by the fortuitous touch of ſome di- 


, | ſeaſed Patients. The Veneration towards 


it was heightened by the Peoples altoniſh- 
| ment at the uncorruptednefs of the Corps 
| (for 1t was found ſtill entire ) which ren- 
| dered it blaſphemous to queſtion what 
| was become an Article of their Faith, to 
| wit, whether this was the true, or the other 
| the falle Demetrizs. Many lame and ſub- 
| orned blind by their interceſitons to this 
| new Saint were reſtored to their vigour 


and fight : fo that the ſenſcleſs Corps, by 
the importunities of the more ſenceleſs 


| Vulgar, was ordered to remain uninterred, 


until a Temple were built for its repoſe 
and their Superſtition. A while after, the 
buſineſs grew ſo abſurdly publick, that the 
Relicks of this fiftitious Deity were by 
Zuishi's command, leſt the fallacie ſhould 
be diſcovered, ſuddenly, but very ſolemnly 
inhumed ; this Reafon being given, thar 


| though all manner of Honour was due to 


the Sacred Memory of their Prince, yet 
L 3 that 
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that Cult and that Veneration might by 


the miſtaken zeal of the people be paid. 


to a Mortal Creature,which is only due to 
the Immortal Creator : ; and fo rendered 
them all in tangled in the ſame error, ob- 
noxious to the Divine Indjgnation. 
But to return to the Camp, where we 
Teft the unſatisfied 1. irina, Whole Ambi- 
tion had expoſed her to extraordinary 
turns of Fortune ; and that being till 
the predominant pallton of her Soul, when 
ſhe was retired from Demetrizs.to an Ap- 
partment prepared for her and her Father, 
ſhe had better leaſure to digeſt and weigh 
the poſture of her Affairs and conſulting 
the matter with her Father and ſome ot 
their moſt ſecret Confidents, they brought 
It to this, that ſhe muſt either own this 
Demetrizxs,or returninto her Country with 
all the diſreputation and reproaches that 
could be invented by either Party. The 
Zuishians would affirm ſhe had married a 
mean wretch, a ſuborned property, a 
Mrfhrome [tartgd out of the earth, and as 
ſoon extinct : and Demetrius and his Ad- 
herents would give out, that ſhe was in- 


deed his Wiſe, bat that he had repudiatetd | 


her tor oatiarncic, Oa the other lide, 
if ſhe ſhould receive this man- as her for- 
| mer

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mer Demetrizs, ſhe was {are-to caſt het 
ſe]f into the arms of ſome ignoble ſordid 
perſon, ſet up only to gratife the Intereſts 
of the Poles, andthe mult thus proftitute 
her ſelf as 1t were to ſerve their ends. But 
then after a full conſultation they came to 
this, that by owning this ſecond Impoſtor 
(if the firſt were one) ſhe ſhould fit upon 
the . Throne of 'A/##kovy; and that how 
ungenerous Or - mean 'ſoever 'Demetrizs 
were 1n the reality of his extta&ion, the 
Crown ( as 1t cures -and wipes oft all At- 
tainders ) would Nobilitate: and: purifie 
his Blood; and thatin truth Nobility it ſelf 
was no other than/-a continued” Siiccefiion 
of Greatneſs beyond the memory. of the 
preſent times,there being nv efferttial ditte- 
rences-1n the Extractions, but what 4s made 
by Wealth and Education. Theſe whole- 
ſome confiderations being received by this 
wiſe Lady, ſhe refolved to ſubmit. to the 
condition of the: times, and toiferve cher 
{elf of this opportunity to aſcend” to the 
Throne of R#ſfzz; which ſhe had but ſeen 
as it were b-fore hike a Scene. 1a a Play, 
But now ihe propoſed.to her felt, that this 
Demetrius being upon the potat of redu- 
ci2g Mp5ho it feit, and bringing: the No- 
bility to a greater fubjettioa thawthey had 
L 4 formerly 
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formerly been, ſhe hoped her Dominion 
would be longer-ltved, as laid upon Foun- 


dations of greater Policie. So that after Þþ 
ten days ſeparation ( upon ſeveral preten- Þ 
ces of indiſpoſition ) ſhe ſuffered her elf Þ 


to be conducted to the arms of her Deme- 
frizs, as ſhe call'd him. The buſineſs be- 
1ng a Deligne of a popular nature, was ad- 
viſed to be acted in the face of the whole 
World; in order whereto, Demetrizs was 
to meet hisEmpreſs in the preſence of the 
whole Army, whea all the Nobility, Em- 
Þbaſladorsof forein Princes, and Deputies 
of revolted Provinces were upon the 
place. The Enterview was ſolemn,and full 
of paſſion. Demetrizs received Marina 
into his arms, and 1ntermingling their 
tears with their embraces, the whole bu- 
fineſs was acted 1o ta the life, that the moſt 
ſubtle and doubting obſervers could not 
refuſe to be ſatisfied; The Lady mingled 
the teſtimony of her love with marks of 
eſteem. and reverence as to her Lord as 
well as Huſband ; and he repeated his em- 
braces and endearments with fo vive a pal- 
fjon, that they drew tears of joy from the 
Beholcers. He was not wanting in a par- 
ticular application ta the Palatine, making 
kim his-ackaowledgments for all the Ho- 
nors 
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nors he had received from him in the In« 


| fancie of his Afairsz and they failed not 
: | to mention ſome particular paſſages of 
| that time, which both of them ſeemed to 
| remember very well, and with much plea- 
ſure. This Ceremony being performed with 
| all neceſſary circumſtances, the maſt wave- 


ring ſeemed now confirmed of the reality of 


| Demetrizs, and came flocking to the Camp 


| from all Quarters. And thus did this Fa- 
| ble, contrary to the nature of Untruths, 
| gain ground by age. In the mean time 
| it was judged needful to fortifie and ac- 
| commodate the Camp, as well againſt the 
| approaching Winter, as the attempts of 


| the Enemy. Several goodly Edifices were 
| erected for the Nobility, 


Tents and 


- 


| Huts prepared for the reft ofthe Army ; fo 


| that the whole being divided into Streets 
| and publike places, had the reſemblance of 
| a great City. All the Provinces of the 


Empire except Novogrodock and Smoleniko 
made their ſubmifiinns to Demetr/ws, fup- 
plying his Camp with abundance of Pro- 
viſtons of all ſorts. The Inhabitants of 
Mncko being by the defection of the 
Country and the ill neighbourhood of the 
Camp reduced to great ftraights, yet had 
courage enough not to yield, but applied 
| them- 
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themſelves to Charles King of Swedey, 
who having uſurped the Crown. upon his 
Nephew S5e5ſ 11d, was glad of any op- 
portunity to incommode him ;-and there- 
fore ſent them a conſiderable force under 
the Command -of Portxs de Ia Guarde, 
which gave them a ſtrong diverſion the 
Summer following ; and many Provinces 
of the Empire being. tired and exhauſted 
by intolerable Contributions exacted from 
them by the Poles, grew to adeteſtation 
of them; which havins readred the diſtra- 
Ctions of that vaſt Country univerſal, the 
Camp it {c]f was not without ſtrong effects 
of them; by Schiſm-. and Diſfention a- 
mong(t the Great Ones, whereby many 
opportunitiggpt well-doing were omitted 
and-neglect S Hence - aroſe a new face 
of Aﬀairs, and prodigious Viciflitudes; 
for all-things ſeeming to conſpire againſt 
the Impolture of Demetrizs, fatally oppo- 
ſed him, even ih the -moment that in hu- 
mane appearance: he ſhould: have trium- 
phed over ail his Enemies. 

Wiulit thzie things are thus moving in 
Murkovy, Sigiſmund the Fhird King of 
Poland was inagueed by the periwations of 
his Senate and Council to invade that di- 
vided Empire : aad-to what was objected 
that 
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that there was a Truce in being, the time 


of 1t not yet expired; it was anſwered, 


| that this was no Violation of that, but ra- 


ther an adhering to it,by appearing for De- 


| zetrizs the lawful Great Duke, and in 
| actual poſſeſſion of the greateſt part of the 
| Empire, againſt an Uſurper, who had cau- 
| ſed himſelf to be elected by perfidie and 
| force. This would acquit . them as to 
| the world; and then as to that thing, it 
| was very adviſable with relation to the 
| preſent poſture of their Aﬀairs, Their 
civil Diflentions were but newly calmed 3 


and if any ſeeds of them remained, this 


| would be a means to root them up, by di- 
| yerting the humour upon another Enemy, 


and burying in Oblivion the former heats 
and animolities among themſelves, by a 
nobler War abroad. It would alſo purge 
their Country of thoſe ſwarms of vagrant 
Fellows and Robbers which now. infeſted 
it, being the Excrements of their unhappy 
Diſcords ; and to all this 'twas urged, that 
this War carried no charge with it : The 
Army was ready upon the leaſt Summons, 
and would be able without difliculty to 
march into Ax{ſzu, where they ſnould live 
npon the Countrv as ſoon as they ſhould 
{kt t00t in it. , There were many other 
Argu- 
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Arguments of Honour and Intereſt, as to 
revenge the Maſſacre of their Country- 
men, and the detention of their Embaſla- 
dors, and the employing fo powerful a Þ 
Neighbour at his own home and charges, 
ec. all which being laid together, it was Þ 
determined to invade Mxskovy with a | 
Royal Army,and the King in the Head of it, Þ 
where he could not in adivided 8 diſtrat- | 
ed State fail togive Law to both Parties. Þ 

S7giſmand 1n order to this Deſigne mu- Þ 
ſtered his Army at Or/a, which conſiſted Þ 
of 6000 Lances, 18000 light-Horle, and Þ 
5000 foot 3 and paſling the River Bor;ſthe- 
es, entred Aſnskovy 1n Ang, 1609. Leo 
Sapiha Chancellor of Lithrania, had per- 
{waded the King that if he but appeared 
before Smolersko the place would be 1m- 
mediately ſurrendred into his hands. This 
Temptation put him upon a: haſty March, 
taking with him neither Cannon nor any 
other Engines of Battery, going rather to 
receive than force a City ſtored with all 
manner of Proviſtons neceſſary for War. 
But having by long Marches got near the 
Town, he found himſelf very much miſta- 
ken in his computation, the Garriſon ma- 
king ſtrong Sallies upon himz which 1:ok- 
<d fo unlike a Surrender, that he conclu- 


ded

ded himſelf * deceived in his TIntelli. 
ence. 
| Michael Sehin Palatine and Governour 
| of the place had 30000 Souldiers with 
him beſides the Townſmen, being as ma- 
ny more able to bear Arms, with an im- 
| menſe quantity of Ammunition, Artillery, 
| and Proviſions to ſerve for a long Siege : 
| ſo that the Palatine upon a confidence of 
| his ſtrength, deſpiſed the Chancellors in- 
| vitation for a Surrender. The King then 
| ſceing there was no entrance to be had 
| unleſs forced, fate down before it, fancying 
| that a ſhort. time would reduce ſo great a 
multitude to diſtreis, however plentifully 
, poo at preſent 3 being reſtrained from 
! forraging, or the Country from bringing 
! ntheir Proviſions : or at worſt, that they 
| might be forced in a few Moaths, by a vi- 
| gorous Attack, With theſe hopes he lays 
| flege to the Place 3 which did not endo, 
| for it held out above two years, with vart- 
| ous changes and toils on both fides. Sm20- 
| Jex5ko the Metropolis of a Province of that 
| name, 1s famous tor its largeneſs, wealth, 
| and beauty 5 and being ſeated on the 
| Banks of the Boriſtheres, 1s encompaſied 
| with Hills and vaſt Woods. The Walls of 
| the City are eight cubits thick, and. 35-in 
| height,

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height, whereof 15 are of free-ſ{tone, and 
the other 20 of Brick, built after the old 
faſhion, as alſo without Ditches or Out- 
works to hinder Approaches. $7gi/wmni|Þ 
conſidering the obſtinacie and power of 
the Enemy,, commanded Cannon for Bat- 
tery, Spades, Mattocks, and all other In- 
ſtruments for a Siege, to: be brought him Þ 
from Yilna and Ticcocino, whileſt he ſhuts Þ 
up the Paſſages and Avenues of the City 
with his Quarters and Circumvallation, Þ 
'The King himfelf lay on 0r/a ſide, hisÞ 
Quarters extending to the Banks of the 
Boriſthenes;, the Cofſſacks kept the Ealt-Þ 
-ſide,reaching.that way to the ſame River: | 
;Potockz Palatine of Brac! had his Poſt on Þ 
the North-lide beyond the River 3 and ha- 
ving burat a Village near the City, which Þ 
Jay. convenient for them to fetch in ther Þþ 
ſupplies of Water, gave them ſome diſtre 
that way. Nowodorskz a Knight of Mal 
fa, and Captain of the Kings Guards,ren- 
dered . himſelf. famous for ' an Attempt, 
wherein if he had been vigoroutly ſecond- 
ed, the place had run the rilk of falling 
intothe Kings hands. He faſtened a Pe- 
tard to St.: Michaels Gate, which laid 
the: paſſage. open into the Town 3 but 
being ill ſeconded by his own men, and 


mul- 
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multitudes of the Ryſſzans flocking to the 
danger, he was forced. to retreat without 
having etiected any thing more,than toren» 
der the Enemy more diligent:who immedi» 
ately blocked, up their Gates with Mouns 
tains of earth, making alſo great Trenches 
before them, to prevent the like Attempt 
for the future. And thus the Siege continue 
ed with various labours on both ſides; the 
King having lain about a year before it 
with more pertinacie than was judged 
conducible to the ſtate of his Afﬀairs, 
which ſeemed to invite him to 2/#5ko the 
Imperial Seat, as a place more probable to 
fall into his hands. - 
It was now the Year 1610, and. the 
Znis kzans had laboured long againſt a pre- 
vailing Enemy at their Doors, when the 
Aids came from Swedez. The Poles 1n the 
Camp wanted not their inconveniencies-: 
They had a multitude of Chief Commay- 
ders, which occaſioned frequent Ditputes, 
to the diſappointing of many probable De- 
l1gnes; they had to this a licentiouſneſs 1n 
their Diſcipline, ſecure carelcine's in the 
conduct of their Afﬀairs ('t:2 natural 1n- 
firmity of that Nation } aad an inſtabilt- 
ty and irreſolution in their Councils, all 
things ſeeming to portend their ruine. 4 
Mo 
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Moſt of the great Cities and Provinces, 
except Severia, had revolted from their 
Obedience : Fheir Faxations were be- 
come intolerable, which the unſeafonable 


Seditions of the Army had extorted from 


Demetrius for want of Pay ; the People 


now too late repenting themſelves of the Þ 
Contributions already paid them, with- Þþ 


out which they muſt have left them to the 
enjoyment of that peace, which by their 
own folly and fickle nature they had de- 
pnved themſelves of. They proceeded 
ſo far in many parts of the Empire, as to 
feize upon, impriſon, and kill the Tax- 
gI_—_ which cauſed the Poles to dt- 
perſe ſtrong Parties of their Army into 
feveral parts of the Land, inſomuch that 
their force in the Camp did not fuffice to 
check the excurſions of the Town , by 
whom they were ſeveral times baftled; 
Their Commander in Chief Roſer5hz ups- 
on one of thoſe Sallies was ſhot into the 
fide-with an Arrow, of which hurt he lay 
long ſick, and never perfectly recovered. 
Upon an Encounter which happened m 
May, the Poles had gained a notable ad- 
vantage over them;but delaying their Re- 
treat, gave the Enemy time to come on 
with freſh Troops againſt their wearted 

Souldiers 
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Souldiers, whom they routed; and ſtatch- 
ing the Victory out of their hands, took 
divers Priſoners,and deſtroyed moſt of their 
Foot. The time was thus waſted,as well 
as the ſtrength of each Party. The Poles 


| having received Intelligence of the ad- 


O 


| vance of the Swedifh Aids towards Musko 
| under the Command of Portxs de 1a Garde, 
| ſent Alexander Zbarowski with 2000 


Horle to check their progreſs. He beat 
one of their Regiments at Toceinnm, and 
killed 600 Germans upon the place. The 
Ms kovites concerned 1n the ſafety of thele 
Auxiliaries, drew out their whole ſtrength 
and joyned with them. The Poles alſo re- 
inforced Zbarowskz with their beſt Troops; 
and being now 1n the Field again, both 


| Armies met at Twer,zo Leagues from Muc- 
| ko: the Diſpute was fierce, the Demetri- 


ans ruſhing with contempt upon tliole they 


| had fo often beaten;S the Rvſſzans ſeemed 


more w1lling to die than be overcome 3 


| which made the Fight bloody and doubt- 
| ful, until theſe were forced yet again fo 
| give place to the Aſcendant Virtue of the 


Poles. And certainly the buſineſs had 
there received anend, had not the main 
body of the Army, commanded by Zba-' 
rowskz himſelf, ſhrunk from the ground :

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for both his Wings prevailed over thoſe 
of the Enemy, and diſperſed thoſe who 


had beaten his Battalia 5 but their number 
being inferior to that of the Enemy, they 
durſt not follow the purſuit, or attack the 
body of Foot, which {tood immoveable, 
notwithſtanding the defection of their 


Horſe. There were {lain in this Fight Þ 


I000 German Horle, and 6000 Mrsko- 


vites, with the loſs of but 50 Poles. The 


Main Body of Zyarowskz's Army emulous 
of the Succels of their Fellows, and pref- 
ſed with the ſhame of their own miſcarri- 


age,reſolved upon the very {pot of ground Þ 
to redeem their ſullied Honour , though Þþ 
contrary to the advice of ſome of their a- 
bleſt Souldiers, who connſelled them to Þ 


withdraw to a more advantageous Poſt, 


The Army labouring thus under divi- Þ 
ded Counſels, but united 1n a careleſs ſe- 


curity, ſome lying in the Field, and others 
quartered in the Town : The rallied Enc- 
my about break of day fell upon them 
with a ſurprize fo violent, that they had 


no choice left them, but to fly tor if 


their lives, or lie by it. Many ſave them- 
{clves1n Twer, which was Garriſon'd with 
Co//acks z others ſcarce looked till they got 


to the Camp at 1444ko, The Poles did 
andeed 


| with various Fort 
| of Ruſſea , Sigiſmma continues obſtinate 
| at the Siege of Smzolersko; which if he had 
raiſed, and transferred his Arms to 174549, 

| 1t 1s very probable he might have given 
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indes 2d what they could to have rallied; 
but the Aflault being univerſal, it was im- 
poſſible for them to do it ; which probably 


| faved moſt of them 3 but they loſt all their 


Baggage, and moſt of their Horſes. The 
Mwkovites raited upon the ſtock of this 
Victory, ſtormed the Caſtle of Twer thrice, 


| but were as oft beaten off with loſs ; and 


now deſpairing of carrying the place, 
they raiſed the Siege, and marched to- 
wards the Yolga, where they met again 
with the Demetriaz Forces, and fought 
them at Kolaſrzum, but parted upon equal 


| terms. 


Whileſt Zuixkz and Demetrins do thus 
rive for the Empire 


Law to both thoſe wearied and implaca- 
ble Parties: but he was ablolutely refolved 


[not to quit the place till he had taken ir, 


though it may be preſumed he failed in his 
unſeaſonable diſtracting and weakning the 
Demetrian Poles, which he ought rather 
to have aſſiſted with freſh Supplies, lett 
the Muskoviters prevailing, Zxiskz might 


be confirmed in the Government, and at- 
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tempt the relief of Smolernsko with the 

united Forces of the Emvire 5 which alſo 
happened. The King had not ; Recruits 
ſo opportuncly out of Poland as he deli. 
red ; but he could not well call his Coun- 


 trymen from Demetrizs without {: atisfy ng 
their Arrears, and the rewards they had 


propoſed from the Victory they ſcemed 


aſſured of; and the exhauſted Treaſury of 


the Colmes could not ſuffice for 


ſich a ſum : but he politive 1a his reſolves, 


{ent ſome eminent Emiſtarics to perſwade# 
them toabandon Demectrizs, and return to 


their Duty. They on the other (ide, ſent 


their Embaſladors to the Pp; » that 
they might not by ntimcly dcſertion 
be defrauded of ch Mfc of their labours: 
and after many altercations and diſpute 
of Duty and Rewards, the Souldiery re: 
olved to perſevere 1a their faith to Dem:

Theſe Speeches not to be ſutfer- 
ed by a private man, did fo diſturb the 
Prince,that ſeeing himſelf not in a conditi- 
on to revenge them,or indeed to ſecure his 
own Perion in his own Carp, he reſolved 
to leave it; and taking Horſe with onlya 


very few of his Friends to Guard him, he | 


privately got away, and fled to Calnga. 
All the Boyarian Mrskovites of his party 
d1d follow him ; and his Lady, however 
left in the Camp, would not ſtay behind. 
The Embaſladors endeavoured to detain 
her, and to perſwade her return into Po- 
[and ; but ſhe,like another Texera,afhrm- 
cd, that ſhe had not only wedded the good 
Fortunes of her Huſband, but his Adver- 
{ities alſo. The Embaſladors did notwith- 
ſtanding perſiſt and earneſtly preſs her to 
ſubmit her ſelf to the Kings Clemencie and 
Munificence. They did at length ſo much, 
that {he ſeemed vanquiſhed by their Rea- 
ſons, promiting ſhe would ſend Embaſla- 
dours of her own to the King ; and gave 
them for the preſent her Letters to his 
Majeſty , wherein having congratulated 
his arrival in 2/#kovy, ſhe wiſhed him all 
good Succeſs, She farther complained of 
the ſad Viciilutudes of her Fortune, ſub- 
L ; | | RR mitting 
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mitting her ſelf and her Concerns to God, 
from whom ſhe did expect an end of her 
| calamities and ſorrows ; ſhe added, My 
| adverſe Fate hath deprived me of all : T 
| have nothing left but the juſtice of my 
| Cauſe, and my right to the Mrrkovitiſh 
| Empire, confirmed by my Inauguration, 

{and the double Oaths of all Orders of 
men. T relinquiſh all to your Majeſtics 


| diſpoſal, being aſſured of your Equity 


Land Juſtice; only IT beg, that you will 
| treat me and my Family ( who will be no 
{ ſmall ſupport to youin the acquiſition of 
| the Mukovitiſh Empire ) according to 


{ our Dignity and your Magnificence. 


Demetrizs his flight being known, the 


| whole Camp was in an alarm and tumult. 


| Sowe would follow the Great Duke, ſome 
| would go to the King, and others would 
| continue 1n their Quarters till they had 
| their Arrears. The Complaints againſt Ro- 
| 15k; were high and furious,by whoſe arti- 
| fice & wickedneſs, they ſaid Dexzetrixs had 
| been forced to quit the Camp, whereby the 
| Souldiers ſhould be deprived of the re- 
| ward of their Blood & Labours. Demetrizs 
{ his Letters read publikcly did exticmely 
| foment their Seditions,but the preſence and 
| carriage of Marina tran ported them be- 
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yond all bounds. She with a Courage 
more than Ma'culine, and a Countenance 
compoſed of ſorrow and ſv 'cctneſs, wan- 
dered through the Camp , {poke to all 
{he met, called ſuch as ſhe knew by their 
names, and urged thoſe ſhe did not, by the 
Charms of her looks and preſence 3 to con- 
clude, ſhe inflamed all with her winning 
Diſcourſes, She tclls them, that their Va- 
lour and Conrages were to expect their 
Stipend and Reward of ſo many Travel 
from Demetrizs only, 1t nor being likely 
that the King would remunerate the Ser- 
yices they had done for others otherwiſe 
than with ſcorn and contumely. She de- 
monſtrates to them the infinite Treaſures 
of 1#tkovy, and the Greatneſs of the Em: 
pire; and ailures them that the Great Duke Þ 
weuld deny them nothing by whoſe fide: Þ 
lIity and fortitude he ſhouid be reſtored to Þ 
what had been fo cruelly uſurped fron þ 
him. The Souldiery being incenſed Þþ 
with theſe and the like Diſcourſes , the 
Dunentian Cofſacks immediately leave the 
the _ to follow the fortunes of Deme 
Fins. Ko{nski would hinder them 3 but 

they perſliting , cndeayoured to break 
through the Poliſh Horſe in their way. 

They tought, and twe thouſand _ 
tha

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that Conflict on both ſides. Afﬀeer this 
Fight, ſome ran 1to the City, and ſome 
went to Demetrixs to Calnga, and the reſt 
remained with their Chieftain Zarxuckz in 
the Camp. Some days after happened a- 
nother more grievous, but leſs bloody Se- 
dition, begun by the Poliſh Horſe, and 
which threatned all with ruine. The 
Cauſe of this Tumult was Marina's flight, 
who when the had effected what ſhe could 
with the Souldiers, omitting nothing to 
reconcile them to her own and her Hut- 
bands Intereſt, and now ſecure of a great 
part of the Army, ſhe diſguited her ſelf in 
mans Apparel, and iccompanied only with 
one Maid and a few Cof/acks, came ſafe to 
Caluga. Before ſhe parted, ſhe wrote a 
Letter to the Army, which ſhe left upon 
her Table in her Chamber, wherein ſhe 
tells them, that ſhe was forced to retife 
from amongſt them, to ſave her Honour, 
her Fame, aud her Life. She could ſuffer 
no longer the fait and opprobrious Lan- 
guage of that inlolent and drunken tellow 
( meaning Hoſtnskji.) She invoked God, 
the Avenger of wrongs ; minds the Soul- 
diers of the Religion of their Vows : In- 
veighs againſt the lagitious perfidy of her 
Adyecrlaries 3 and finally,cxtolling the Fi- 
delity 
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delity and Conrage of her Friends, bids 
them not only hope for, but aſſure them. 
ſelves of all they could wiſh for from the 
Great Dake, as ſoon as he had recovered 
his Empire. The laſt word of the Letter 
was, Tpart. This Epiſtle being read, was 
like the ſounding of an Alarm, all being 
ful of tumult and horror. Fhe Souldiers 
ran to their Arms, and in threatning 
Troops haſte to the Generals Fent, crying 
out, Is it ſo Roſpreki, that by thy Pride 
and Debaucheries thou did(t force the in- 
jured Marinas to follow her baniſhed 
Lord 2 What Captains ſhall we now fol- 
low ? Thee perfide, ahd betrayer of the 
Souldiery, who being bought and deluded 
by the vain promiſes of the Kings Emiſla- 
ries, would(t deceive us of our Stipend, 
and the rewards of our Labours ; Reſtore 
to us our Princes, and try thou firſt that 
butchery thou doſt prepare for us. And 
therewith they made ſeveral ſhot with 
their Piſtols at him ; but he eſcaped that 
danger, though he could not appeaſe the 
tumult ; neither would they any more be 
Commanded by him, but chuting one 
Ti hevicixs for their General, prepare to 
follow Demetrizs their old Lord. For all 
this, the Chicf Officers, and thoſe moſt in 

favour 
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favour with the Souldiery, had by their 


diligence and Authority welnigh appeaſed 


theſe diſorders 3 which they had alſo pro- 


bably effeced,if new Commotions had not: 


interven'd,upon new confiderations,to wit, 


| that it was not ſafe to remain longer i in the 
| Camp fo diſtracted and divided, without 
| Order or Diſcipline, and in ſight of an E- 
| nemy vigilant and intent upon every Oc- 
| callon. This hurried them into new Con- 
| fuſions, and like ſo many Furies they all 
| cry out they would immediately be gone 3 
| and packing up their Baggage, fire their 
| Camp, which for the variety and Magniti- 
| cence of its Structures ſeemed another great 
| City ; and being ready to march, mutually 
engaged to keep together till they came 
| toYolock, where every body ſhould be at: 
| liberty to diſpoſe of kimſelf* as he thought 
| moſt for his advantage. Being come thi- 
| ther, Sapiha and all his men retcolving to 
| follow the fortune of Dexzetriz, went to 
| Calnga to him. Roſpnslz and Alexandey 
| Zbarows&z with 4000 Horſe and the Dz- 
| #cnſtan Coſſacks, went to their King at 


| Smolensko. And thus this power w hich 
| had ſolong 


g blocked up 14#5ks, and had 


| trampled upon the Empire two years, and 
| would certainly have ſubjugated both , 


was 
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was diſperſed in the beginning of March 
I610, by the1ll Counſel, and to the very 
great detriment of King $Sigi/zzund ; tor 
the Enzmy being well-nigh broke with 
the long Stege of their Metropolitan, ga- 
thered new force and vigour upon the rai- 
ſing of it zand the King, who might have 
proſecuted the War at the expence an 
danger of others, drew the whole burthen 
of 1t, as 1t were, voluntarily upon his own 
ſhoulders. 

In the mean time, the Zuiskhian Ms ho- 
vites, not ignorant of the ditſentions in 
the Camp, began to hope well ; but lea- 
ving them to their diſcords,leſt by attempt- 
ing them the ſenſe of their common dan- 
ger might unite them, they turned their 
forces another way. They turned the 
Poles out of Peraſlaw and Alexandria 
which lay there ; drive Sapiha from the 
Siege of Trozeze, and reduced all the pla- 
ces about the Yolgz into their power. But 
when the City it ſelf was delivered from 
their troubleſome Neighbours , then, as if 
they had broken their Fetters, & been deli- 
vered out ot along Impriſoament, they re- 
a{lumed new courage and new vigour ; and 
having in aſhort time recovered molt ot 
the Provinces which revolted to them, 

they 
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they ſent the beſt part of their Army to 


follow Roſtrskz, who had poſleſled him- 
ſelf of Yolock and the ſtrong Monaſtery of 
O{ppow. He was neceflitated to ſtay there, 
by reaſon of the indiſpoſition his hurts had 
procured him. He kept with him 1500 


| Poles and 400 Cofſacks, having ſent the 
| re{t of the Army with Zbarowskz to the 
{ King. His health was much impaired, 
| through his daily toils and the ſmart of 
| his old hurt; to which alſo contributed the 
| perturbation and grict of his mind,which 


his 111 Succetles had created him, in that he 


| had quitted J/#4ko with lefs Glory and 


Splendor than he had attempted it. Na- 
ture and ſtrength being decayed in him, 


| he was overcome by the violence of his 


Malady 3 and unable to reſiſt longer, was 
forced to {ubniut to the neceflity of his 
Fate, which deprived him of his life and 
hopes 1n aſtrange Country, which he had 
entred 1n Pomp and Triumph. 

Roſinski being dead, Yolvioviys the 
Znichian General taking the occaſion of 
the diſtraction his loſs had bred amongſt 
the Garriſon, beſieged Yolock, and took it 
without much difticulty. 0ſſzpow detend- 
ed it ſelf better, in ſo much that the Auxi- 
liaries from Sweden ,being French, and de- 
ſirous

firous to ſhew of what importance they 
were to their Party, having opened a pal- 
{age into the Fortreſs. with a Petard, were 


after a very bloody Aſſault baffled and ſÞ 
beaten off. But the place being more op- Þ 


preſſed by wants from within,than by any 
force from the Enemy from without, were 
forced to yield to the neceſſity of their 
condition; but ſcorning a tame ſurrender, 


they reſolved tipon a Salley, and to take 


the hazard of that as their ſafeſt and laſt re- 
fuge. The obſcurity of the night was i 
Judged fitteſt for the Exployt ; which be- | 
Ing come, they refreſhed themſelves with Þþ 
'the whole Proviſions of the place, and af- 
ter matual embracings and encouragement 


of each other, they ſet open their Gates, 


and made towards Smolensko; Their Þ 
Sally was furious, like that of men reſol- Þ 
ved to die, and they performed it with a Þ 
Courage hurried on by detpair , which 


made the Fight bloody, and the carnage 
oreat amonglt the Xwkovites z but they 


abounding 1n their numbers, and not be- 


ing ſurprized upon this occaſion, killed 


molt of the Poles, ſo that ſcarce 300 of Þ 
them eſcaped in ſafety (and they were 
1200 Who fallied out ) to Sigiſmunds |

The Murkovites raiſed with this variety 
of Succelles, formed to themſelves an Ar- 
my of Zoocomen, to wb were added i000 
French, De la Garde's Germans, and 6000 


| Szedes newly arrived under the Command 
of Count Edward Hory. Demetrizs after 
| his quitting the Camp lay with a few $4- 
| pibans at Calugas but they deſpiſing his 
| ſmall force, marched to the relief of $Smo- 
| lencko. King Sigiſyrund having no- 
| tice Of theſe preparations and their ap- 
| proach , Commanded Stariſlaws Zolkre- 
| 0i#s his General with 8000 choice men 
| to obſtruct their paſſage, The two Ar- 
| mies engaged at Cluſtmum, where the 
| Mwkovites were again overcome by the 
| Fatal Virtue of the Poles, 1n a great and 
| memorable Battle. Butit coſt the Poles 
| dear : for though their Right Wing had 
| routed the Enemies Left, Commanded by 
| Demetrizs Zuiski the Great Dukes Bro- 
| ther; yet the other Wing, confiſting of 
| Germans and other Strangers, ſtood their 
| ground, which they had choſen advanta- 
| geoully amongſt ſhrubs and other rub- 
| bage, in ſuch a place where the Enemies 


Horſe could not come up to charge them 


| without much difficulty; but being well 
ſeconded by their Reſerves, they at Jaſt 
made fo violent an impreſſion upon this 


Wing 
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Wing alfo, that it was put to flight. There 
remained yet the Main Body of Foot, 
made up of Germans and Swedes, which 
keptentirez and the Poliſh being recal- 
led from the purſuit, prepared to make a 
Charge upon them ; but they ſeeing them- 
ſelves abandoned by their Horſe, and left 
fingly to the fortune of the day, many of 
their men likewiſe ſtealing from them and 
running to the Enemy, durſt not ſtand out 


the ſhock, but waved their Hats and hands Þ 


about their Heads in ſigne of Parley; 
which being granted, and Hoſtages deli- 
vered, they ſurrendered themſelves, for all 
What /2 Garde { who was newly returned 
from the flight, whileſt they were 1n Trea- 
ty ) could intreat or do to the contrary; 
Thoſe Wings that had been defeated, ha- 
ving rallied themſelves, returned alſo to 
their Station, upon a confidence their Foot 
had ſtood their ground ; but they came 
only time enough to be beaten over a- 
gain, the Poles having the purſuit of them 
till Jatce in the night : and thus the Field 
being cleared of the Enemy, they had the 
entire Pillage of 1t, with all their Cannon 
and Baggage. The Germans, a Merceni- 
ry Soldateſque, took pay in the Poliſh Ar- 
my 3 the reſt of the Captives,the Colours, 
and 
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arid other Enſignes of Victory, were ſent 
to the King at Smolersko 5 who ſhewed 
them to the Beſteged with what Military 
Pomp and Oftentation they could be ex- 
poſed, who were allo invited to a Surrendet 
after ſo {tgnal and irrecoverable a loſs ; but 
to no purpole : for Sehiz being of an in- 
trepid Courage, as it he alone would ſtay 
the declining fate of his Country, did dare 
fingly to refilt the courſe of fo many Victo- 


| ries. Yolviovizs lay at CLarow with a 


Party of 8000 Z1is kians; but terrified with 
this Succels, did upon the tirſt Summons 
render himſelf and his Army to the Con- 
querors difcretion. Czarow being taken, 
the Poliſh Army marched towards 24549, 
whither the S2pihans, having routed 
the Zniskian Tartars at Troyeze, and a 
thouſand M#5hovites at Borowsho, did allo 
haſten. The Az{ſzans broken with ſo ma- 
ny evils, being vanquiſhed at C/:17722:, at 
Trozcze, and at Borowsho, and ſeeing the 
Poles approached their City, and that the 
Demetrians did meditate a new Siege 3 
and finally, being the Germans were re- 
volted to the Enemy, and that there was 
no appearance of repairing their ruined 
Troops, did not know to what Saint to 
teyate themſelves, or how to extricate 

N them- 
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themſelves out of ſo many 1mpending mt- 
ſeries. At length, after many and various 
agitations and conſultations, they fix upon 
an expedient of a very extraordinary Na- 
ture for their deliverance. In the firft 
place they ſeize upon and depolc their 
Great Duke BaGblius Znis ki, as the r1hap\ 
py Author of all their miſcarriages, and 
infamous for his Misfortanes, his Tyranny, 

and his Sorcerics, with which they charged 
hims and with a paſſion equal with that 
wherewith they had raifed him to thc 
Throae, they pulled him down again, and 
thruſt him into a Cloyſter ; giving at the 
ſame time out, that they would clect Ul4- 
diſlews, King Siziſo 7214's Son,Great Duke 
1n his ſtead : propoling by this means that 
they ſhould quit their hands of Dexctrize, 
whom they equally ſcorned and hated ; 
take away the cauſe of the War 1n one 11- 
ſtant, and compoſe their harraſſed Coun- 
try with ſuch a Government, that would 
immediately reſcue them from all other 
>rctenſions, They knew the Poles { whom 
they naturally hated hike emulous Netgh- 
ou "w_ would become ſecure by this Ele- 
Givn, and that they themſelves having 
re -rhed a while, and quit themſ{clves of 


the War, ſhouid be able either to eſiude 
the 
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the Eledtion of UV/zdi//zws, or remove 
him as obnox1ous to their Artifices, by rea- 
2 Bon of his Childhood, in due time. They 
then propoſed to themſelves the choice of a 
Prince of their own Blood and Mianners,and 
the reverting of their Government into its 
4 ſentient Chanacl : all which hapned as they 
did deſigne, and their Counſels laid upon 
j profound Reaſons of State, had a Succeſs 
accordingly. The Poles fway'd by a nea- 
Irer Intereſt than that of Dexrerrizs, had no 
care of recruiting h's Party, but on the 
contrary prepared for the reinforcing of 
the City of 14-4ko againlt his Attempts 3 
in order whereunto ( upon this bare Pro- 
miſe of chuſing V/adiſiaw? for their Great 
Duke ) Zalkievins lent Troops to their 
? Fd to defend them againſt Demetrizs;and 
olowing himſelf with the whole Army, 
e fate down on the Eaſt-ſide of the City 
Demetrizs his Camp being on the other ) 
ind a while after the Gates being ſet open 
or him, he marched through the City,and 
ncamped with all his forces near Deme- 
rizs his Camp. Tt was no hard matter 
or Zolkzevixs to debauch the Sapihans, 
pon his engagement for the Publike Faith 
t the Kingdom of Poland to be given 
em for their Arrears 3 fo that they revolt- 
N 2 ed

ed unanimouſly to him. Dexzetrins thus 
forſaken by them he confided moit 1n, re- 
treated again to Calyga as an auſpicions 
place, for the ſhelter he had formerly te- 
ceived there. His moſt faithful Friends,as 
if they had been obliged to his Fortune, 
not to him, did 1n this diſaſtrous juncture 
of his Afﬀairs expoſe him to his own de- 
ſpair. Zarnckz that courageous Leader of 
the Dunenſian Cofſacks , with Kaſinowsk! 
Prince of Tartary,his greateſt Confidents, 
did likewite leave him for a time, ſubnut- 
ting themiclves with the reſt to the will of 
the Conquereror. The Muckhovites be. 
ing freed from Demetrizs, would have 
reſpited the Election of their new Duke, 
but that there was no other choice now let 
them. They had an Army in their Bow: 
cls, reſolved not to quit the City till they 
{aw their Prince ſeated upon the Throne, 
They therefore proceeded to the Eledion 
according to the uſual Ceremonies, cat: 


ting him, though abſent, to be Proclain-p 


ed, and Fealty ſworn to him as Great 
Duke and Emperour, hiding all their ſecret 
averiions under the Mafk, of Joy and Ac- 
clamations:and that they might remove all 
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inadow of fulpition from themſelves, they <.. 


aclivercd the untortunate Baſtl;us Znicki 
wit 
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with his Brethren John and Demetrixs,into 
Zolkievizs his hands 5 who allo engaged, 
as likewiſe the great Officers of his Army, 
to the Ry{ſrans, that the new Duke ſnould 
ſpeedily come to them , conſerve their 
Religion 1nviolable, and maintain all the 
Priviledges of the Nobility and People. 
And thus was the Government upon a ſud- 
den tranilated into new hands,

Us ki being thus laid aſide, and U12- 
/, diſlaws choſcn in his place, there was 
a ſplendid Embaily ſent to King S7giſmund 
til before Smolensho, with an account of 
what they had done. They werereceived 
| with much Honour, many prime Courtt- 
21s, and all the Horſe being ſent to meet 
inen. Being introduced into the King's 
preſence, they humbly befonght him mn 
the name of all the Orders cf Mnskovy, 
that he would be pleaſed to take them and 
their afilicted Country into his Royal pro- 
tection, They then ſollicite the ſpeedy 
dpatch of the Prince to them, that in 
order to the compleating of their unani- 
mous Election , he might publitely be 
Crowned 1n the Royal City Great Duke 
and Emperours and that they might en- 
joy the comfort of his Preſence and Prote= 
ton, They likewiſe brought with them 
N 4 the 
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the Conditions upon which he was to be 
received 3 wherein the moſt conſiderable 


were: That a General Amneſty and Act of Þ 


Oblivion ſhould be palled, and all thei 
Laws and Cuſtoms confirmed and eſta- 
bliſhed 5 and that for the better fet- 
tlement of the Kingdom , their Duke 


muſt abjure the Romiſh Profetiion, and Þ 
declare himſelf for the Greek Rites. The 


King having received their Meſſage, and 


not ignorant of the wilineſs and reſerves o: 


that ſubtle Nation, was not wanting 1na 
return fitable to the occaſion. He told 
them, that he did receive this Honour con- 
ferred upon his Son with great fatis- 
faction, which ſhould oblige him at all 
times to ſerve their Country with his belt 
Aids and Counſels. And as to the Trea- 


ty, relating to its particulars, he did pur-iþ 


poſe to give Zoalkievizs (then upon the 
place ) full Inſtructions for the compleat- 
ing of 1t at their own homes. The Em- 
baiſadors after this Anſiver, and having 
been fumptnouily fealted 'by the Prime 

Officers of the Court, with great and mu- 
tual protefiions of kindn efles, in ſo mucl 
as they ſeemed to be but one people, were 
diſmiſſed, 

The King having by this fully —_—_— 
tne 
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| the ſtate of his Aﬀairs, gathered to him- 
| {elf many reaſons not to believe the realt- 
| ty of the Moſcovites 3 for elſe why did 


they elect his Son and not him, but that 
they ſhould be able when he had with- 
drawn his Forces out of their Land, to 
practiſe upon the unexperience of his Son 
by reaſon of his youth, and to juſtle him 
out of the Throne, to which they had rai- 
ſed him out of necefiity,not choice? And 
on the other ſide, 1f the King ſhould for- 
bear to fend him to them till he were of 
Age, they would take occaſion from this 
delay to transfer their Suffrage upon ano- 
ther. He took a further Umbrage of 
their Deſignes from the refuſal of the 
Garriſon of S-olersko to ſurrender their 
City in the name of Prince Ulad;- 
flaws, though he were declared and pro- 
claimed Great Duke with the uſual Cere- 
monies : their excuſe was, that they could 
not own him by ſo publike an Act, till he 
had been received in the Capital Citr, 
Crowned and Sworn to the maintenance 
of their Laws and their Protection. Zc/- 
kievins had many 11-willers about the 
King, who were not wanting to cherith 
thele appreheniions of prejudice contracr- 
ed by him againſt the Ryſſeans z and ha- 
ving

ving gained the Kings ear, they inſtill'd 
new Counſels into him : That this Election 
of his Son was an affront, and an impoſt:g 
upon his Ma jelty,inſtead of receiving Law 
from him : That he had by his Arms re- 
duced them to thoſe diſtreſſes, that they 
mult ſuddenly lay themſelves at his feet; 
whereas now they addreſſed to him by 
their Embaſſadors with Conditions not 
only inglorious, but inconliftent with the 
ſtate of his Affairs, and impoſſible for him 
to ſubſcribe to : And that upon the re- 
ducing of Smolensko, he might conſider 
himlelf as a Conqueror , and Rule that 
falle People by ſuch Laws as he ſhould 
judge ſutable to his Honour and Safety. 
But there were others of his Council that 
adviſed the preſerving of that Faith which 
Zolkievins had Sworn to them 1n his 
_ and by his Approbation : That by 

onfirming of that, he would in one day 
render himſelf Maſter of a vaſt Empire, 
which it might coſt him ſome years, betides 
a great expence of Blood and Treaſure to 
reduce, And the y being an obſtinate 
people, mizht fall upon new Counlels, 
and .cloit with Demetrius, Whole Title 
would give him a trouble to reli{t, as well 
11.501 the account of Reaſon, as the power 


of 
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of his Arms. For it was upon the pre- 
tence of aiding Demetrizs, that he inva- 
ded thetr land ; who being reſtored to the 
Throne, the King could have no more a 
fair colour to ſtay 1n it : That his Army 
might by this means be paid all their Ar- 
rears, as the Souldiers of Uladiſiaws the 
| Great Duke, out of the Treaſures of Ruſ- 

fa; whereas the Kingdom. of Poland , if 
it fell to them to pay 1t, would grow un- 
caſie under ſo-intolerable a burthen : That 
the practiſes of the zwſſrans might cafily be 
eluded by ſeating UVladiſiaws upon the 
Throne with an able Council about him, 
who ſhould immediately provide pay for 
the Army, which they would not refuſe 
upon his firſt reception, and while it lay in 
their Chief City : Andas to the Articles, 
they might be well enough evaded and de- 
layed, while more Recruits were coming 
out of Poland. But the King's mind be- 
ing prepoſleſied,as if carried on by an irre- 
filtible Fate, adhered to the more violent 
Counſcls of ſuch as blew him up with a 
Punctilio of Honour, not to rife fron bee 
fore Smolensko bctore he had reduced it, 
having colt him already above a years 
Stege, and was now upon the point of a 
rendition, or being forced, The King had 
raiſed 
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xaiſed a Battery againſt it, but did not pro- 
ſecute his matters with that quickneſs, but 
that they within had time to make a deep 
Ditch, and-to raiſe new Ramparts 1n op- 
poſition to the Battery : after which the 
Cannoa began to play z which indeed 
laid flat a great part of the Wall, with two 
Flankers that ſtood next it : the Aſſault 
was made, but in vain, they being repulſed 
with great loſs, The ARyſſzarrs in the mean 
time clamoured at this breach of the Trea- 
ty, which had been celebrated with the 
Solemnity of an Oath; and that cantrary 
to the Law of Nations, their Embaſſadors 
were detained. Which the King juſtified 
upon this Realon, that they refuſed to 
give order to the Goyernour of Smolexs- 
ko to ſurrender the Town in their Great 
Dukes Name; and which they excuſed, 
as not within their Inſtructions. | 
The Affairs of Ru{ſzz hung thus in ſuf 
pence for ſome time, the people not da- 
ring to do more than mutter, while Zol- 
kievins and his Army lay enquartered in 
their Chief City. Demetrivs alſo began 
ro look up again, having ſheltered himſelf 
in Caluga, while he was reinforcing his 
Party, which was much countenanced by 
the return of Zaruckz and Prince Kazz- 
| 220wsSki 
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205k; to him, whole reception by King 
Sigiſmmnd bearing no proportion with 
what they propoled to themſelves, left 
him, and returned again to the Service of 
their old Lord. But Zolkievizs difdain- 
ing to bethus treated by the King, con- 
tracted violent difcontents,in ſo much that 
taking the pretence of going to fetch the. 
Prince to 11x5ko, heleft the Army 5 and 
palling by $x2olersko, where he but ſalu- 
ted the King, he retired into Poland. The 
Rnſſians, after the Generals departure, un- 
der{tanding that the King had retuſed ſend- 
ing his Son at his interceſiton, that the 
captive Znzs k7ws's, together with their Em- 
baſladors were ſcat away . Priſoners into 
Poland, and that the King took upon him 
theAdminiſtration of theAfﬀairs of the Em- 
pire, putting new Officers into all the 
great places, and refuling to own them as 
a State, prepared for a Revolt 3 to which 
the death of Demetrizs did very cttectual- 
ly contribute. He had a little before,up- 
on ſome apprehenſ1ons of infidelity in Ka- 
ſmonskz againit him, cauſed him to be 
thrown into the River Occa, and drowned 
there; which the 7artars of his Guard ſo 
far reſented, as to ſtudy a revenge. He 
was of late time uſed to divert his Melan- 
holy 
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choly with drinking, drowning, at leaft 
ſteeping his cares in liquor: and having 


been one day a hunting, he retired himſelf. 


with ſome of his particular Friends to the 
enjoyment of this accuſtomed folace,when 
theſe enraged Tartars broke in upon him, 
and murthered him upon the place. Net- 
ther did they eſcape Vengeance : for 144- 
ina receiving this news with the moſt 
violent apprehenſion in the world, and 
laying aſide all reſpe& to her Quality, be- 
ing tranſported with grief and rage, ſhe 
ran into the Streets, calling to every per- 
ſon ſhe met, either to revenge the Mur- 
ther « her Lord, or by the fame cruelty 
to do an act of Charity towards her, in de- 
livering her from that loathed burthen of 
her life: The Coffacks inflamed by the 
Prayers and Tears of this great Lady, fell 
with ſuch fury npon the Tartars, that they 
ſacrificed two hundred of them to Deme- 
tris his Manes, Marina's griet, and their 
own reſentments. This ſecond Demetrivs 
after his death, was by all hands admitted 
to be an Impoſtor. Moſt would have him 
to have been a School-Maſter in Socola a 
Town of Rzlſiz Alba, and that he had 
been ſet up as a Property by the Poles, the 
better to countenance their Deſtgnes up- 
| Ol 
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on Mukovy. Others ſuppoſed him a 
Jew, upon this Reaſon, that there were 
found im his Cloſet ſome Hebrew and Tal- 
mudical Books; the ſame being likewiſe 
afhrmed by Michael Federowicz, the ſuc- 
cecding Emperour,in a Letter from him to 
Maurice Prince of Orange. But whoever 
he was, he was {lain by theſe Tartars as we 


| have related, but did not die ſo entirely, 


but that his Soni was choſe Great Duke by 
them of Calygasz and Zaruckizs with all his 
Forces addretled himſelf to the Kſſrans, 
offering them their aid, upon promiſe that 
ſo ſoon as they ſhould quit their hands of 
the Poles, they ſhould by the example of 
Caluga, chuſe this Son of Demetrizs Great 
Duke and Emperour. This being aflented 
to, this Son of Demetrizs and Marina was 
in thoſe Quarters conſidered as Emperor 3 
though many believed this yet a further 
Impoſtor, for that Marina was ſuppoſed 
barren, 

King $7g7/22uud continued {till the 
viege of Swolensko, which he judged 1g- 
nominious and below him to abandon 3; 
though while he opiniatred there, he 0- 
mitted more ſpecious opportunities of 
prevailing elſewhere, and by this delaying 
gave the 2/45kovites means to regain _

them. It was now the beginning of the 
Year 1611, when they began to take Arms 


under the Conduct of Lepanow a Great i 


Lord of the Country, who having made 


ſome private Levies, appeared in the field 


firit about Prezlaw,from whence he invi- 
ted and gained molt of the Boyartians to 
his Party, diſperſing Meflengers into all 
the Provinces, to reproach the Poles of 
their breach of Faith in detaining their 
Prince from them 3 complaining further, 
that they had got their City of 145ko by 
frand and practice ; and that they kept 
the Zuzskz's in Priſon together with their 
Embaſladors, contrary to the Law of Ni- 
tions. Zaruckz brought in his Force to 
this Party, upon the Conditions betore 
mentioned, that young Dexzetrixs ſhould 
be received and declared Emperour and 
Great Duke, ſo ſoon as they ſhould have 
cleared their Country from the Poles, the 
plague of it. And Proſoweckz anothc 
Great Lord raiſed another and greater Ar- 
my about Novogrodock ; to that theſe Le- 
vies,from ſmall beginnings, did by the in- 
advertencie of the Poles improve to that 
bulk, that none of the Kings Forces ſcat- 
tered im the Country for the ſecuring 3 
Obe- 
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Obedience, durſt look upon them, they 
icarce tufhcing to defend themſelves. He 
could not ſpare any of his Leaguer from 
before Smolensko, having 4 great Line to 
man, and the Enemy a ſtrong Garriſon in 
the Town : his Army in 24#5ko was little 
enough to keep the numbers in the City 
mn ſubjection; whoſe old averſion to the 
Poles was revived to fo high a pitch, that 
upon notice of Lepanow's being in Arms, 
they conſpired how to Maſficre the Garri- 
riſon,conhilting of 6009 Horſe, and 1000 
Foot. They wanted only Leaders,not a will 
to this bloody action: There were within 
the circuit of this vaſt City one hundred 
and eighty thouſand houſes, 2 multitude of 
Inhabitants, beſides a great confluence of 
Strangers retired thither out of the neigh- 
bour-Provinces for SanfFuarv, to avoid 
the fury of a Civil War; and many to aſ- 
fiſt the Conſpirators,as cotiſcious of the 1n- 
tended Deſigne; ſo that they only want- 
eda Head and Method for the carrying of 
it on. Goz70uskz General of the Poles 
was not without his Intelligence of theſe 
Menes, but choſe rather to diſlemble kts 
notice, being only intent upon his forti- 
tying of Kitaigrod and Krimgrod, which 
contain within their Walls the Dukes Pa- 
"— O lace, 
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lace, with the Ware-houſcs of the weal- 
thieſt Merchants 5 propoſing to him- 
{elf that he ſhould be able to rctire thi- 
ther upon occaſion. Gariousz had ſcarce 
finiſhed his Works, when the Kyſſzans {up- 
plying by their malice what they wanted 
in conduct, being carried on as it were by 
the weight of their number,drawn together 
by the ringing of their Bells, the third 
day after Palm-Sunday made a furious Af: 
ſault upon the Enemy 1n their bofome, 
The Poles oppoled Deſpair and Diicipline 
to their confuſed multitudes, and were 1g 
ſucceſsful in it, as to kill 6000 upon the 
place without any conhiderable lots ; and 
proſecuting that advantage by firing that 
part of the City next them, they dettroy- 
ed multitudes of Houſes, Women, Chil- 
dren, Goods, and helpicis People, by the 
aid of that raging Element. The day 
following, Garionski commanded the 
Suburbs on the other fide of the River 
Moſcha to be burnc, becauſe that Struſtas, 
who was haſtening «© the relief of his 
Countreymen with his Regiment irom 
M9ſaiſco, was retarded there by the Inha- 
bitants: The City tamed thus by Fire and 
Sword, rejecting the fault upon ſome few, 
_petitioned for pardon, and had it withoui 
gIcas 
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great difficulty, the Poles not being in a con- 


ran to do more than ſecure their own 
Quarters, though they had gained well to 


bring the Enemy to alk. quarter of them. 


It was netther compuncrion in the one, 
nor kindnc(s 1n the other, that begat this 


calm 3 for the Inh: 'bitants upon the ad- 


rance of Lepaey with Zarucki and Proſo- 


week; with an Army of TI00000 men, 


joyned with them, forcing the Poles into

All this while King $721ſpmad lay 1m- 
moveable at the Siege of Smolencho, 
which dured longer than he had f: ancied 5 
but what was worſe, the Souldiers grew 
uneatie for want of Pay, clamouring 1: 
luch ſort; that he was 1n much dread of 3 
Mutiny. He had no Moneys, neither dic 
te know how to compals any without 2 
Convention of the States of his Kins- 
dom 3 and this he was put upon to cal:n 
the Souldiers, who were prevailed with 
to expect the determinations of that Af- 
{mbly with patience. But the King,that 
Q > ug 
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no Objection mightlie upon him for na 
having made all imaginable Attempts for 
gaining the place, reſolved upon a genenl  < 
Aſlault before he lett the Leaguer to go to Þ 
the Convention, which he had appointed fo 
in Septerzber following.

The poor 
er} Citizens not knowing where to hide them- 
reef] elves from the fury of this bloody Ene- 
my, were butchered without remorſe or 
la diſtinction;which poſleſſtng others with de- 
it: {pair and indignation, very many of them 
0 tooktheir Wives, Children, & mot pretious 
«0 Moveables, and retired with them 1nto the 
the great Church, where was kept the Maga- 
the zine of Powder; and putting fire to 1t,de- 
the ſtroyed themſelves with a more than S4- 
on entine delpair, for fear of periſhing. Se- 
ly bin Palatine and Governour of the Town 
th4 with 15 more,got into a little Tower upon 
> the Wall, where, though all was loſt, he 
bravely defended himſclt,teHingtheEncmy, 
that he refolyed to die rather than render 
himſelf, unleſs to ſome Chict Oficer. He 
bad been exemplary for his cruclty to ſuch 
as were taken upon any Sallies, which 
gave the Poles a particular hatred far him 3 
J ad he dreaded worle than death falling

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into their hands : but word being brought 
to Potock, who was near that Quarter, he 
came to the place, to whom the Palatine 
and his fifteen Camerades yielded them- 
{-lves upon Parole, Priſoners of War, 
And thus was this preat City, which had 
been the labour of almolt two years, taken 
in leſs than two hours time, with the loſs 
only of eight Genmans. The gaining of 
the place was juſtly attributed to the luc- 
ccls of Novodwoskz's Petar ; that attempt 
of (calins the Walls being wholly deſpe- 
rate, and in which the AfJailants mult in- 
evitavyy have periſhed, So ſoon as the 
polleſiion of that place was ſccured, there

by ſome accident happening, conſumed all 
that Wealth, with a gre vob of the City. 
There was found in the Viagazines a pro- 
portion of Corn and other Mihtary Pro- 
viſions ſufficient for three years longer: Vien 
were only wanting, they being "waſted 
from Near 70000 to "__ 3o0oo fighting 
menz 
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men; but however, had they not been more 
conquered by their own fears than the 
power of the Enemy, they had certainly 
made good the place againſt this Af- 
fault. 

The King having appealed his Army, 
feaſted them three whole days together ; 
in the ſolace of which, and the reflection 
of their Victory, they buried all their for- 
mer regrets and diſcontents. And he ſup- 
poſing he ſhould now appear more ad- 
vantageoully to his own Subjects, had a 
orcater appetite of being at the Aſſembly 
than before, propoling to himſelf, that 
Crowned with the Falms oi this Conqueſt, 
he ought to ſhew himſelf in Triumph to 
his people : adding this Error to the for- 
mer (as if (wayed by ſome ſecret Fatality) 
ne turned his back upon his new Acqui- 
tions, to recetve the flatteries and accla- 
mations of his Polifh Subjets. And thus 
he yet again ſuffered the vanquiſhed Em- 
pire of A£z5khovy to flip ont of his hands : 
tor if he had proſecuted his Victory, and 
had carried the Terror oft his Arms, and 
the reputation of his Succeſs to the Impe- 
nal City, where his men diſputed his Inte- 
reſt with great courage, againſt the 
nultitude that oppretled them, and where 
QO 4 he 
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he had a conſiderable Party amongſt the 
Ruſſians themſelves, it is more than pro- 
able that he had not only kept the City 
in his power, but by the Example of it 
have compelled the reſt of the Provinces 
to receive his DiQates at pleaſure. But 
he, by an ill computation of his Aﬀeairs, 


and that unhappy cunftation which loſt | 


him his Hereditary Kingdom of Swedez, 
loſt now alſo the Monarchy of 14#5kovy : 
For as ſoon as the Beſieged and Beſiegers 
at Mucho had notice that he was gone, it 
had different effe&s upon them. The Ar- 
my from without grew confident , re- 
peating their Attempts upon the Poles; 
who looking upon themſelves as expoſed, 
began to contrive for their own ſafety; and 
taking a pretence from their want of pay 
( but the true reaſon was a deſpair of Re- 
lief) they demanded their diſmifſion. 
The Aſſembly of the Eſtates at Warſon 
was held with the uſual. Ceremony, but 
unuſual Pomp, the King being receiyed as 
a Conqueror, with all imaginary Congra- 
tulations for the reducing of Smolensko, 
and adding fo fair a Province to their 
Commonwealth. Zolkizeving his Triumph 
was Memorable and Magnificent: for being 
attended by a gallant and numerous Ca- 
vallery, 
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vallery, he was followed by Baſil:us Zuis- 
ki late Emperour of A/##kovy, who was 
clad ina red (ilk Veſt, and ſeated in a high 
Chariot betwixt hits two Brothers, that he 
might be ſeen of all men. They rode thus 
to the Senate-houſe, where being admit= 
ted, Zolkievixg preſented the Captive Prin- 
ces tothe King and Aſſembly ; and in a 
grave and ſet Speech, having magnified 
the Majeſty of the Commonwealth, and 
the adverſe Fortune of the Priſoners, made 
no ſcruple to parallel the Conqueſt of theſe 
Illuſtrious Captives to the moſt renowned 
Examples of former Ages. After this, the 
Zuiski's were confined to Goſtor-Caltle, 
where they were Royally treated, though 
Baſilizs impatient of his Fetters, and not 
able to ſupport the weight of his ſorrows, 
died ſoon after, and was privately buried 
betwixt Warſow and Thorn, where he allo 
repoſed tyll thg end of the War 3 at which 
time, his.and his Brother Demetrizs his 
Aſhes} who likewiſe died there, were at 


the 1 fiion of the 1z5kovitiſh Embaſk 
ſadors Whitilated ont of Poland to the 


Tomb oWheir Anceſtors. In the mean 
time, King $7gi/mnnd, to perpetuate the 
Memory of 1o great a Vidory, cauſed it to 
be ingraved in Tables of Marble , and 
| placed 
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placed upon his Monument , as follows

And 
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And this was the end of Baſilizs Zniskz, 
who having by many extraordinary Adti- 
ons raiſed himſelf to the Throne, enjoyed 
it no more than his Predeceflor , either 
Jong or quietly. He had to do with an 
unſtable People, hurried from one extreme 
to another 3 and being of a jealous na- 
ture, had recourſe to Witchcratts and In- 
cantations, endeavouring by the help of 
Sathan to preſerve what he had gained by 
Improving the violent humour of the gid- 
dy multitude. And his Wizards furniſh- 
ing him with Diſcoveries of the unfaith- 
fulneſs of ſome about him, or he pretend- 
ing ſuch D! :[coveries, to oratifie his tears, 
put many eminent Perſons to death; pro- 
poling to iettle that Dominion by Blood 
and Fraud, the fawe Arts whereby he had 
obtained it. And his nature by trequent 
practiſes being hardened in cruelty , he 
cauſed three of his moſt faithful Servants 
and Friends to be made away, only be- 
cauſe their names were Aichael ; tor he 
had been told by his Soothlayers, that one 
of that name ſhould Succeed him in the 
Empire ( which proved true, tor all his 
barbarors precaution ) which hurried him 
. upon doing thoſe horrid things that hardly 
any Story can parallcl, He would tear up 
| the 
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the Wombs of great-bellied women, and 
rip open the breaſts of the mettledſt Hor- 
ſes, for the immature fruit of the one, and 
the hearts of the other, wherewith he 
uſed to make his Diabolical Infuſions ; as 
well to charm the Poles whom he coula not 
overcome, as his Rebel-Subjects whom he 
could not bring to their Duty. But na 
Magick 1s of power againſt the Provi- 
dence of God, which after a ſhort turbu- 
lent Reign, removed him from the Throne 
toa Priton, where he ended his days. 
The Method of our Tragick Hiſtory 
doth invite us back to 24-5ko, to obſerve 
the actions of that place; but Zolkzevins, 
whoſe Army we left there, having in the 
ſucceeding courſe of his life rendered him- 
ſelf famous upon the account of many En- 
terprizes, eſpecially his unparallel'd Retreat 
at Cicora from the Turks, a ſhort digreſiton 
as to his Aﬀairs may not be wholly im- 
pertinent ; wherein I ſhall obſerve my ac- 
cuſtomed brevity,to relate only matter of 
fad, and ſo return to where we left. 
Staniflaws Zolkiewski ( the Sirnames of 
moſt of the Poliſh Nobility doend in 547 ) 
a Perſon of an eminent extraqion,dedica- 
ted himſelf to Arms ſo ſoon as he was well 
able to wield them, making his firſt Ap- 
pren? 
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preritiſhipunder that Great Chancellour, 

and greateſt Captain that Po/ad hath pro- 

duced for many Ages, John Zamoyskzzwho 
at the famous Battle of Byczzz, which de- 
cided the conteſt between $7g7/aund and 
Maximilian concerning the Crown, in 
favour of the former, had the Honour to 
Command the Right Wing of Zamoyskz's 
Army, to the defeating of that Enemy 
that oppoſed him; in which encounter he 
received a ſore wound in the Knee. His 
Conduct in that Adventure raifed him in 
ſhort time after to the Preferment of being 
Lieutenant-General of the Kingdom ; du- 
ring which Command, he was employed 
againſt the Rebellious Coſ/acks, whom af- 
ter many doubtful Fights hereduced to 
his own Terms, of delivering up their Ge- 
neral ( a Plebeian, but of great Conduct ) 
with three other of their Principal Officers 
into his hands. He defeated the Swedes at 
Revel : And afterwards being made Gene- 
ral, he did beat the ARſſzars at Cluſrru, 
entred Msko, forced Demetrizs to quit 
his Siege, and led away the Emperour 
Zuiskz and his two Brothers Captive with 
him into Poland, as we have formerly 
mentioned ; and likewiſe that he left the 
Army in 4#5ko upon diſcontent, by rea- 
{og 
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jon $725ſpmnd refuſed to ratific the Arti- 
cles whieh Zolkievans by his directions 
had in his name ſworn to. 

Being 70 years of, Age, he was created 
Great Chancellor of Poland: He repreiled 
the Tartars in their Invaſion at Orimir ; 

and a white after marched with his Army 
into Moldavia 1n aid of Gratian the Vay- 
vod againſt the Turks;that oppreſſed him to 
ſo great ariextremity, that he.came in to 
Zolkievizs but with fix hundred Horſe ; 
but ſo fatally negligent , that he could 
give no account of the Enerhies number 
or force, even in his own County ; z ſo that 
the General had nothing certain of them, 
till he ſaw them cover the Camparia about 
him with their numerous hoaſt. He him- 
ſelf had encamped upon the Plains of Cj- 
cora, determining 1n that place to attend 
their motion. "This was in Sepf. 1620. 
The Tartars, who had joyned with the 
Turks upon this occaſion, having taken 
ſome Chriſtian Priſoners, oained from them 
an account of the Chriſtian ſtrength, 
which did not exceed 1ioo0co effective 
men : whereupon they drew up within 
view of them, with an Army of double 
their number, led by their Commander 
Cantimir Murſa. A tew hours after, they 


were ' 
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were followed by 8kinder Baſſa General 
of the Turks and of the War, who pitcht 
his Tents near thoſe of his Confederates 
within view of the Chriſtians; 

The Poles contained themſelves within 
their Trenches, till a Squadron of Coſ/achs 
who had the out-Guard, encounticd that 
of the Tartars, whom after a ſmart diſpute, 
they forced to a Retreat ; but being re- 
lieved by their own men, they turned up- 
on the Chriſtians, purſuing them up to 
their very Trenches, where they alſo be- 
ing ſcalonably reinforced, oppoſed the 
prevailing Enemy with fo great Succeſs, 
that having killed a great number, they 
chaſed them into their Main Body ; but gt- 
ving no Quarter, did conſequently take 


no Priſoners, and ſo made no diſcovery of 


the Enemies ſtrength 3 in {fo much that 
Zolkievius making his computation by 
what appeared 1n view, and finding his 
Army cheartul upon the Succeſs of that 
days Action, reſolved to put all upon the 
fottune of a Battle, That night there 
came to the Turkiſh Camp Sultan Cale 
the Great Charms Brother, with a freſh Ar- 


tny of 30000 choice Soulditers, whereof 


Zolkievixs had no knowledge z and there- 
fore 19 order to the determinations of - 
ay

day before, he drew out his whole Army 
early the next morning,being the 19th of 
Sept.1620. and rariging them in Battalia, 
ſtrengthened both Wings with Forts made 
of his Waggons and Carriages, cloſed to- 
gether on all fides, and filled with Foot 
and Cannon, ſo that the Enemy could 
make no advantage of their numbers to 
infeſt their Flanks. $Sk7izder Baſſa on the 
other ſide feeing the Order of the Chri- 
{tians, drew his Army imtoa Line of Bat- 
tle, placing only the Tyrks, revolted Wal- 
lachians and Tranſylvanians mn view, the 
Auxiliary Tartars being placed out of 
ſight, and commanded not to ſtir till a 
Signal was given them} to move; which 
ſhould be when the Chriſtians were en- 
gaged. The Poles had indeed ordered 
their Reſerves, but by an ovet-confidence 
advanced upon the Enemy from without 
the protection of their Forts, contrary to 
the Generals Orders z which the Enemy 
obſerving, the Tartars ſhewed themſelves 
on the Right Wing ; and extending that 
way; endeavoured to get between the 
Chriſtians Camp and the Rear of their Ar- 
my 3 which obliged Zolkzevixs to oppoſe 
againſt them his Reſerves. The Fight 
was Bloody and doubtful for two how: 


'W 
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together; but the Vain Battle of the Pole 
having no Seconds{(by reaſon of the diver- 
lion of their Reſerves to defend the Rear ) 
oppreſled by the often-repeated Charges 
of the Enemies freſh Troops , however 
keeping within the protection of their 
Forts on the lett Wing, were no longer a- 
ble to ſuſtain the Impretiiori of thoſe mul- 
titudes that ſivarmed upon them : they 
therefore faced about, and breaking 
through thoſe Squadions of Tartars WO 
had got between them and the Camp, 
made their retreat in reaſonable good or- 
der : the Barbarians being checked in their 
Purſuit by the Forts b-fore-mentioned, 
which were {ti]l defended by the Poles: 
That on the Right Wing was vielently 
allzulted by the Enemy, who killed three 
hundred of the fendants, and took four 
of their Field-Fieces neither had their 
Succeſs reſted there , but that the Chriſtt- 
ans not wanting to themſelves in that ex- 
tremity, a-lvanced with their beſt Troops 
to their relief; forcing the Iafidels, after a 
hot diſpute, to a confuſed Retreat. The 
Fort or Caſtle on the other Wing was left 
inattempted; and night drawing on, the 
Enemy, after a kind of drawn Battle, 
wherein there fel] 1000 otthieirs,and abour 
P 1 
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ſix hundred of the Chriſtians, retreated tg 
their Tents. The reſt of that night and 
the following day were paſt without any 
Attempt on either ſide. The Poles 1n the 
mean time went to counſel, what was to 
be done upon this preſſing occaſion;web be- 
ing of an extraordinary nature, they were 
able to fall upon no probable Reſolutions. 
During this time of their Conſultation, 
there wasa report ſpread about the Camp, 
of a purpoſe in the Chief Officers to ſteal 
away from the Army; which put the 
Souldiers .into confulion, til] they were 
undeceived by the generous profcſſtons of 


their Leaders, who vowed to hve and dic 


with them. Zolkzevixs propoſed in Coun- 
ci], that they ſhould the next day try the 
fortune of another Battle, wherein they 
might ealily corre& the errors of the for- 
mer day and being now informed of their 
own and the Enenues ſtrength, they could 
better lay hold of ſuch advantages as 
ſhould occur, having failed more in Con- 
du than Courage : and if the Succeſs of 


the next day ſhould not-anſwer the At-' 
tempt, they might then think of retiring | 


towards the confines of their Countrey , 
where they ſhould beſure to meet with 


new Supplies for the further —_ | 
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of the War. The very mention of another 
Battle ſurprized many of the Great Per- 
ſons, eſpecially Alexander Kalinowskz, 
Duke Coreckz, and Nicholas Struſe, three 
of the molt eminent Lords in the Army, 
who maligning the Command of Zolkze- 
vis, were the more apt to oppole his 
Counlels, eſpecially in this junCture, which 
muſt bring their lives to an apparent ha- 
zard. ' They therefore abſolutely decla- 
red again{tit, and that there was no ſafe- 
ty but in a ſudden flight 3 by which means 
they might avoid death, or a Tzrkiſh Bon- 
dage, which was yet more terrible : and 
being refolved to put the Counſels they 
had given 1n execution that night , they 
took the firſt opportunity after the Watch 
was ſet, to quit the Camp, propoſing to 
themſelves, that by the favour of the dark- 
neſs they might get over the River Prot, 
which covered the Rear of the Camp, be- 

fore the Enemy could take the Alarm of 
their departure. Gratian the Payvod, for 

whoſe preſervation the War was underta- 

ken, went away with them ; and having 

by the number of their Train and Depen- 

dants made a conſiderable Party, they con- 

cluded themſelves of ſtrength able, by the 


advantage of the night, to break through 
P 2 all 
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all oppoſition. There was a ſecond Rv- 
mour {ſpread about in the Army, that the 
General himſelf was likewiſe gone 5 which 
bearing terrour with it , the 1nferior Off 
cers and Souldiers were upon preparation 
for their flight alſo; whereof he having 
ſpeedy notice, mounted on Horſback, and 
cauſing many lighted "Torches to be carri- 
ed beforc him, ſhewed himſelf to his Soul- 
diers z ſurrounded the Quarters, ſpoke to 
every one he met, and animated all with 
his preſence and chearfulneſs. He added, 
That he could not be guilty of ſo nefariou 
a Treaſon, as to deſert ſo many brave men, 
his fellow-Souldiers 5 they had ſerved too 
long under his Command,to conceive their 
General capable of ſo wretched an af, as to 
fully all his Honeur by ſo ſordid a Retreat. 
That for his part he had no other con ſidera- 
tion for hs life, but in order to their pre- 
ſervation + and ſince ſome ( he mnst con- 
 fefs, eminent Perſons ) had preferred that 
to all ſence of Honour, he was glad the) 
were gone, hoping they had carried away 
with them that infettion of Cowardize, 
which might have tainted the whole Army. 
He alſo would wiſh them a good Journcy, 
provided they would tell the King and ſuch 
of their Friends that ſhould enquire {ae 
FRem, 
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them, that they had abandoned the Army 
and their General in the Plains of Cicora, 

engaged against theirs and the Common E- 
nemy of Chriſtianity. Zolkievins, though 
he had harangued his Souldiers in theſe 
kind of Terms, and with a ſerene Coun- 
tenance, yet had he much ado to compole 
thoſe minds which were agitated with ter- 

ror aad fear 5 who could not be perſwade1 
toreturn to their Duty, until a ſence of the 
danger of their diſobedience abliged them 
toit, But they were wholly confirmed 
by the 11] Succels of thoſe wha had defert- 
ed them, wha by their degenerous flight 
had haſtened, not prevented their ruine. 
For in paſling the River, which was ra- 
ther rapid than deep, many of them mitiing 
the Ford, were overwhelmed in it. Ka- 
lizowski himlelt' periſhed in the ſtream 3 
and ſuch as got over, at lealt molt of them, 
were knocked 1n the head by the Tartars, 
who had the Guard of that Poſt. Gratz- 
an and his Mldavians being skilFd in the 
Paſſage and ways, got clear oft; but betag 
purſued by his ul Eate, had the recom- 
pence of his infamans light rewarded up- 
on him by the pertidy of his own Servants, 
who murthered their Lord, to, polleſs 
therglelves . of what Treaſure he had 
P 3 brought 
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brought away with him. The reſt of the 
Party, after a vain Attempt to pals the 
River, not daring to land on the other 
Ide, wet, weary, and confounded with 
ſhame, came back for retuge to the Camp, 
which a while before they had forſaken as 
deſperate, repoſing now all their ſafety in 
that of the Army. The Poles by thele 
_y ,and the eſcape of goo Cof/acks (who 
y a more lucky fate than that of tavir 


Fellows, had broke through a neglcfted 


Quarter of the Enemy without oppoliti- 


on_) keing much weakned, and tar une- 
qual in ſtrength to the Enemy, and not 
daring to attempt another fight without 
manite{t hazard to looſe all, retolyed upon 
a retreat. 

| They hadloſt many oftheir Horſes, and 
more died daily for want of F orrage : they 
were harraſled with duty, and had no 
hopes of relict from Poland, being belieged 
by a barbarous Enemy, ready every moment 
( at lealt in their apprehenſion ) to ſtorm 
their Camp : their Provitions were ſhort, 
and no pollibility of Supplies from with- 
out , all the ſides of their Camp be- 
ing inveſted , ſo that it was impoſlible 
for them to ſubſiſt for want of Food, 
ia expectation of ſuccour from. their 
GWn 
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own Country. Neither had the King, by 
reaſon of the interruption of the Patlages, 
received but one Letter from Zolkievins, 
when 1t was too Jate, wherein he gave him 
an account of his condition, and how he 
had been unſeaſonably abandoned by ſome 
of the Army. This was the ſtate of Af- 
fairs in the Camp, while the Enemy with- 
out lay cloſe upan them; and computing 
the diſtreſles and diſorders within, by the 
deſertion of thoſe that had left them, they 
were much raiſed in their hopes, deſpiling 
all vropoſfals and overtures of quitting the 
place : In fo mach that upon the 22th of 
September the whole Turkiſh Army was 
drawn up before the Camp, threat- 
ning a general Allault, unleſs they 1mme- 
diately furrendred at diſcretion. Oa 
the 23th they did the like 3 and on the 
26th the Galzz or Prince of Tartary ap- 
proaching neazer the Trenches, was met by 
Duke Corechz upon Parole, who propoſed 
to him an exceſiive ranſom for himſelt and 
ſome. few with him 3 and deſcending to 
ſome particulars for a rendition of the 
Camp , only that the Souidters might 
march away with their Swords, the Tar- 
tarian left him in ſcorn and anger, and 
clapping his hand upon his Sable, bid him 
P 4 expect 
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expect no other conditions than what the 
ſharpneſs of that would afford him. Zel- 
kievins haying throughly computed 
the ſtate of his Affairs, reſolved to quit 
the Camps; and having ordered all things 
accordingly, which took up three days 
time , being aſfliſted in- the method of his 
Deligne by Martin Kaſanowski an old ex- 
perienced Colonel : and upon the 29th of 
September that part of the Wall through 
which the Camp was to pals being open- 
ed,the Army about Sun-ſet began its march 
In the order tollowing : On both ſides a 
row of Waggons, as it were chained toge- 
ther , five hundred paces in length, drawn 
by their Horſes, cloſed the Wings. The 
Front conſiſting likewiſe of linked Wag- 
gons, took up three hundred paces ; and 
the Rear being fenced with the like Bar- 
ricado, was (as alſo the other extremi- 
ties of the Camp ) fortified with Cannon, 
The wounded, ſick, Baggage, and all the 
beſt Horſcs of the Army, were placed mn 
the middeſt, while the Officers and Soul- 


diers marched on the out-fide of the Camp | 


with Colours flying, and their Arms rea- 
dy fixed to reiiit any impreffiion. The 
Trtars oblerving, this order of the Poles, 
did ai firſt think they had drawn out to 
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fights but when they diſcerned the whole 

Camp to move, and that no man ſtirred 

out of his Rank, they ſtood amazed at the 

Novelty 3 and the night being ſo near,they 

durſt do no more but ſend out ſmall Par- 

ties to obſerve their motion. And ſo 

they marched two Moldaviſh Miles that 

night without any diſorder, fave what 
they received at the paſlage of a Lake; 
which was ſupplied well enough ,in reſpect 
they were not eagerly prei{ed upon by the 
Enemy. On the 3oth of September,s kin- 
der Baſſa aſlaulted the Camp on all ſides 
with his united Forces ; but being repelled 
with great loſs, they marched yet two 
Moldaviſh Miles more that night. A Mol- 
viſh Mile 1s more than a Germar. 

On the firlt of 0Fober, the Camp be- 
ing lodged near a great Pool , continu- 
ed there that whole day and the might 
following. The Infidels did extremely 
oall them from the other fide of the Wa- 
ter with their ſhot, and from the open fide 
by their Excuritons; but were bravely re- 
pulied with great ſlaughter of their men. 
About Noon that day they prepared tor a 
freſh Aflault 3 but inſtead thereof, ſent a 
Trumpet to the Camp to demand their 
Turkiſh Interpreter, that they might mm 
wit 
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with him; which being granted, they on- 
ly detained him, making no Attempt that 
ay. 
OGob. 2. The Turks having the day be- 
fore obſerved the Camp, ſtormed it with 
greater fury than ever ; and being repul- 
ſed, returned fifteen times to the Aſſault, 
The Courage of the Defendants grow- 
ing , by their being able to reſiſt; in ſa 
much that at laſt it did not only ſuffice 
them to make good their Station, but that 
they followed the flying Enemy to a good 
diſtance from it; in which Purſuit they 
took two Colours and a Piece of Ord- 
nance, having killed multitudes of their 
men. Towards Sun-ſet they began their 
March, with their ſhot about them ; which 
mult needs retard their pace; and yet they 
advanced three of their Miles bctore 
Morning , being by computation fifteen 
Engliſh. | 
0Job. 3. Having gained the Advantage 
of a Rivulet and heights of Ground, they 
eaſily repreſſed the Enemies fury, and took 
a Tartar Colours 5 they alſo eluded an 
Ambuſh of the Enemy, and continued 
their Journey that night. 
OFob. 4. They had ſtrengthened their 
Camp by the Neighbourhood of a Ri _ 
ut 
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But Skinder Baſſa conſidering that by theſe 
Marches by night, the Prey might {lip aut 
of his hands 3 and ſenſible of the diſgrace 
that would attend him to ſuffer it, refol- 
ved to make an Attempt at the hazard of 
his whole Army ; and conlequently gave 
order for a general Aſſault. But being 
the Tartars were not ſo torward as he ex- 
pected, having been ſo many times baffled, 
pretending the difficulty by reaſon of the 
poſture of the Camp, ſeated upon the ad- 
yantage of the River, by the help of which 
they would be able to bring more hands 
to the defence of thoſe parts that were af- 
ſaultable 3 but the enraged Baſ/2 impati- 
ent of Arguments, turned haltily to his 
Janizaries : And are you alſo affrighted 
with the greatneſs of the danger & laid he, 


And will you ſuffer this handful of men to ſlip 


out of your hands for want of a vigorous 
Aitempt upon them & But they cried out, He 
ſhould not reproach but Command them, for 
nothing was terrible to them but the anger 
of their General. The reſt of the Turks 
{way 'd by this Example, would be of the 
Party, prompted by an Ambition to do the 
Service with their own hands, without the 
aid of the Tartars. And armed with 
theſe Reſolutions, they aflaulted the 
Camp 
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Camp from all their Quarters; and prefſed 
on by a mixture of ſhame and fury, broke 
in upon 1t 11 one place, carrying their 
terror into the Bowels of their Enemy, 
maugre all the reliftance made againſt 
them. All their former diſputes and con- 
flicts ſeemed but ſport to this. The Turks 
hurried on by their Principle of Predeſti- 
nation, added toa zeal of gratifying their 
General, made havock of their lives to 
preſerve the footing they had gained in the 
Camp, doing more than men 1n proſecu- 
tion of the advantage. The Chriſtians 
armed with a native courage, inflamed 
yet by their deſpair, did more than they : 
for deſpiiing their multitudes,and reſolving 
to conquer or die,they made a charge upon 
thoſe who had entred, with a fury ſutablc 


to the conſtitution of their Afﬀairs:and for- | 


cing them back,and upon thoſe that follow- 
ed, made them contribute to their own dil- 
orders, 1n ſuch fort, that not being able to 
rally,they were repell'd with a great flaugh- 
ter. And having clear'd themſelves from this 
viojeat ſtorm,taey continued their march 
that evening alonglt the Banks of the Ri- 
ver for three Miles, the enemy coaſting 


them on the other {ide with an equal pace. | 


OGob. 5. The Tartars having got before 
them 
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them the day before, lay directly in their 

way 3 but they carrying with them the re- 

{olution of ſurmounting every, difficulty, 

and grown {kiltul in this new kind of 
March, broke through all the reſiſtance 

made againſt them 3 though not without 

ſome diſorder in their Rear, occaſioned by 

the fears of the Waggon-men, which ren- 
dred them leſs exact and faithful in their 
charge. But by the valour and conduct 
of Zemberg, who commanded in that part, 
the Enemy was repulſed; and the diſorder 
being repaired, they pertormed a March of 
two Miles that day. 

OFob. 6. They ſtill advanced, and like 
a wedge of Iron divided their paſlage 
through the numerous Squadrons of the 
Enemy, who clouded their very fight with 
their ſhowers of Shot and Arrows : but 
ſeeing they could make no 1mpreſiton upon 
them, they burnt up and deſtroyed all their 
graſs and forrage in their way, whereby 
they were extremely incommodated, and 
by reaſon whereof, and their often Skir- 
miſhes, they were that day able to march 
but one Mldaviſh Mile. 

The Poles ſtill followed the Banks of 
the &:ver Tire, with a deſigne to gain 21s- 
hilow, a ſafe Retreat after their tedious 

March, 
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March: They were conſtrained toavoid the | 
neareſt way thither,as mountainous 6 bog. | 
oy, beſides great Woods in it, w® would | 
obſtrut them in the manner of their motion; ? 


chuſing for the ſake of a more even paſ- 
ſage, to go about by ſuch a way as brought 
them within a Mile of their deſired Har- 
bour. The_Camp was 1n perfect order ; 
and theEnemy tired with a repetition of 
fruitleſs Attempts arid Tabours, had forborn 
to preſs upon them, being content to wait 
on their motion by a few Scouts only. The 
Poles about the evening of this ſeventh 
day of their March, continued their Jour- 
ney according to their former Method ; 
and meeting in their Paſſage with ſome 
Barns ftored with great quantities'of Hay 
and Corn, many of them, but without ore 
der, ran to the Bait, to ſupply themſelves 
with Proviſions for their well-nigh-ſtarved 


Horſes. In the mean time, the Van of the 


Camp began to march, without calling 1n 


their Forragers, or giving notice, as they 


ought and uſed, to the Rear, of their mo- 
tion. The Rear for want of the accuſto- 
med Signe, being thus ſeparated from the 
Main Body, was feized on by a ſudden 


horror and pannick fear; which having J 


lajd hold on ſome, was like Wild-fire, - 
ried 


os 
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ried through all. Their apprehenſions wete 
various, but all upon the account of fear, 
heightned by the darkneſs and imaginary 
noiſes, concluding their Van was cut off; 
and that the Sword was at their Throats. 
The ſame plague being ſpread over the reſt 
of the Army, infected the whole in a mo- 
ment with its contagion : whereupon the 
Carters, Waggon-men, Pedees,and Servants 
imploy d about the Carriages,unlooſed the 
Horſes, to ferve themſelves by flight upon 
them ſo that the whole Fabrick and Ma- 
chine of the Camp being diſſolved, they 
could move no further. There was yet 
another caufe (at leaſt contributary ) to 
theſe Evils- Upon the departure of Gra- 
tian and other Fugitives from the Camp at 
Cicora, the Raſkality of the Army, with a 
mixture of Souldiers, robbed and plunder- 
ed their Tents and Lodgings ; whereof the 
Officers 1n that juncture durſt not be over- 
inquiſitive : but being got on the Banks of 
the River Tire, they began to ſpeak of it ; 
and Koxznkipolski the Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral had that very evening ( improvidently 
enough ) let fall ſome threatning expreſit- 


J ons concerning it. The number of the 


owilty being many, they began to think of 
their proper (atety, and the avoiding that 
puniſh- 
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puniſhment, which if they ſtood to it 


would fall upon them ; they therefore in 
great numbers fled away from their friends 


as well as their foes. Theſe wretches ha- | 


ving begun a Tumult upon this occaſion, 
the ſame was ſeconded by the dividing of 
the Camp, as 1s before declared. The con- 


fuſion was fo great, that Zolkicvixs and | 


the chief Officers about him could not be 
heard ; the variety of noiſes, with the ap- 
prehenſion of the danger, and the dark- 
neſs of the night, rendring the Army deaf 
to all his Commands and Orders. The 
Tartars being by their Scouts advertiſed of 
theſe Tumults, failed not to haſten thither; 
and working upon the advantage given 
them by the Poles, prepared to it by their 
own fears, fell in among them with ſhouts 
and terror. Zolkievizs had Command- 
ed, that for the better ſafety of the Quar- 
ters, and encouraging of the Souldiers, all 
men ſhould quit their Horſes, and march on 
foot ; wherein himſelf was the firſt exam- 
ple; which was the reaſon that ſo many 
of the Chief Commanders fel], and were 
taken in that encounter : for when the 
Rour was become ſo univerſal, that all re- 


fiſtance was to no purpoſe, they periſhed 
upon the place,for want of Horſes to carty! 


them 
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them off, except ſuch as eſca ped by ſwint- 


ming, and ſo got away. Zolkicvins his 
Son, with his Nephew and $trufrs, the 
two former being weak of their Wounds, 
and forſaken by their Coachmen, were 
made Priſoners, arid preſented to the Tar- 
tarian Galga. Zolkjievius had before ta- 
ken an eternal Farewel of his Son, and then 
having made a ſhort Co{oſiicn to his 
Ghoſtly Father, waz loft in the contul.wwn, 
but found dead next moraitig upon the 
ſkirts of the Camp : ſome fay, he cauſed 
himſelf to be killed by one of his Follow- 
ers, a Coſſack, chuling rather to periſh with 
his Army, than fall into the Enemies 
hands, or ſurvive his own gloty. But the 
Wounds in his Sword-hand, on his Face, 
and Breaſt, and a Tartariaz laid dead a- 
long by him, ſeem to declare that he was 
killed fighting. However it was, $47#4- 
der Baſſz cauſed his Head to be cut off and 
fixed upon a Pike,expoſing it for that day 
tothe view of his whole Army ; and after- 
wards to be fent to the Grand Seignior his 
Maſter, as a Teſtimony of his Victory. 
The Lientenant-General, Coreck;, the 
young Zolkzevizs, with the other Prifo- 
ners of Quality, were ſent to Con ſtartino- 
ple, where after a three years 1inpriſon- 
ment 
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ment they were ranſomed, and returned to 
their own Country. And thus, like a 
Ship after a long voyage ſunk in the 
harbour , Zolkzevixs, having through all 
the accidents of his Life proceeded regu- 
larly from the Qupality of a private Soul- 
der to the Supreme Command of an Ar- 
my , was raiſed by his own Virtue to thoſe 
Honours which rendered him eminent in 
thoſe parts of the World, Neither was 
there any thing wanting to compleat his 
Glory, belides the Succeſs of this Retreat, 
which was reduced to that point, that 
there wanted but two hours ſpace toren- 
der him eminent amongſt the moſt illuſtri- 
ous Captains of Antiquity. 

It is held of all hands, that the moſt dif- 
ficult part of Military Service 1s in the 
right conduct of a Retreat; and it may 
be judged hard meaſure to deny Zolkie- 
vizsthe Honour of having acquitted him- 
ſelf well in that particular, fince he had 
brought it within view of the Harbour : 
but as the Honour of the Succeſs would 
have been entirely his had he proſpered, 
ſo his Memory mult be patient of this 
Cloud drawn over the luſtre of it, by the 
failing of ſome mean Officer in omitting to 
eive the Signal of his March, But o_ 

gid 
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did he fall, and was laid upon the Bed of 
Honour 1n the extremity of his Age ; refu- 
fing to live, when he could not do 1t glo-

There 
was amongſt other things in the Treaſury 
a Statue of our SAY TOUR, of the big- 
neſs of a man , weighitig C © © [b. of 
maſlive Gold:which = Souldiers mangled 
into parcels, not making their dividend fo 
exactly by. Rule, but that every one got 
what he could. Bailirs Zuis ki, in his ſhott 
Reign, had deſtroyed the Twelve Apo- 


ſtles, being compoſed of the ſame Mettle] 


and largeneſs. And this part of the Poliſh 
Army deſpairing of relief, were become 
careleſs of that Repreſentation of Chriſt, 
which by the practice of the Church o 
Rome, they were uſed to worſhip. Their 
General having by this and other divi- 
dends out of the Treaſury appeaſed,thougn 
not ſatisfied, his Army for the preſent, 
though what by an equal eſtimate might 
have ſufficed all they bargained for, but as 
part of their Recompence 5 he was indu- 
ſtrious in all his other Contrivances for 
their ſatisfaction, as well as fafety. He 
cauſed counterfeit Letters to be brought 
him from the King of Polard, with Pro 
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miſes of a powerful relief in ſhort time; 
and that his Souldicrs might not be diſuſed 
to beat the M#5kovites, he made frequent 
advantageous Sallies upon them. There 
was 1n that part of the City which had 
been waſted by the fire, a houſe in which 
the Magazine of Salt had been laid up, 
which having eſcaped the fury of that 
mercileſs Element, was become a conſide- 
rable Commodity to both Parties. It lay 
more under the Command of the Poles 
than the City 3 but Gariowskz, becauſe he 
would have ſomewhat for his Army to do, 
forbore to bring it in to his Garriſon but 
as he had daily uſe for it 3 this gave his 
men conſtant implayment : for what be- 
tween their awn wants and thoſe of the 
Enemy, they had perpetual Skirmiſhes 3 
wherein for the moſt part they came off 
with the advantage, but that the waſting of 
their men was an incurable evi], for which 
they had no remedy. Gariowsk; made ule 
of all his Arts, and had recourſe to yct o- 
ther Fizeſſes - he laid a train for the de- 
ſtrudtion of Leparow the Riſſrur General, 
by cauling Letters to be diſperſed 1n his 
name into the ſeveral Provinces, requiring

ſacks in their Quarters, as deſigning a Re- 
| Q.3 volt, 
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volt,and too paſſionately promoters of the 
intereſt of Demetrizs, to which they had 
always adhered. One of theſe Packets 
being put into Sidorys his hand ( he was 
General of the Co/f/acks _) ſo terrified him 
(that believing what he feared)and too ſen- 
{ible of the danger, he reſoly'd to prevent 
it 3 inorder whereto, having conſulted the 
Principal Officers in fo weighty an affair, 
they all concluded to anticipate their own 
Fate by Lepanow's fall; and immediate- 


ly thereupon mutined 3 their Souldiers. 
tranſported with the apprehenſion of thetr | 
1maginary peril : whereupon Leparow run- | 


ning to appeaſe the Tumult, being no way 
warned of his own danger, was overpow- 
red, and {lain upon the place. The Ge- 
nera] being thus removed, the 1/45 kovites 


gave the Command of their Army to Tru- | 


becius 5 who being more wary of the Ar- 
tiftices of Gazrowskz7, which by this time 


had taken air, cauſed ſome of his Emiſſa- 
ries, who were found tampering afreſh 


with the Coſ/acks, to be ſciſed upon 3 and

And after the Kings departure from £20- 


lensko, applied himſelf fo vigorouſly 1n 


proſecution of the Siege, preſſing ſo hard 
by = upon | 
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npon the Poles, that he ſhut them up cloſe 
within their Fortifications. And now 
they were out of all hope of any relief, and 
ſo cloſely pent up, that they began to 
want every thing neceſſary for their ſub- 
fiſtance. They endured theſe hardſhips 
ſeven full weeks, after which time they 
were delivered by a Miracle on the 15th of 
Aneuſt, as one of their Prieſts had foretold. 
Before they were rednced to this narrow 
compaſs, they had ſent all their Boys and 
Servants out, to the number of betwixt 
three and four thouſand upon a Party, for 
forrage. Thele by the time of their re- 
turn, found all the Avenues ſhut up. At 
firſt they were upon thoughts of retiring 
and ſhifting for themſelves, until detained 
with the ſhame of abandoning their Ma- 
{ters without attempting their relief, they 
took new courage and reſolutions to en- 
deavour to force the Paſſage. Being thus 
animated, having ſome Souldicrs amongſ[t 
them, they drew up into as large .a front as 
they could, extending their Wings to a 
great diſtance, and advancing up within 
light of the Leaguer upon that fide where 
the 405k runs, put themſelves into a po- 
{ture to paſs itz which they did without op- 
polition,and were receivedinto the Fortrefs 
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with the acclamations of the Belicged, and 
the congratulations of their Maſters. The 
Rijſtzns had been fſurprized with this 
unexpected relicf, as they termed it z and 
having had no room left in their appre- 
heaſtons for the exerciſe of their courage, 
concluded that the whole force of Poland 
was at their backs; which obliged them 
to quit their Trenches on that ſide of the 
Town,and leaye an open and uninterrupt- 
ed Paſlage for the Boys toenterat. The 
Beſt-ged taking the opportunity of their 
Enemies fears, made a ſ{caſonable Sally, 


whereby they reduced all thoſe Forts and ' 


Out-works which ha! been formerly ta- 
ken from them, enlarging their Quartets 
to a more commodious diſtance, But all 
this being conſidered by them but as a 
ſmall intermiſſion of their miſeries, and no 
ſolid Supply able to ſuſtain the force of 
all M»5kovy, they diſpatched Letters to 
their King in Poland with an account of 
their condition, upbraiding his carcleſs- 
neſs of their ſafety : and declaring, that if 
by the 6th of Jar, thetr Prince were not 
ſent to them, they would quit the place, 


and come back to Poland ta require their | 


Arrears. The Chief Officers of the Pol;ſb 
Army, by a miſunderſtanding amongſt 
them 
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themſelves , contributed unhappily to the 
Service of the Ryſfians. Potockz Pal tine of 
Brachlaw was left Governour and Com- 
mander of the Forces about S$xzolersho; but 
he couid nat ſuffer that Charles Chodkievi- 
cizs Lieutenant-General of the Lithxanian 
Army {ſhould be ſent to proſecute the Re- 
liques of the Muzkhovitiſh War, as to the 
poſſeſſion of the Imperial Seat, towards 
the gaining of which he had contributed 
little z and reckoning upon this as a De- 
ſigne fit to be reſerved for his own Con- 
duct, he managed all his Counſels accord- 
ingly : and though Chodkievits was, mau- 
oreall his contrivements, marked out for 
the Service of 1/»5ko, yet the enraged Po- 
tockz perverted ſome of his Chief Offi- 
cers, and as it happened there was a con- 
currence of Cauſes to thwart the Pol;ſþ In- 
tereſt : for upon the 15th of Azguſb, it 
ſeemed more than probable that the 14u5- 
kovites being hotly purſued, might have 
been driven out of the City, but that an 
old Colonel amongſt the Poles confider- 
ing if they {hauld improve this Succeſs to 
the utmoſt, there would be nothing lett 
for their General Chodkzevits to do (upon 
whom this Colonel had a particular de- 
pendance, and it (cems conſulted his Glo- 
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ry more than the Common Good ) and 
therefore diſſwaded his Party from preſ- 
ſing their Fortune upon an apprehenſion 
of ſome ſuppoſed dangers. In the mean 
time Chodkzevits being deſign'd for the re- 
lief of the place,marcht thither with an Ar- 
my ; but the fame of his ſevere Diſcipline 
flying thither before him, and augmented 
by the envy of his i|-willers, begot a very 
great prejudice in the minds of the Souldi- 
ers againſt him,and an averſion for him 3 ſo 
that they upon his arrival diſputed his 
Commands, and looking upon all his Pro- 
poſals with an eye of diftidence, would not 
be engaged upon any more Sallies z but as it 
they had placed a Religion 1n the pertor- 
mance of their former Letter to the King, 
they quitted the Palace upon the ſixth of 
Jar. as they had before declared. 

«They left indeed the Sapihar Regiment 
in Garriſon behind them , but upon the 
Temptation of valt advantages. Theſe had 
the reſt of the Crown-Jewels put into their 
hands, as caution for their pay : which 
Jewels conlifted of two Crowns of Gold 
richly beſet with Jems, a Scepter of Unt- 
corns-Hora likewiſe gloriouily adorned 
with Jewels; two whole Unicorns-horns, 


and another half cut; the Great Dukes 
Saddle 
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1 Saddle embroydered with Pearl and Gold 
two Hats wrought with Diamonds, with 
the Scepter and Golden Apple,both inrich- 
ed with pretious Stones of huge value. 
And having ordered the Afﬀeairs of the Fort 
at this rate, they choſe one Joſeph Cieclin- 
sk; for their General, and appointing him 
a new Council of War, they quitted the 
place, notwithſtanding the Kings Com- 
mands, and the intreaties and threats of 
their Officers to the contrary, and marched 
direftly into Poland, being 7000 effective 
Horſe ; and being arrived at Leopol;s,made 
that their Head-Quarters : and diſtribu- 
ting their Troops into the ſeveral Palac!- 
nates of the letſer Poland, they ſeiſed upon 
the Kings Domains, and the Eccleſaltical 
Revenues, which were very great, under 
pretence of their Arrcars due from the 
Commonwealth. Bur to retura to 115- 
ko which they had quitted 5 the Sapihar 
Regiment which they had left there, was 
reinforced and rea{lured by the acceſs of 
freſh Troops brought thuker by the two 
Konickspolskis from $»29len5 89 5 but they 
were followed by an envy amongtr the 
Great Officers, as their evil Genius. Po- 
tockz led on by his Ambition, whici had 
an influence upon all his Councils, having 
| {uttered 
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ſuffered affairs to run up to a pitch of de. 
ſperation, judged it a fit time for him ta 


ſep in to the preſervation of the place; in 


order whereto, he ſent his Kinſman Nzicho- 
las Struſis with part of the Sxzolenskiar 
Foot, as moſt proper for the Service in 
Garriſon. The Patlage along the Ri- 
ver Moſcha was kept open all this time, 
whereby they were able to receive in their 
ſupplies of Men and Viduals in ſpite of the 
Beſtegersz but their diviſions and emula- 
tions within growing up to a height, gave 
the Ayſſeans the opportunity to perfect 
_ their Line by blocking up that Paſlage, 
Not long after,the Sapihar Regiment con- 
liſting of 4000 Horſe, debauched likewiſe 
by the ſame ſpirit of Mutiny,forfook Chod- 
kiowits, and chuling one John: Zalinskz to 
Command them by the Title of Marſhal, 
took the opportunity of breaking through 
the Enemies Leaguer, and marching into 
Lithuania, ſeated themielves at Breſtia, 
where they fixed; dividing the neighbour- 
PaJatinates, the Kings Revennacs, and the 
Eccleltaſtical Incomes as a ſubſiltance for 
themſelves, till their Arrears were paid. 
The Commonwealth of Polard being pro- 
voked by theſe repeated infolencies of 
their Souldiers, failed not to charge their 
King 
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King with the cauſes of them, in not per- 
mitting his Son to go to Mwko, which he 
was now inclined to; and though dilato-. 
ry in his nature, reſolved now to bring 
him thither in Perſon. The Confederate 
Horſe which had formerly defired Ula- 
diſlaws with ſo much heat, and in which 
the King confided molt, refuſed now to 
ſtir, and change their repoſe and affluence 
of all things, for penury and new toils. $7- 
giſmrund however, with what Forces he 
could get together, came to 1g the Me- 
tropolis of Lithuania, where two German 
Regiments of Foot were newly arrived 
' from thence he went by flow Marches to 
Smolensko, where enconntring with new 
difficulties, he was at a ſtand for the pro- 
ſecution of his Deſign: for the Horſe 
which quartered there ( his beſt hopes ) re- 
fuſed to march with him till their Arrears 
were paid them. The diſpute was unſea- 
ſonable to the Kings Aﬀairs, who wanted 
Monies to anſwer their demands , and 
ſtrength to exact their Obedience. He 
therefore had recourſe to entreaties, and 
the temptation of fair Promiſes ( not onl 
Arrears, but Rewards) which having no 
impreſſion upon their hardened natures, 
the King was forced to march with his 


Guards 
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Guards onely, and a few Light-Horſe 3 
though he was after overtaken by twelve 
hundred of thoſe Horle, who , perſwa- 
ded by ſome Officers moſt in credit with 
them, not to expoſe their King now up- 
on the Criſs of his Affairs, but to figni- 
fie to the world by that Act of Obedience 
both their Loyalty and Courage. Theſe 
being overcome by ſuch Arguments, 
marched after the King to Y7aſ7a, midway 
betwixt Smolensko and Mx5ho, where 
Chodkiovits allo with his Forces joyned 
the Royal Army: 


It happened (and I would not omit a 


circumſtarice that carried noiſe with it ) 
that the Portcullis of the Kings Gate at 
' Smolensko through which $S7g:/wmund 
was to go, fell down at that inſtant, f1- 
ling up the Paſſage with its bulk, in fo 


much that it could not be removed by any | 


force, ſo that he was forced to turn back 
and go another way ; which was eſteemed 
by ſome as an inauſpicious Oxzez, that the 
Royal way to the Empire of 1454s ſhould 
not be opened by him. During theſe 
Traverſes at Court and in the Camp, the 


Siege is preſſed on at My5ko with more | 
fervour than before. Chodkiewits weak- | 


ned with the departure of the Sapihar 
Horle, 
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Horſe, could not ſuffice to hinder their ap- 
proaches, wanting Foot to oppoſe their 
raiſing of Sconces and Redoubts, where- 
with they very much ſtreightned the Ca- 
ſtle. However, he did in ſpite of them 
bring 1n, by the A1d of his Horſe, ſupplies 
of Proviſion for the Garrifon that whole 
Summer 3 and in September, though all 
ways of communication were obſtructed, 
and the Garriſon reduced to extreme want; 
he forced the Guards by that way which 
he had formerly entred, and brought in a 
ſmall quantity of Proviſions z which bear- 
ing no proportion with the neceſlities of 
the place, he made a new ſupply of four 
hundred Waggons laden with all manner 
of neceſlaries, which he attempted to 
put into the Caſtle by the ſame way of 
the Rtver, where the Muzkovites oppo- 
ſed him with their whole Power. The 
diſpute was long and obſtinate, where 
the Poliſh Horſe were much inconve- 
nienced by the diſadvantages of rubbiſh, 
and other difficultie that hindered them 
to effect what they had ſo bravely in- 
tended. Stryſizs was blamed for not ha- 
ving advanced with his Foot to the re- 
ſcue of the Horſe which fought fo —_ 

ut 
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but whatever the fault was, all hopes of 
Conquering the Rxſſzar Empire vaniſhed 


with this diſgrace ; and all the fruit of fo 


many Victories, of ſo much Blood, and 
of ſo much Treaſure as had been expend- 
ed in this War, was loſt in the misfortune 
of that day : for before Chodkievicius 
could gather new Proviſions, and open a 
Paſſage to the Caſtle now more carefully 
fortified and watded than formerly ; the 
Beſteged having conſumed every thing 
that was edible, eaten all their Horſes, 
Cats, Dogs, Rats, Mice, Leather, Covers 


of Books and Trunks, and whatever elſe | 


they could deviſe to get irito their Sto- 
machs,proceeded to humane fleſh, ready to 


feed upon one another,as if they had pre- | 


ferred that to a.ſurrender : but the latter 
prevailed at Jaſt over their ob(tinacie, and 


they yielded themſelves and the place up | 


at diſcretion. 


The King was at 7iaſ/na when news of | 
this fatal Surrender reacht him and being ! 
by that time become ſenfible of this great | 


blow to his Afﬀairs and Inteteſt , he con- 
{ulted what was to be done 3 whether to 


retire as from a baffled deſigne, or to ad- | 


vance further,upon a coniputation that the 
Nlus* 
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Mr kovites being yet 1n diſorder, might 
be over-awed by the preſence of him 
and his Army, and might thereby be 1n- 
duced to receive his Son for Emperor; at 
leaſt he propoſed to himſelf an advanta- 
geous Peace : and this latter Counſel 
prevailing, he continued his March till 
he arrived at Fedoronſeum 5 and Com- 
manding tne Smolenshzan Horle to pro» 
ceed forward , they —_— to the ve- 
ry Walls of Aucks but inſtead of any 
Parley, or other addreis to them, they 
were received with ſhot from the City, 
and a furious Salley, which obliged them 
to draw off to places of more ſafery. The 
King was likewiſe diſappointed in his ex- 
pectation , the Country ſtanding upon 
their Guards, as having an Enemy 1 1n their 
Bowels ; carried all their Provilians 1nto 

Garriſons and fenced Places; in ſo much 
that what with that, aad the impreſizons 
of the Winter, he was much diſtreſſed 
tor Forrage for his Horſe; and being ob- 
lIiged to he in the Field, 1t was more than 
his Army could endure in that ſeaſon. The 
Poles enraged at this evil potture of their 
Attairs, and to revenge the Indignity, as 
they called i it, aſſaulted the Town of Yo- 
R lo, 
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loc, but in vain 3 ſo that having no choice 
left them, they returned back by the way 
of Smolensko into Poland. And thus 
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ended the Expedition of King $7giſmmnnd, 
the Election of Uladiſlaws,and the unfor- ?

And to theſe there flock- 
ed all the Vagavonds, Bandites, and 1dlc 
pcrions, the excrements of therr late Diſ- 
ſentions, that propoſed to themſelves any 
advantage from Rapine and Plunder, His 
numbers being by this means increaſed to 
the 
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the bulk ofa conſid erable Party,he cauſed a ! 
Manifeſt to be publiſhed of his Birth and fe. 
veral Dcliverances, invited all his Loyal 1 
Subjeds (as he {tiled them) to that Obedi-. | 
ence which they owed to him as Great | 
Duke of Mzskovy, the only farviving If- ! 
ſue of John Baſlizs. And to put the more | 
countenance upon his Impoſture,he march- | 
ed with his Force to Nowoero4, from *' 


thence to Jamz, and on to Dyarogrod, 


where he was by the giddy multitude re- 1 
ceived, honoured, and owned as the vn- | 
doubted Demetrizs Great Duke or 115- : 
kovy. Having proceeded ſucceſsully in ! 
this great Attempt, he aſſumed yet more } 
ſtate : and to give a becoming Reputa- | 
tion to his pretenſions, he diſpatched an | 
Embally to Swedezx,to follicite aids againlt | 
the Treachery and ill-dealing of his Sub- | 
jects, who contrary to all Law Humane | 
and Divine, had ſet up another upon. his | 
Throne. King Charles ſurprized with | 


tis Addreſs, could not fatisfe his Won- * 
der, not cealing to admire how that Dewe- | 
trizzs who had been ſo often i}ain, (hould | 
now ſurvive, to demand his afſliſtance. But } 
reſolving nat to be abuſed or impoſed up- 
on, he diſpatched Petrezzs as his Embal- | 
ſador | 
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{ſador to Twanoerod, with Letters of Cres 
dence, and Power to conclude ; but firſt 
exactly to inform himſelf of the truth of 
all things : And if he found this Perſon 
to be that real Demetrizs, who had been 
acknowledged, Crowned, and Sworn to 
at Musko,then to give him all encourage- 
ment of Supplies tor the regaining of his 
Rights, and bringing his Subjects to their 
due Obedience: Petreis being arrived at 
Iwanogrod, could get no Audience from 
this new Duke : tor he being advertiſed 
that the Embaſſador had formerly ſeen the 
murthered Demetrizs both in Poland and 
Mx5ko,would by no means admit of him in- 
to his Preſence ; but pretending an indiſ- 
poſition in point of health, reterred him to 
his Council to treat with him, and that 
he himſelf ( hoping he might 1n a few days 
be fit for buſineſs ) would ratifie the Trea- 
ty in Perſon. The Swediſh Embailador 
anſwered, that the King his Maſter defired 


to en:cr into a [trift League with the Great 


Dui, aad had therefore given him ſome 
part cular Commands , which he was to 
commumicate to his Highneſs in Perſon ; 
but ſince it was not conſiſtent with his 
health to receive himinto his preſence ( he 
being 
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being reſtrained by his Inſtructions not to 


entruſt his Maſters Secrets to any other ) | 


would return for Sweden; not doubting, 
bur if the Great Duke ſhould think fit to 


ſend his Embaſlador thither , but that the 


King his Maſter would be ready to com- 
ply with all his Honorable Delignes and 
Deſires. And thus Petrezxs having ended 
his Negotiation, left the place 3 gathering 
from the refuſal of Demetrizs to admit

But he having by this time got together

£ri5, was upon the point of ſurrendring) | 
when the Mrkovitiſh Army advancing, he ! 
made a haſty retreat, leaving behind him * 


his Cannon, and moſt of his Baggage ; and 
being followed by them, he hardly eſca- 


ped to Twarogrod.s The Ruſſzans having 
with ſo much cate, and without a blow, | 
diſperſed! 
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diſperſed this new Army, careleſs of pro- 
fecuting the ſucceſs further,retired. Where- 
upon the Inhabitants of Pleſcow diſpatch- 
ed their Deputies to Iwanogrod, with an 
humble offer to this Pſendo-Demetrizs of 
their Town an ! Services,as their Prince and 
Sovereign. He over-joy 'd with this unex- 
pected Succe!! , went immediately away t-5r 
Pl:ſcow with the Embaſladors 5 where hc 
was received with all the imaginavlc de- 
moualtrations of Joy, Honor, ana Obedi- 

ence. He tranſported with this Progrels 

in his Affairs , and not capable of impro- 
ving the fameto his advantage,vave himic!f 


up to all manner of licentioulneſs and iult, 


violating many of the Prime Citizens 
Wives and Daughters;and a from 
one degree of Debauchery to another, he 
let looſe the Reins to og arty, who by 
his Example committed all manner of In- 


lolencies and Villanies upon the peopie. 
The Pleſcovites tired out, and provoterl 
with the barbarous bchaviour of toy 
Prince, took Arms, beat his Giaris, and 
forced- him to fly the City for his {hit

The Palatine had a daughter young and }F,. 
ſprightly, of an air Noble and Maſculine : I, 
and though her Carriage was more char-i;;« 
ming than her Complexion, and her di-Yje{ 
ſtin& parts leſs winning than her compo- F,,, 
ſition : yet in her entire ſhe was veryſſ,;;; 
lovely and taking. To all this, ſhe was}. 
endowed with a- Courage above the or- 
dinary of her Sex 3 and that ſo tempered 
and allay'd, by a great meaſure of Under- 
ſtanding, that ſhe was conſidered at the| 
rate of a ſecond Pal/as : and all this at- 
tended with a Preſence ſo Majeſtick , that 
her very Aſpect rendred all her beholders| 
her adorers. 

Demetrizs conſidering this Lady as a 
proper obje& for his paſſions, judged it 
very conducible to his Intereſts, to planth 
himſelf into fo Iluftrious a Family. Forf: 
the Palatine was a perſon very conſidera- 
ble in his Quality , potent in Allies, able 
1n Counſel, and rich in Men and Money. 
Demetrizs (wayed by theiſe Motives , rea- 
fonably ſuppoſing that the Palatines ambi-

He taking courage from theſe obliging

returns, made his approach with more con- 
fidence : ; and begying the honour of her 
fair hand to conduct her in her Walk, 


told her, That ſhould be the Altar npon |

She the Saint to whom they ſhould be di- 4 
rected. My Lord, ſays ſhe,” though I am | 
not ſo vain as to Platter my felf from what | 
ou arepleaſed to ſay to me,'get Tmust take | 
the freedom#o tell you, that you purſue this | 
diſconrſe further than is ſuitable to thoſe |

were permitted me, TI ſhould ſay I cannot |

He was about to reply, when they could 


ſee the Palatine come into the Walks, and | 
moving towards them, with a great Train |

being reduced'to an extremity, had onely 
rom to tell her, That as he had dedicated

making a ſubmiſſion to him, withdrew to 
the other fide of the Walks, while he 
mingling with the Palatine and his Lords, 
was conducted by them towards the Pa- 
lace, and ſo towards his own Apartment, 
Being alone, he retired into his Cabinet 3 
and caſting himſelf upon a Couch , his 
head was poſſeſſed with millions of 
thoughts in an inſtant 5 but the moſt pre- 
valent reſpe&ted the Lady Mariza (fo was 
the Princeſs called.) The 7dea of her 
Beauties appeared before him 1n its luſtre, 
and he ſuffer d himſelf to be ſo overcome 
by thoſe agreeable contemplations,that he 
was upon a ſudden become the moſt paſ- 
ſionate Lover in the world. The agitati- 
- ons of his Spirit had ſo great an impreſ- 
ſion upon him, that being young and ſan- 
guine, he fell into a Fever, which nouriſh- 
ed by want of ſleep, and ſome reflections 
upon the ſeverity of his Miſtreſs, whereof 
ſhe had given him a bitter remembrance at 
their parting, his diſtemper gained ground 
upon him. 

The Palatine was much ſurpriſed at his 


& fickneſs ; and recommending him to the

mong ſeveral viſits that he made tn him, 
he one day brought the Princeſs along ; 
who ſtanding by the bed-fide, while the 
Palatine was retired to the further part 
of the chamber in diſcourſe with the Phy- 
fitians, Demetrizs fetched a profound 
ſigh : whereupon ſhe took occaſion to 
tell him, that thoſe (1ghs were but ill com- 
panions for him. 4h, Madam, (laid he) 
they are the onely company Thave had ſince 
that fatal moment you left me in the Gar- 
den; and they reſolve to purſue me to my 
grave, for having dared to offend my di- 
vine Princeſs. My Lord, fays (he ſoftly, 7 
ame ſo amazed at your diſcourſe , that 1 
hnow not how to underſtand it. No 2 Mas 
dam, ſays he paſſionately , do you not un- 
derſtand me ? When I am dead,as T hope the 
hour is not far off, let my heart be rapped 
up, and you ſhall there finde your own fair 
Image, With this the tears came 1nto his 
eyes, and ſtifled what he was further about 
to ſay. . Whereupon ſhe replied, 1n the 
ſame low voice, Truly, zzy Lord, T begin 
to think you 77 carnest ; and if ſo, let no 
further thought of me be anxions to you : 
be well again, get you into the head of your 
Troops, and prevail over your enemy, if you 
have any deſtgies of prevailing over my 
minde, 
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| 22inde, which zs to be conquered as you 
I would your foes, by gloriows aGions and 
atchievements. 

Theſe words gave ſo much life to our 
ſick Lover, that the Palatine and the Phy- 
ſitians coming in that inſtant to the bed, 
they perceived a greater vivacity in his 
eyes; and the Doctor taking him by the 
Pulſe, obſerved in it an extraordinary mo- 
tion, which made him ſuppoſe he was go- 
ing again into his Fit : whereupon he de- 
ſired the Palatine to withdraw ; which he 
did, with his Daughter , who leaving him 
witha gentle and milde glance,at parting, 
he was fo tranſported, that he was ready to 
caſt himſelf out of the bed after her. The 
DoGor was amazed at this behaviour of 
his Patient , judging his diſtemper was 
grown to a violent Diſtraction, and that 
he had not many hours to live. 

In the mean time Demetriss having been 
a while agitated by his Paſſions, and re- 
volving in his minde the ſeveral Adven- 
tures of his Loves, he became more com- 
poſed, from the hopes this laſt encounter 
gave him. And as Lovers fear and hope 
every thing by extremes, Demetrizs by the 
q {ſtrength of his deſires cauſed himſelf to be 
J - taken up, and maugre all the arguments 
| of

of his Phyſitians, got out of his bed as if 
he had not been at all fick 3 and cauſing 
himſelf to be led into his Cabinet, was 
ſeated in a Chair with Ink and Paper by 
him. His Do@ors and ſervants expe&ed 
every moment when he would fall into 


ſome ſtrange Extravagancie : but he ap- | 


peared ſerene in his looks, and calm in 
his words and actions ; that their wonder 
at his recovery was in a ſhort time equal- 
led by their aſſurance of it. 

_ Aﬀeer ſome time ,- he made ready a Let- 
ter, which being directed to Marina, he 
caſt about how to convey it to her with a 
ſecrecie and caution ſuitable to the nature 
of the affair : and at laſt making choice 
of a ſervant in whom he had moſt confi- 
dence, he committed the Letter to his 
care, with direction to deliver it to the La- 
dy her ſelf unperceived by any. Deme- 
trixs in the mean time gathered ſtrength 
apace, and within three days was become 
able to have ventured abroad, but that he 
would firlt fee the 1{Jue of his Letter, and 
g91ve thoſe decorums to his diſtemper, that 
he might not be thought to have been di- 
ſtrated rather than ſick. The ſervant in 
the mean time applies his whole diligence 
1m the ſervice of his Maſter 3 and placing 

him-

himſelf daily in thoſe Walks and places 
which the Princeſs ordinarily uſed to fre- 
quent , he after ſome time hapt upon-an 
opportunity to his minde : for the Prin- 
ceſs being in her uſual Walks, and ſeeing 
a man at a diſtance, that ſhe conceived was 
one of her father's ſervants, ſhe beckons 
him to her ; and her Women loytering be- 
hinde, fhe advanced to meet him. He be- 
ing of a preſent apprehenſion, got his Let- 
ter in readineſs ; and in anſwer to her de- 
mand if the Palatine were come back from 
Hunting, he with much humbleneſs pat the 
paper into her hands ; which being ſealed, 
and directed to her ſelf, her curioſity pre- 
vailed ſo far, that ſhe tore it open, never 
enquiring from whence it came, where ſhe 
found theſe words. 


Madam, 
Hat you may be no more a ſtranger to 

the power of your Divinities,be plea- 

ſed to receive this teitimony from a perſon 
who by your frowns having been ſunk to the 
grave, is, to improve the Miracle, reſtored 
20t onely to life, but health, by the benigni- 
ty of one ſmile from you. As my Deitiny 
depends upon your will, ſo it 3s in the pow- 
er of that to render me miſerable beyond 
what

1y fate from your lips, with a paſſion which | 
will diſpoſe me to obey you without reſerves | 


or reluFancie. 


While Marina read this Letter , the ſer- 


vant waited the iſſue with much difh- 


dence. He obſerved in her countenance : 
the motions of her minde : but ſhe in rea- |! 


ding the Letter over again,cleared up ; and 
weighing all circumſtances in a moment, 
reſolved that Demetrizs had a real paſſion 
for her ; that he was a Prince of an Illuſtri- 
OUS Birth, intitled to one of the greateſt 
Empires of the world : and this ſeeming 
to gratifie her Ambition , which was the 
predominant paſſion of her ſoul, ſhe ſept 
towards the ſervant, and, unobſerved by 
any of her Train, bid him attend there a- 
bout that hour to morrow ; 1n the mean 
time, that he ſhould tell his Maſter ſhe was 
well pleaſed at the hopes of his recovery. 
And ſo ſhe turning off to her Women, he 
withdrew, to give his Maſter an account 
of his performance : wherewith he was fo 
infinitely pleaſed, that he conld not forbear 
embracing him. 

That night was paſled over with much

impatience by our paſſionate Demetrizs 5 
neither was Mar/74 unconcerned 1n an ad- 
venture ſo extraordinary : ſhe ſometimes 
thought to conſult the buſineſs with her 
father ; but that purpoſe was ſtifled by 
her modeſty, and a diſtruſt in his temper. 
And though ſhe cared not much for Dewe- 
trixs, yet ſhe loved the great Emperour of 
Ruſſia very well : and conſidering that by 
the rules of proportion ſhe could never 
arrive to ſo conſiderable a Fortune in the 
world, ſhe thought of a middle way, to 
bear Demetrizs in hand with general fa- 
vours and hopes ſo far, as to keep alive his 
paſſion while he was in proſecution of his 
Wars againſt Borzs 3 wherein it he proſpe- 
red, ſhe might ſit down Queen of his con- 
queſts, elſe that he might ſink ſingle, with- 
out her being involved in his ruine. Ha- 
ving thus determined the matter, ſhe reſo]- 
ved upon an Anſwer to his Letter 5 which 
having prepared, ſhe failed not to be in the 
Walks by the hour appointed. And Dexze- 
trixs his ſervant placing himſelf 1n her eye, 
{ke took an opportunity of moving to him; 
and conveying theLetter into his hand un- 
obſerved, ſhe continued her walk without 
taking any further notice of him. He be- 
ing winged with diligence, flew to his _ 

ers 
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ſters Apartment 3 to whom he preſented 
that acceptable fruit of his ſervices: which 


Demetrius having firſt kiſſed many times, 


with a paſſion that ſpoke the greatneſs of 


his love, tore open, and read theſe enſuing 
Lines, 


My Lord, 

Et this Paper be a witneſs for me, how 

far T have exceeded the rules by which 
T arr obliged , to hold private intelligence 
with a forraign Prince. But conceiving 
ſome liberty might be allowed me towards 
one who hath ſuffered ſo much for my ſake, 
T cannot in gratitude refuſe that to the re- 
ality and inxocencie of your paſſzon which 
T ſhould deny to all other conſiderations in 
the world. Live, Sir, and live to conquer 
your enemies 5 and doubt not that in all 
your honourable purſuits you will in due 
time enjoy the glory of your hopes, and the 
recompence of your vertues. 


Demetrius having read this Letter ma- 
ny times over, and ſcan'd every illable of 
it, concluded that his pretenfions ſtood 
fair towards Marina 5 and that his firſt 
work was to appear before her : but that 
day being towards its evening, he judged 

it 
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it decent to attend the: approach of the 
next 5 when taking a conventent time for 
it, he went in the fir{t place to pay his vi- 
fits to the Palatine, who received him with 
much reſpe& and deference ; and in re- 
turn of his acknowledgements, made him 
new profefſions of Aids and Services. De- 
metrius having performed this Ceremony, 
ſent one of his Gentlemen to Marira's 
lodgings, to know it ſhe were difpoſed to 
receive his more explicite thanks for the 
honour of her viſit during the time of his 
ſickneſs. She, to improve the favour, and 
the better to retain her diſtance, upon the 
pretence of ſome indiſpolition, delir'd his 


excuſe and patience till that hour the next 
q day. Which Anſwer being returned to 


him, had its effect, as ſhe had with much 


J art deſigned it. 


This little check to his paſſion (like a 


ſtop to a Current ) raiſing it to a greater 
J height ; after he had dined in publike, he 
was again viſited by the Jeſurtes : and 


though this little repulſe from his Miſtreſs 


{ had rendered his humour leſs treatable, 


J yet he failed not to compoſe himſelf with 
q much dexterity for their reception. They 
q found him in the Gardens, whither he was

order whereto, he had got the Letter in- | 
to his hands, and was reading it with | 
much zeal and paſſion, when theſe perſons | 
coming towards him, he haſtily put it up | 
into his Pocket, as he thought, but unhap- | 
pily miſsd it, the Paper falling to the Þ 
ground. While he moved towards this | 
Train of Divine States-men, who compli- | 
mented his recovery with very much joy *#

ſerved its direction, and from whence it

what digeſted, he breathed out his fury a- 
oainſt that Impoſtor that durſt pretend to 
make his addreſſes to his divine Miſtreſs ;

At laſt 
going to his re(t, he ſpent the remainder | 
of the night 1n bed, though not in flcep, # 
till the next morning, that by peep of day | 
his ſervant brought him word there was a |

into his own hands. Demetrizs flattering | 
himſelf it might be from the Princeſs, com- | 
manded haſtily he ſhould be brought in : © 
which being done, and the Gentleman ha- | 
ving preſented him with a Letter, he tore þ 
it open with much haſte, not without ſome | 
confuſion 3 where he read thus : :

 Doren;kz having read this Letter , was 
all on fire to be 1n readineſs by the hour; 
which drawing on apace, he mounted on 
horſback , and riding alone to the place, 
was there ſome moments before Demetri- 
#5 , Who, having loſt no time in fo conſi- 
derable an adventure, was not long be- 
hinde him. :Dorensk; had ſcarce conl1- 
dered aad. traverſed the ground, but De- 
z1etrizs arrived ; towards whom advan- 
cing with his Sword 1n his hand, 7 do thee 
too much honour ({aid he) in admitting 
thee to a ſingle Combat : but my conrage 
not permitting me that thou be chaſtiſed by | 
any other hand, let us ſee how thou dareit i £ 

make good what thou hat preſumed to | 
write. Demetrizs very much provoked | 
by this language, haſtily anſwered, The # 
diſparagement lies on my ſide, who vouch- 
ſafe to enter the Lifts with a perſon inferi- 
our to many of my Vaſſals. Dorenski blin- 
ded with rage at this piquant expreſſion, | |: 
furiouſly ſpurr'd his horſe towards his ene- | 
my3 |

; my 3 and checking him at the ſame initant 

| with the bridle, the horſe being tender- 
mouth'd, raisd himſelf on his hinder feet ; ; 
and Demetrixs preſſing up to him while 
the horſe was 1n that poſture, bore horſe 
and man backward to the ground. Dgo- 
IJ renshz extricated himſelf from the fall 
J with much agility : his horſe was ſo af- 
I frighted , that plunging up again, he run 
J over the Plain with all his fury. Deme- 
trizs diſcerned his advantage very well, 
q and was divided how to manage it : but 
q after ſome little agitation, he pitched up- 
J oa the Brave ; and Dorenskz having put 
J himſelf into as good a poſture as he could 
7 to receive his enemy, Demetrizs turning a 
J little aſide, quitted his horſe, and advan- 
q cing towards Dorenskz , Though T might 
q j5tly, ſaid he, have Py ll this advantage 
q which Fortune had put into my hands a- 
1 gains one who hath treated me with [9 
1 great ſcorn ; yet far be it from the Empe- 
rour of Muſkovy to do any a&# that upon

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1 7 mult profeſs, ſaid Dorenskz, in this af 


1 you deceived me, and T ſhall now combat 
4 1ou with far greater ſatisfadion. This 
7 ſaid, they flew upon each other like light- 

ming 3 and their rage being at its height,

they were more careful to offend each o- 
ther,than to defend themlelves. Dorershz 
upon the firſt paſs glanc'd the point of his 
Sword upon Demetrixs his tace, making a 
gaſh in his cheek 3 which grating upon | 
the bone, palled. by, elle it had pierced in-- | 
to his head. He carrying the point of his | 
Sword more upon the body of his enemy, 
paſſed it thorow his right arm a little be- 
low the ſhoulder. Dorensk; was the 
ſtronger man 3 but this wound in his 
Sword-arm, out of which the bloud ftrea- 
med amain,gave him warning not to waſte 
the time unprofitably : being therefore 
retired a pace or two backward, he reſol- 
ved upon a Stratagem of no mean hazard : 
taking the hilt of his Sword in both hands, 
he darted it with all his powers at the face 
of his enemy 3; who being ſurpriſed by 
this way of fighting, was not able to avoid 
lifting up both his hands to defend his 
face 5 in which moment of time Dorenshz 
ran in to him, and cloſing with him, after 
much {trugling they both fell. Dorerskz 
praſping at the Sword of Demetrins, en- 
deavoured to wreſt it out of his hand : 
but having by this time ſhed much bloud 
at the wound 1n his arm, he was fo far 
ſpent, that his ſpirits began to leave him, 
pe: - when 
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when thoſe of Demetrivs were returned 3 


| who finding his enemy laid along, ſuppo- 


ſed' him dead 3 and raiſing himſelf up to 
ſee for his horſe, he perceived the Palatine 
and a great Train with him come galloping 
towards them 5 who ſceing Demetrizs all 
bloudy about the face, and Dorezskz laid 
along, did more eaſily gueſs at the effect, 
than at the cauſe of the Quarrel. 

Dorenskz had many of his fervants by 
this time come in ; who ſtepping to their 
Maſter, raiſed him up, and bowing his bo- 
dy forwards, his ſpirits returned to their 
proper function : 3 when ſeeing himſelf in 
the hands of his ſervants, the Palatine and 
many of the Nobility upon the place, and 
Demetrius walking about, he was fo over- 
come with ſpite and rage, that his ſpirits, 
being checked again, retired to his heart, 
leaving the body as inanimate 1n the' arms 
of his ſervants ; who ſearching the wound, 
tore the linen from about them ,and bound 
It Up as well as they were able : then lay- 
ing him upon Cloaks, they bore him by 
that expedient towards the Town , till 
meeting with a Coach , they laid him i mto 
that, and fo conveyed him to his lodgings 
in the Palace; where being had into bed, 


| bs by the aid of Spirits prevailed with 


his

his to return : but this agitation and loſs 
of bloud had rendred them fo feeble, that 
he was not able to ſpeak. The Phyſitians 
being called for, adviſed the room to be 
kept dark and quiet 3 and having applied 
ſome proper Cordaals, laid him to reſt. 

In the mean time, the Palatine was much 
divided how to behave himſelf in this ren- 
counter. Dorezskz was the ſon of a Prince 
his particular friend. and Ally, whoſe 
ſpritelyneſs and aCftive temper gave fair 
promiſes of a compleat perſon. On the 
other ſide, Dexeetrizs was a kinde of fu- 
gitive, his Birth queſtionable, and his Ti- 
tle to the Kyſſzar Monarchy ſo remote, that 
he might as poſlibly paſs for an Impoſtor as 
a Prince. But then refle&ing upon the 
obligations he lay under to Wiſnioweck y, 
and what Aids there were 1n preparation 
for the ſeating of him upon the Throne 
of 2475ko ; how King Sigiſmzmund was well 
diſpoſed towards him and his Intereſts;and 
that he himſelf was not without a ſquint 
hope of making his advantage by the War; 
he applied himſelf to Demetrizs with an 
Addreſs ſuitable to the occaſion , telling 
him he was ſorry his Highneſs ſhould fo far 
diſtruſt his Juſtice,as to be the Executioner 


of his own revenge. Demetrizs. being 
ſome- 
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[25] 
Z ſomewhat raiſed with his Vidory , made 
Z this ſhort Reply : Far be it from the Em- 
 peronr of Ruflia to ſubmit the deciſion of a 
perſonal injury to any other fudement than 
that of his own Sword. 

The Palatine perceiving he had touch'd 
upon a tender point, and obſerving his 
face to bleed afreſh, delired his Highneſs 
would intend the Cure of his Wound : 
and ſo leaving him to the conduct of his 
ſervants, withdrew, to enquire how it was 
with Dorenskz ; of whole return from his 
Swoon after he had received an account, 
he was the better ſatisfied. And then ta- 
king time to inform himſelf of the cauſe 
of the Quarre], he learn'd that the aiſco- 
very of it happened by Dorenskz's horſe, 
which having caſt his Maſter, came upon 
his full (peed into the Town, and running 
over every thing in his way , never ſtopt 
till he came to his own Stable-door ; where 
the Grooms amazed that the horſe was 
there without their Maſter, and obſerving 
the Saddle bruiſed and dirtied, they con- 
cluded he had caſt his Rider : whereupon 
falling into an outcry, their noiſe was ſo 
great, that the Palatine paſling by on hor(- 
back to take the air, heard it; and enqui- 
ring into the cauſe, galloped that way from 
whence

whence it was obſerved that the horſe 
came. While he was 1n his ſearch, they ſaw 
the horle of Demetrive marxing towards 
them without his Maſter 3 which gave him 
extraordinary apprehenſions, but however 
contributed to his better finding out the 
place, where he found both theſe Rivals in 
the poſture before expreſſed. 

This accident had raiſed a ſtrange noiſe 
im Court: all perſons gueſſed at the cauſe 
of the Quarre] , but none fixed upon the 
right, They had both of them been very 
wary in concealing an affair of ſo great 
tenderneſs : which gave Marina much fa- 
tisfaction , that ſhe was not become the 
common diſcourſe 5 which muſt have been 
the conlequence of a diſcovery. She had 
obſerved in Dorerskz a paliton tor her ſer- 
vice, exprefied by ſuch teliimonies, as ſhe 
made no doubt of a growing aifcction in 
him, though he had not yet taken the 11- 
berty to mention it to her. Some of his 
ſervants had whiſpered it as a deſire of his 
father's, and had conſulted it with one of 
the Jeluites, who were very proper inſtru- 
ments for the conduct of ſuch affairs. 

In the mean time, Dorenskz having been 
kept \t1]] all night, was able to ſpeak next 
morning : but his voice was ſo feeble, that 

he

he could hardly be heard, The Chirur- 

eons were called to open his wound, 
which had pierc'd through his arm neer 
the great Artery : while they were ſearch- 
ing of it , he being extreme weak before, 
fainted in their hands; and it was a great 
while before they could bring him to him- 
{e]f. The wound was 1n a flethie place, ca- 
pable of being dreſs'd throughly ; which 
made ſome that underſtood lets ſay, that 
it was made with an envenomed weapon : 
but the Phyfitians made more rational con- 
jectures, that the extremity of his rage at 
the ſenſe of his defeat, was the cauſe of his 
diſorder, and of a violent Fever which fet- 
zed upon him. He was obſerved to ſigh 
very much,and to fetch his {ighs deep : and 
when at any time the leaſt notice was taken 
of the Duel, his paſſion expreſled 1t (elf in 
a great meaſure. But he was now, as well 
ſick as fore ; and his Wound was the leaſt 
of his danger ; his Fever lay hard upon 
him : and the Phyſitians, or to magnihe 
their Art, or that the danger were extreme 
indeed, ipoke very doubtfully of his re- 


Ccovery. 


In the mean time, Demetrizs after two 
days ſhewed himſelf in publike 3 and ha- 
ving come off ſo advantageouſly from 
this 
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[28] 
this Combat, was courted by all the HeQors 
and Swordmen about the Court : his cou- 
rage was become their common diſcourſe, 
and they failed not to make Vows for his 
ſervice, engaging themſelves to run the 
riqque of his Fortunes, which they pro- 
pheſied would be auſpictons, from ſo ho. 
nourable a beginning. He, though he 
could not reſiſt being tranſported by the | 
ſucceſs of this Accident, yet was maſter of | 
ſo-great cunning , that he ſupprefled his | 
Joys well enough. He now loſt no oppor- 
tunity in his applications to Mariza, who 
being importuned by his Letters, Sollicita- 
tions, Preſents, and charming Promiſes of | 
Crowns and Scepters, did at laſt fo far ſuf- 
fer her ſelf to be overcome, that ſhe gave 
way he ſhould propound his defires to her 
Father. Our Lover having made this hap- 
pie progreſs, determined not to loſe the 
ground he had gained : and therefore ta- 
king the firſt opportunity , he made his 
Addreſs to the Palatine, in theſe words : 
My Lord,T have an affair of ſo very great 
concernment to communicate to you, that 
without a declaration from you that TI 
ftand as clear in your thoughts as when I 
ade the first ſtep into your Country, Tfhal 
ot dare to utter it. 
The 
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The Palatine ſurprifed with this ſtrange 
Prologue , told him he had not the leaſt 
cauſe toqueſtion his reſpect and friendſhip, 
which he ſhould always preſerve towards 
a perſon of his Eminencie and Honour. 
And becauſe he knew nothing could fo 
neerly concern his Highneſs as the regain- 
ing of his Crowns, 7 w:/,faid he,anticipate 
your deſires, by a voluntary promiſe and re- 
ſolution to furniſh you with Men and Money 


for that Expedition. 


My Lord, replied Demetrixs, after thzs 
profeſſion you are pleaſed to make me, T 
will no longer harbour the leas# jealouſte, 
where T have to do with a perſon whoſe Ho- 
nour is aſcendant over all his other conſt- 


| derations. But what IT am to communicate 
| to you 7s ſo far above the recovery of my Do- 


minions, that there is no more proportion 


between them, than between the Sun in its 
| entire body, and one beam of it. T am not 
© inſenſible how wait thoſe Territories are to 
which I am rightful Heir : but 'tis poſſible 
= to ſubſist without the poſſeſſeng of them 3 
whereas what T aſpire to is of ſo divine a 
= nature, that it is not poſſuble for me to en- 
© joy the lea$t repoſe without the enjoyment 
# of it : And not to keep you longer in ſuſ- 
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pence, I pretend to the honour of ſerving 
your

your divine daughter, whoſe beauties have | 
taken ſuch poſſeſſion of my ſoul, that with- || 
out your approbation of my ſervices, I ſhall {| 
wither away in deſpair and grief. 
The Palatine having received this paſli- 


onate Addreſs, was a while (lent, as conſi- 
dering what Anſwer to ſhape unto it 5 our 
Lover in the interim attending his Fate at 
his lips. At laſt the Palatine, as a prepara- 
tory to what he had to ſay, took Demectri- 
45 1n his arms, ſaying, 

My Lord, I cannot be inſenſtble of the 
Honour you offer me in your Allyance, and 
that my daughter will by the advantage of 
zt (band fair to be one of the greatest Per- 
ſonages upon earth : but the affair being 
of a very great concern to me and mine, 1 
ſhall take ſome ſhort time to conſider it fully. 
In the interim be pleaſed to ſatisſie your 
ſelf, that T ſhall do every thing in my power 
to gratifie your deſires and interesSts. 

Demetrius received this with great ac- 
knowledgements and ſubmiſſion, ſuppoſing 
the Palatine had reſpited his poſitive An- 
{wer onely upon the account of decencie, 
to heighten the favour, and to conſult his 
daughters inclinations: and his conjectures 
were not improbable;but another accident 
interpoſing, gave him new fears, 
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 -* Dorenskz's Fever was by this time ſortie- 
 wWhatallay'd, and he able to revolve with 
| more patience the fortune of his Combat 
with Demetrius, and the advantage he 
would have in his applications to Marina 
while was a priſoner to his bed : his minde 
{till gave him that Dewetri#s was no more 
than an Impoſtor ; which raiſed his ſcorn 
to have to do with ſuch a Competitor, 
who had prevailed over him more by a 
luckie hit, than by the height of his Cou- 
rage.

My Lord, having ſo great a weakxeſ up- 
on me,T ſhall not ſpend my time in ackaow- 
ledgements for the honour you have been 
pleaſed to confer upon the moi humble of 
your ſervants in this viſtt, but break in upon 
what IT have to ſay, without further circums- 
ſtance. My Lord, while I was yet in my 
fathers houſe, and began to write May, the 
honour of your Name and Worth had kind- 
led in me @ paſſzonate deſire to begin my 
Apprentiſage in Arms under the influence 
of your Condu@#. T heard of your purpoſes 
to raiſe an Army, though it was rather gueſ- 
ſed than known for what ſervices you had 
deſigned it : whereupon T got the permiſſuon 
of my father to repair to your Court , ha- 
wing taken order for ſome Troops to follow 
ae when TI ſhould give them notice of it. 
My Father having nigh reſpe@s for you,did

rates. T know T run agreat riſque in this
